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WATER NOT A NECESSITY 


Cleanliness, Next to Godliness, Not for 
Tenants of Trinity. 


DR. DIX AGREES WITH COL. CRUGER 


Novel Reason for Not Building Better 
Tenements—More Declared Un- 
sate—Other Owners Who 
Need Looking After. 


The excuse of the Rev. Morgan Dix, D. D., 
rector of Trinity Church and head of the 
corporation, for the failure of Trinity to 
tear down its old and unhealthy tenements 
and put up better ones in their places, is 
‘that the church does not want to pre-empt 
that part of the city with tenements, and 
thereby obstruct the march of business to- 
ward that section. 

This argument in behalf of Trinity’s 


course is thus outlined by the Rev. Dr. 
Dix in the current number of The Church- 
man: 

It is evident to real estate men that busi- 
ness is coming up above Canal Street slow- 
ly but surely, and that the whole of the 
church property from Canal Street up to 
Fourteenth Street will soon be needed for 
business purposes; under which condition of 
things it would be wasteful policy to expend 
money there in the erection of buildings 
soon to become useless. a 

We have no desire to majntain on the 
property the class of houses now under 
consideration. The Trustees do not feel 
that it is their duty to engage in enter- 
prises which do not commend themselves to 
their business judgment. 

The rector of Trinity fully agrees with 
Col. S. V.eR. Cruger, the Controller of the 
corporation, that the occupants of Trinity’s 
tenements are not entitled to water on the 
various floors. He sustains Col. Cruger in 
this respect in all that the latter said on 
the subject of water in the tenements when 
called to testify before the Tenement House 
Commission. He says: 

The houses on the Trinity lands which 
come uader the provisions of that law (the 
tenement house law of 1879) have been 
frequently inspected by the officials of the 
Board of Health, and its orders have been 
in all cases complied with, except as to the 
Croton water order. 

I have no time to state that case in full; 
it must suffice to say that the corporation 
resisted the requirement, and, in my judg- 
ment, very wisely. 


Dr. Edson’s Views on the Need of 
Water. 


Dr. Cyrus Edson, now a Health Com- 
missioner, and formerly Chief Sanitary 
Inspector, does not coincide with the views 
of the Rev. Dr. Dix and Col. Cruger about 
water. Dr. Edson, who has had some ex- 
perience on the subject of tenements and 
sanitation in New-York, declares that it is 
essential, if the people in tenements are 
to be healthy, that they shall have water 
on every floor. 

In an interview with a reporter for The 
New-York Times after the disclosures in re- 
lation to Trinity’s tenements before the 
Tenement House Commission, Dr. Edson 
said: 

I consider it absolutely necessary for the 
comfort and well being of the inhabitants 
of tenement houses that they should be 
furnished not only with an abundant sup- 
ply of water, but this water should be 
easily accessible, and this can only be ac- 
complished by having ‘water on every 
fioor of the house. It is a most wise pro- 
vision of the law which requires water to 
be easily accessible to the tenants. 

The advantage to be gained is greater 
cleanliness and the consequent promotion 
of health. Cleanliness of rooms and clean- 
liness of person are the A BC of hygiene. 

Water should be as free and accessible 
as light and air, for it is just as essential 
to health. 

If water is not easily accessible, the poor 
will not avail themselves of its advantages. 
If it must be carried up two or three flights 
of stairs, these people will not use any 
more than is necessary for drinking and 
cooking purposes. There will not be much 
scrubbing or washing done. 

In many of the old tenement houses and 
in old dwellings which have been converted 
into tenements, there is but one source of 
supply, and that is in the hydrant in 
the backyard. The hydrant is often leaky, 
and the yard is consequently damp and 
wet. In stormy weather or in very cold 
weather, when the pavement of the yard is 
covered with snow or ice, it is a great 
hardship for a woman, pe in delicate 
health, to tramp down three or four flights 
of stairs and into the cold and sloppy 
yard to get a pail of water, and then mount 
the same stairs to carry the water into 
her apartments. 

This is a positive injury to the poor 
women who are compelled to perform this 
‘task a number of ‘times a day, which would 
be necessary to preserve a proper cleanliness 
‘of apartments and person. This task is of- 
ten relegated to the young children of the 
family, and I have frequently seen little 
girls of tender years lugging pails of water 
up the stairs and staggering under their 
burden. It is only natural under these cir- 
cumstances when water can only be ob- 
tained at great labor and inconvenience 
that no more water is used than is abso- 
Jutely necessary for cooking and drinking 
purposes. , 

It is entirely wrong that poor people 
should be subjected to such inconveniences 
ze overs such an essential to life and 

ealth. 


Poor Policy, Business Men Say. 


Business men and real estate agents who 
were seen yesterday all expressed the opin- 
ion that Trinity Corporation had made a 
bad investment in clinging all these years 
to its ancient and dilapidated tenements. 

“There has never been a time,” said 
a prominent Broadway real estate dealer, 
“when Trinity could not have developed 
its tract in any way it chose, either by 
erecting fine houses, or modern tenements, 
or large factories, and business places. 

“The trouble with Trinity is smiply in- 
ertia. Like other old estates in New York, 
it has been so rich as not to feel under 
any necessity for improving its income. 
To use a popular expression, it has ‘ had 
money to burn.’ This is not an uncommon 
experience among the proprietors of these 
immense old landed estates in this city. 
With less property they would make far 
greater use of their opportunities. When 
Trinity is awakened all will come out right. 

“As a matter of fact, Trinity has stood 
for years as a stumbling block in the 
way of the development of the Eighth and 
Winth Wards. It has kept the wholesale 
business from extending up Hudson and 
Varick Streets. By this course Hudson 
Street, one of the widest and most acces- 
sible thoroughfares down town, has been 

~ relegated to the position of a street of 
third rate importanc.. 

“This has been a short-sighted policy 
for Trinity from a business standpoint. If 
Trinity had developed its lands or had per- 
mitted their development, it would have 
greatly increased its property and reve- 
nues.”’ 

Bad Tenements Not Owned by Trinity. 

Trinity’s tenements are not the only bad 
ones in New-York. There are others equal- 
ly bad, and some even worse, that will-also 
have to be cleaned out. 

A list of over sixty of the worst tene- 
ments in New-York, outside of the Trinity 
tract, has been furnished to the Tenement- 
Hiouse Commission by President Charles G. 
Wilson of the Health Department. Some of 
these tenements are so bad they will have 
to be torn down, like some of those that 
belong to Trinity. 

Following is'a list of sixty-five of the 
jworst tenements, not owned by Trinity, to- 
gether with the population of each, and the 


number of deaths in each in the last four 
years: 
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The Board of Health has made sanitary 
inspections of all the tenements on the 
above list for the Tenement-House Com- 
mission. Here are some of the things re- 
ported: 

No. 10 Washington Street consists of a 
four-story front-and-rear tenement. These 
premises consist of two old brick build- 
ings, situated on low ground, which is damp 
and is only a few feet above high water 
mark. The plastered walls and ceilings are 
very irregular, broken, loose, and: dirty in 
places, and*cannot be placed in good condi- 
tion without new walls. A large portion 
of the plastering is directly on the brick 
walls, with no air space between the plas- 
tering and brick walls, causing the walls 
to be damp. 

The walls, floors, stairs, and woodwork of 
the buildings are very much worn and 
not in good repair. This condition affords 
means for the collection of filth and ver- 
min. The cellars are low, dark, and damp. 
The roof of the front house leaks. Owing 
to the surroundings, it is impossible to ob- 
tain good light and air in some of the 
rooms. The yard pavement is in bad condi- 
tion, allowing the water to settle thereon. 

No. 44 Essex Street includes a front five- 
a and basement, containing twenty-two 
families, and a similar rear building shel- 
tering ten families. 

The Inspector characterizes the front 
house as being in a very dirty condition. 
He says: 

The cellar is filthy with old rags. The 
inner bedrooms are insufficiently ventilated. 
The sinks are in bad condition, and the 
hall stairs, between the third and fourth 
floors, are worn and dangerous. 

Nos. 19 and 21 Morris Street aré dark, 
damp, dirty, and neglected. Of 196 South 
Fifth Avenue, including front and rear tene- 
ment houses, the Inspector says: 

Both houses are er es the floors sag, 
the walls are dirty, t chimney flues are 
obstructed, and the ventilation is bad. I 
consider both houses uninhabitable. 

No. 101 Greenwich Street is a five-story 
front and three-story rear tenement. Of it 
the Inspector says: 

The walls and ceilings of the halls and 
apartments throughout each house are brok- 
en and unclean. The floors of the halls 
about the sinks are unclean. The cellar and 
roof of the front house are filthy. The rain 
leader and eaves gutter on the rear house 
are defective and leaky. The flagging in 
the yard is broken, and the surface water 
stagnates thereon. The stairs, floors of 
halls, and apartments, the balusters, doors, 
and windows throughout the rear house 
are broken and dangerous. 


Not Fit for Human Habitation. 


No. 82 Oak Street is.a front and rear 
tenement. The report says: 


All the walls and ceilings of the halls and 
apartments are dirty and thoroughly of- 
fensive, as are all the floors and woodwork. 
The inner bedrooms are very dark and 
damp. On some floors it is impossible to 
see without artificial light. The pavement 
in the yard is broken, defective, and out of 
rade. The present condition of the build- 
ngs, as regards construction, is only fair, 
but the condition of the premises otherwise 
is such that in my opinion it is not fit for 
human habitation. 


There are four tenements at 14 Roosevelt 
Street. The halls are dark, dirty, and badly 
ventilated. The walls and ceilings through- 
out are saturated with filth, as are the 
woodwork, floors, doors, and door casings. 

“The condition of the premises as re- 
gards construction,” concludes the report, 
“is poor, and it is my opinion that they are 
unfit for human habitation.” 

Nos. 36 and 38 Cherry Street, front and 
rear, include in all fourteen tenements. 
Four hundred and sixty-two persons live 
in these buildings, according tothe tene- 
ment census of 1893. The death rate in 
1889 was 13; in 1890, 18; in 1891, 12; in 1892, 
16, and last year, 16. Here is the report 
made by the Board of Health Inspectors: 


All the walls of halls and apartments, and 
all the woodwork, doors, door-casings, 
floors, windows, window-casings, &c., are 
very dirty. 

The apartments facing on the alleyway, on 
the south side, are damp and dark. Twen- 
core orders have been issued against 
these premises since 1888. 

The premises are comparatively open on 
the north side, and there is a fair amount 
of light, except for the apartments on the 
extreme westerly end. The buildings are in 
a fair condition on the outside, but the 
inside is worn out, and in bad condition. 
In view of these facts, it is my opinion that 
sae premises are not fit for human habita- 
ion. 


Reports from Inspector Uhl, 

Only two reports from Inspector Uhl on 
the condition of Trinity tenements were re- 
ceived at the Department of Buildings yes- 
terday. 

No. 277 Spring Street is a two-story base- 
ment and attic brick and frame building. 

“TI find this building to be unsafe and 
dangerous,’”’ the Inspector reports, ‘“‘in that 
the chimneys above the roofs are cracked, 
bulged, overhanging, and in an unsafe con- 
dition, and said buildings must be taken 
down and removed or made safe and secure 
by taking down the chimneys to the roof 
and rebuilding the same, straight and 
plumb, according to law.” 

The other case was next door, at 275 
Spring Street, a three-story brick factory 
and dwelling. 

“The chimneys on the third-story portion 
of the building are cracked,” Mr. Uhl 
says, “‘ bulged, and overhanging, and in an 
unsafe condition; also the westerly gable 
wall on the one-story portion of the build- 
ing is cracked, badly bulged, and in an un- 
safe condition. 

“The building must be taken down and re- 
moved or made safe and secure by taking 
down the chimneys to the roof and rebuild- 
ing the same; also by properly shoring up 
the roof beams of the one-story portion and 
taking down all the bulged and cracked 
portion of the westerly gable wall and re- 
building all the above work according to 
law-” * r

RUMORS OF BOODLE RIFE 


Applications for Street Railway Fran- 
chises Before the Aldermen. 


TALK OF, $3,000 FOR FRIENDLY ACTION 


Alderman Saul’s Resolution in Ref- 
erence to the Third Avenue Road’s 
Request for Permission to Make 


Extensions Lost. 


There was talk of boodle about the City 
Hall yesterday. So far as tangible proof 
is concerned, there was none, but the 
whispers and rumors that were going about 
would make one wonder whether the expe- 
riences of certain Aldermen of the Board 
of 1884 had been forgotten. 

It all grew out of the attempt to get a 
railroad franchise through. It was an ad- 


journed meeting of the board which will 
go out of existence in about two weeks. 
Routine business had been transacted, and 
the City Fathers were about to take up 
general orders, ‘when Alderman Robert B. 
Saul of the Twenty-eighth Assembly Dis- 
trict sent up two resolutions to Col. George 
B. McClellan, who was in the chair. One 
asked that the Committee on Railroads be 
discharged from further consideration of 
the Third Avenue Railroad Company’s ap- 
plication for the big extensions of its road 
north from One Hundred and Twenty- 
fifth Street on St. Nicholas Avenue and 
King’s Bridge Road to the city line, and the 
other asked that the franchise asked for be 
granted, with the exception of that part of 
it which concerns St. Nicholas Avenue. 

Both the Third Avenue Railroad and the 
Metropolitan Traction Company have appli- 
cations for extensions in this territory. An 
injunction was obtained against both roads 
preventing the extension, so far as St. Nich- 
olas Avenue is concerned, but the Third 
Avenue, by reason of its existing lines, does 
not find the St. Nicholas Avenue portion 
of the application so important to the pro- 
posed system of extensions as does the 
Metropolitan Traction Company. The 
amended application of the Third Avenue 
line, as apnvlied for by Mr. Saul, sought 
permission to construct a street railway 
in King’s Bridge Road from One Hundred 
and Sixty-second Street north to the city 
line. 

President McClellan put the question upon 
the motion to discharge the Railroad Com- 
mittee from the further consideration of the 
Third Avenue Company’s original applica- 
tion. Twenty-seven Aldermen were pres- 
ent. Fifteen voted in favor of the proposi- 
tion and the others, having explained their 
votes, voted against it. Col. McClellan voted 
against it because the question was still in 
court, and he did not want to appear, even 
in the simplest degree as being disrespect- 
ful to the court. 

As a two-thirds vote wss necessary to 
carry a resolution of this kind, Col. McClel- 
lan declared it lost. Then he quickly passed 
the order of business on to a consideration 
of general orders, and then unanimous con- 
sent would have been necessary to a fur- 
ther consideration of the franchise questicn. 

Had Mr. Saul moved that the Railroad 
Committee be ordered to make an im- 
mediate report, and then had taken action 
on that report, he would, in all probability, 
have been able to get his amended fran- 
chise through on a bare majority vote of 
those present. 

In the discussion which preceded the 
vote on the proposition to discharge the 
Railroad Committee from further considera- 
tion, Alderman Brown and Vice-President 
Noonan both opposed the proposition, Mr. 
Brown saying that he did not intend to take 
any chances of being hauled up for con- 
tempt of court. 

The competition between the two com- 
panies resulted in a great deal of interest 
among the Aldermen, unusual interest 
among some of them, in fact. Several hear- 
ings upon the application were given by 
the Railroad Committee, of which Alderman 
Rollin M, Morgan is the Chairman. It is 
said that at one time Chairman Morgan 
and Alderman Muh signed a report in favor 
of the Metropolitan Company, but that the 
other members of the committee, Aldermen 
Wund, Brown, Noonan, Schott, and Murphy, 
did not sign, and the report was not pre- 
sented to the board. 

Then came the complication resulting 
from the injunction obtained by Taxpayer 
W. A. Hoe, relative to St. Nicholas Avenue. 

While trying to get the Railroad Com- 
mittee discharged from a further considera- 
tion of the Third Avenue Company’s appli- 
cation, Aldermen Saul, Donovan, and others, 
representatives of the upper west side, said 
the road was greatly needed, and it was not 
proposed to touch St. Nicholas Avenue. 
When the vote was taken, the result was as 
follows: In favor of discharging the com- 
mittee—Baumert, Donovan, Eiseman, Gecks, 
Keahon, Long, McGuire, Martin, Owens, 
Prague, Rinn, Rogers, Ryder, Saul, and 
Charles Smith, 15; against—McClellan, Noon- 
an, Brown, Burke, Lantry, Muh, Murphy, 
Oakley, O'Brien, Schott, Tait, and Wund, 12. 

The two-thirds rule enabled Col. McClel- 
lan to declared the motion lost. It is said 
that the plan was for Alderman Saul to im- 
mediately move that the Railroad Commit- 
tee report forthwith, but that he lost his 
bearings. Before he could recover them 
Col. McClellan had the board on general 
orders. 

Alderman Charles ‘ Silver-Dollar’’ Smith 
was at the meeting just long enough to 
cast his vote for the proposition to discharge 
the Railroad Committee from further con- 
sideration. He is rarely at the board meet- 
ings. 

There was a story about the City Hall 
that $3,000 each had been offered Aldermen 
who were willing to vote for the franchise, 
and that some ot those who were willin’’’ 
disagreed as to who the stakeholder should 
be, with the result that the proposition 
was made to a man who is not a member of 
the board, but who declined to hold the 
money. How much truth there is in all 
these rumors is not easy to get at. 

There have been many whispered con- 
sultations of certain Aldermen in dark cor- 
ners of the City Hall recently, and it is 
significant that some of the best and most 
reliable men in the board are very desirous 
that the whole question of these franchises 
should be kept in statu quo until after the 
control of the City Government has passed 
out of the hands of Tammany Hall. This, 
it can be stated as a fact, is the opinion 
of some of the organization’s most con- 
spicuous leaders. 

The board wili meet again next Thursday. 
Yesterday’s action simply left the franchise 
question as it was before the meeting. 


Ordered to Look for Missing Ships. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 21.—Secretary Car- 
lisle to-day ordered the revenue cutters 
Grant, at Port Townsend, and the Rush, at 
San Francisco, to proceed to sea at oncé 
and steam northward in search of nine 
American vessels that are eleven days over- 
due from British Columbian ports. 

It is only six weeks or so since the Ivan- 


hoe foundered in the Northern Pacific 
Ocean, and much uneasiness is felt for the 


\ safety of the missing vessels. 
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Court of Appeals Decision Will Compel 
the Canvassers of 1891 to Pay 
$831.28 Each. 


ALBANY, N. Y., Dec. 21.—The. Court of 
Appeals to-day affirmed, with~costs, the 
order of the lower court in the case of the 
people, on the relation of John J. Platt 
and William C. Daly against the State 
Board of Canvassers, and Frank Rice, Sec- 
retary of State; Edward Wemple, ‘Control- 
ler; Charles F. Taber, Attorney General; 
Elliot F. Danforth, State Treasurer, and 
John Bogart, State Engineer and Surveyor, 
as members of the board. 

This was an appeal from an order of the 
General Term, Third Department, affirm- 
ing an order made at the Hudson Special 
Term, April 4, 1894, adjudging the de- 
fandant canvassers in contempt, and fining 
them $831.28 as costs and counsel fees, in 
the action brought against them as a State 
Board of Canvassers for disobeying the 
mandamus directing them to disregard the 
so-called Mylod return from Dutchess 
County in the election of Senator in the 
Fall of 1891, when the Democrats secured 
control of the State Senate. 

he opinion in the case is by Judge Gray, 
and all the Judges concur except Judges 


Earl and O’Brien. There was no dissent- 
ing opinion, however. Judge Gray says in 


part: 

“We think that the order of the Su- 
preme Court was warranted by the facts, 
and that that court could not very well 
have held otherwise with respect to the 
conduct of the defendants. The court below 
has determined, as a matter of fact, that 
in what they did the defendants’ acts 
actually did defeat, impair, impede, and 
prejudice the rights and remedies of the 
relators, and there can be no doubt that 
there were undisputed facts, sufficient to 
warrant the court in finding that the con- 
duct of the defendants amounted to a dis- 
obedience or to a disregard of the decision 
made upon the relators’ application for a 
writ of mandamus. 

“In determining that there had not been 
a willful disobedience, the court took into 
consideration, as it properly might, the 
sworn denials of an intentional disrespect 
and the averments of having acted in good 
faith in proceeding upon a constructjon of 
the meaning of our decision, as to Which 
they had been advised by counsel, and 
which they believed themselves to be true. 
With this determination upon the facts, we 
cannot interfere. The court, nevertheless, 
was required to impose such punishment 
as under the circumstances fitted the facts 


of the case.”’

MAYOR GILLETT BACK IN ROME 


HE DENIES THAT HE TOOK 


CENTRAL BANK’S MONEY. 


THE 


His Explanation of Why He Fied— 


Presides at a Meeting of Aldermen 
and Then Submits 


ROME, N. Y., Dec. 21.—Samuel Gillett, 
Mayor of this city, and until Monday teller 
of the Central National Bank, voluntarily 
returned here this evening. 

It has been charged that he was guilty 
of embezzling funds, the charge growing 
out of the discovery and admission by Cash- 
ier John E. Bielby that the latter had ap- 
propriated several thousand dollars of the 
bank’s funds. Mr. Gillett says he is guilty 
of no wrong and stoutly maintains that he 
has not appropriated any money that does 
not belong to him. Mr. Bielby has said 
that Mr. Gillett had no part in his pecula- 
tions. 

Mr. Gillett caused the proper officers to be 
informed that he was at-their service, and 
at 9 o’clock he was taken before United 
States Commissioner Rowland. He pleaded 


not guilty to charges of making false en- 
tries in the bank’s books, and was admitted 
to bail in the sum of $7,000. 

Mr. Gillett’s disappearance is accounted 
for by the fact that, when the peculations 
of Cashier Bielby were discovered and 
when he admitted his guilt, the Bank Ex- 
aminer immediately went to Mr. Gillett and 
accused him of knowing something about 
the doings of Bielby, saying at the same 
time: ‘‘ Don’t you know you are crim- 
inally liable, and this is a State prison 
offense?”’ This, it is said, frightened Gil- 
lett, and, without consulting anybody, he 
disappeared. His voluntary return is said 
by his friends to have been the result of 
reflection and appreciation of the folly of 
going away when he was guilty of nothing 
more than possibly having an inkling that 
all was not Fignt at the bank. 

It is generally supposed that Mr. Gillett 
has not been far rom this city, though 
his actual whereabouts during the past four 
days cannot be stated. Although only two 
sureties were required on his bail bond, 
hree volunteered—Messrs. John S. Haselton, 
J. W. Armstrong, and Patrick Martin. His 
examination before the Commissioner was 
set down for next Thursday. 

A special meeting of the Board of Alder- 
men had been called for this»evening, to ap- 
point a Mayor pro tempore, but the return 
of Mayor Gillett rendered such action un- 
necessary. Before he was placed under ar- 
rest he conferred with members of the 
Board of Aldermen, and, as the warrants 
had flot then been served upon him, ex- 
pressed his willingness to preside at the 
meeting this evening:

ALBANY, N. Y., Dec. 21.—Adjutant Gen- 
eral McGrath to-day issued an order calling 
on the staff of Gov. Flower to meet Gov. 
Flower at the Hotel Kenmore, this city, on 


the morning of Jan, 1, and accompany him 
during the Snauguration of the new Gover- 
nor. Gov. Flower will entertain the mem- 
bers at the Kenmore New Year’s Eve. 


‘The Marblehead to Go to Europe. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 21.—It has been 
practically decided by Secretary Herbert to 
send the cruiser Marblehead to the Euro- 
pean station as soon as she can be made 


ready for a three years’ cruise. It is un- 
derstood that this pleasant duty is given to 
the officers of the ship as a reward for their 
Summer stay at Bluefields. 


Chicago Election Heelers Indicted. 


CHICAGO, Dec. 21.—The Grand Jury 
heard testimony all day relative to the 
outrages committed and allowed by police 
officers and ward heelers last November, 


particularly in the Thirty-fourth Ward. The 
result was the indictment of twenty-six per- 
sons on the charge of conspiring to prevent 
citizens from exercising their right to vote. 
Three of them are officers. 


A Tribute to Justice Earl. 


ALBANY, Dec. 21.—The Court of Appeals 
to-day adopted a memorandum of regret at 
the approaching retirement of Judge Robert 
Earl, who will leave the bench Jan. 1.

CORRUPTION OF THE POLICE FORCE EXPOSED 


Lexow Committee Has the Confession 
of the Captain of Direct Payment 
of Blackmail to Men High in An- 


thority in the Department, 


Police Captain Max Schmittberger, the 
chief witness before the Lexow committee 
yesterday, made a confession that put on 
record facts and figures of the corruption 
of New-York’s Police Department, affecting 
men of high and low degree. 

He acknowledged his own wrongdoing, 
directly accused two Inspectors of receiving 


bribe money, McAvoy and Williams, and as 
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Capt. Max Schmittberger. 
Makes Confession of Police Corruption, 


a climax brought in Commissioners Martin 
and Sheehan as the protectors of places 
that openly violated the law. 

It is understood. that in return for the 
testimony the indictment which was found 
against Schmittberger for taking a bribe of 
$500 from Agent Forget of the French line 
of steamers will be quashed. 

In the effort to save himself from almost 


certain conviction and a term in State 


prison, for yesterday he admitted taking 
the money, he determined to give the de- 
tails of the inner workings of the depart- 
ment, known to him as thoroughly as, if not 
better, than, to any other man of his rank, 
because of long service in many precincts 
where corruption was most prevalent. 


In a calm, convincing manner, starting 


with the statement that he had received 
no promise of reward and with every trace 
of the ferocity for which he has been noted 
taken from him by his own sense of his 
pitiable plight, Schmittberger told his story. 

His arraignment of the police force was 
summed up by Capt. Schmittberger in 


these words: ‘‘ The rank and file arc all 


right, but the department is rotten at the 


top.”” He excepted Superintendent Byrnes, 


however, among those at ‘the top.” 
Late last night Mrs, Schmittberger, in an 
interview, said she was responsible for her 


husband’s confession. 
POLICE COMMISSIONERS IMPLICATED 


Schmittberger Gives Testimony 


Against Martin and Sheehan. 


The committee had heard. from Schmitt- 
berger astonishing revelations early in the 
day concerning the police force, but the 
sensational climax in his testimony was 
reached late in the afternoon, when he was 


talking of his career in the Twenty-second 
Precinct. , 

Schmittberger said that Delaney had been 
in the precinct, and he exchanged with De- 
laney, the latter going to the Ninth Pre- 
cinct. He went there in May, 1893, and 
staid until December, 1893. His ward 
man was Casey. Casey was transferrea 
to the station at his request. 

Q.—What sources of revenue were there 
in this precinct? A.—Policy shops and dis- 
orderly houses. 

Q.—Any gambling houses? A.—There were 
gambling houses, but they did not do any 


business. 

Q.—Any “ green-goods’’ men? A.—No. 

Q.—Did you ever have any connection with 
‘‘ green-goods’’ men at any time in your 
career? A.—I did not. 

Q.—What was the extent of your collec- 
tion in the Twenty-second Precinct? A.— 
Between $500 and $600 a month. The policy 
shops paid $20 per month and the disorderly 
houses, $10, $20, and $50 each. 

Q.—Did the oy houses pay any in- 
itiation fee? A.—Not in my time. 


Protected by Commissioner Martin. 


Q.—Had you any special orders about any 
articular disorderly houses? A.—Well, when 
i first went to the precinct Commissioner 
Martin told me that I might as well let 
‘the. houses in Forty-sixth Street between 
Sixth Avenue and Broadway alone until 
after the schoolhouse was bullt. There 
was a schoolhouse being erected there 
then. He said when that was finished I 
would have to drive them all out. One 
night Commissioner Martin telephoned to 
me about 11 o’clock to come to his office 
the next day. I had received a complaint 
from citizens about a house at 234 West 
Fifty-first Street, kept by Miss Sadie West. 
I had sent Detective Casey there, but. he 
had had trouble in

Commissioner Martin. When he replied 
that he did, she said that Commissioner 
Martin was a friend of hers and that he 
would protect her. It was that night that 
Commissioner Martin telephoned for me, 
The next day when I went to see Commis- 
sioner Martin, he asked me if I had sent 
Casey to this house. I said I had. ‘‘Well,” 
said Commissioner Martin, ‘“‘you send that 
man back there and make him apologize.” 
“But Commissioner Martin,” I said, ‘‘look 
here, this arose from complaints of citizens.” 
“T don’t care,” he replied, ‘“‘you do what I 
tell you.” So I had to send Casey back, 
and he apologized to the woman the next 
afternoon for doing what he had on com- 
plaint of citizens. 

Capt. Schmittberger said he had received 
several letters complaining about this house. 
The schoolhouse to which he referred was 
being erected on the south side of Forty- 
sixth Street between Sixth Avenue ‘and 
Broadway. There were five or six” dis- 
reputable houses in the block, but he could 
not remember the names of any of the 
keepers. 

Q.—In compliance with Commissioner Mar- 
tin’s orders, did you or did you not inter- 
fere with those houses? A.—I did not. 

Q.—But you had official knowledge that 
they were disorderly? A.—Yes. 

Q.—And could have raided them? A.— 
Yes, if I had get evidence against them. 

Q.—Did you try to get evidence? A.—No, 


because it was in Commissioner Martin’s 
election district. 


Q.—You took what he said for an order not 
to interfere with them? A.—Yes. 


Mr. Goff returned. to the subject of the 
gambling houses. Capt. Schmittberger want- 
ed to explain this in his own way, and he 
was allowed to do so. 


Sheehan Vouched for a Gambler. 


“One gambling house,” he said, “ was on 
Broadway. The proprietor was a man 
named Maynard. He came to me and 
asked if he could open the house. I told 
him that he could not. He then associated 
himself with a man named Proctor, who 
brought a letter to me from Commissioner 
Sheehan, introducing Proctor to me as a re- 
liable and a decent man, and telling me 
to give him anything he wanted.” 

Q.—Have you got that letter from Com- 


missioner Sheehan? A.—It is among my pa- 
pers at home. - 


Q.—Will you bring it at the next session 
of the committee? A.—Yes, I will 

Later in the day Mr. Goff aaked Capt. 
Schmittberger to serti Commissioner Shee- 
han’s letter down to his office to-day, and 
the Captain promised to do so. 

“Proctor told me,’ continued the Cap- 
tain, ‘‘ that he proposed to open a gambling 
house with Maynard. I took Commission- 
er Sheehan’s letter to Superintendent Byrnes 
and referred the matter to him. He told 
me that if I allowed the house to open he 
would break me. I remember about it, be- 
cause it was the night of the burning of 
Campbell’s paper factory. Byrnes was 
there. Then I went to see Commissioner 
Sheehan, and he told me that I had no 
right to prevent the opening of the club, as 
he called it. He said they only wanted to 
play such games as hearts, and I went back 
and told Byrnes, and he said that if I let 
them open he would break me. 

Q.—Did you tell Commissioner Sheehan 
that Proctor was going to open a gambling 
house? A.—He must have known that. 
But I told him that Proctor wanted to open 
up a game with Maynard. 

Q.—Did you tell Commissioner Sheehan 
that Byrnes was opposed to the opening? 
A.—Yes, I said that Superintendent Byrnes 
was very hot about it. Commissioner Shee- 
han said that if they could not play there 
that Daly’s house could not stay open, 

Payments to Inspector McAvoy. 


Q.—Did you divide 4

= hag ae to Inspector McAvoy $150 

Capt. Schmittberger said that the Twen- 
ty-second Precinct and the Fifth Precinct 
were both in McAvoy’s district. He put 
the money in an envelope, and laid it on 
McAvoy’s desk while the Inspector was 
there. There was no conversation about the 
division of the money, except on one occa- 
sion, 


“One time Inspector McAvoy asked me if 
any of the money came from disorderly 
houses. He said that if it did he did not 


want any of it. I told him that it did 
not.’’ 


Q.—But it did, didn’t it? A.—yYes. 

Q.—But you understood your duty too 
well to let a little thing like that stand 
in the way of the Inspector’s taking the 
money? A.—Well, I knew he was a very 
religious man. 


Capt. Schmittberger said that most of the 
houses that paid were not interfered with. 
Some of them were raided on complaint of 
citizens, and the payménts then ceased, and 
some were driven out of the district. 


Q.—The Inspector did not complain of you 
- letting the disorderly houses alone? A. 
—NOQO. 

Q.—You made reports about these houses 
to him, didn’t you? A.—Yes. 

Q.—And the money paid to McAvoy was 
to give you the right to let these houses 
alone? - A.—Yes. 

Capt. Schmittberger was transferred to the 
Tenderloin Precinct Dec. 5, 1893. 

“That is considered the best in the city, 
I suppose?” said Mr. Goff. 

“That is a mistaken idea,’ replied the 
Captain, with a smile and a hitch of his 
chair. 

Q.—Which one is the best? A.—The Elev- 
enth Precinct, the Eldridge Street Station. 

Q.—Did you pay any money for your 
transfer? A.—I never paid a cent, and I 
was not asked to pay a cent. The transfer 
was a surprise to me. 

Q.—How much money did 
there? A.—Oh, very little, (with a depre- 
catory smile.) 

Q.—Well, how much? A.—When I went 
there we closed up nearly all the houses. 
They had begun to close them up before I 
got there. There was only one house on 
Thirty-first Street. This was done under 
instructions from the Superintendent. 
Those that were left were not asked to pay. 
This committee was in session. 

Q.—Oh, the houses thought they would 
run low and wait till the clouds rolled by, 
eh? A.—Yes. 

Q.—While in the Twenty-second Precinct 
a you hear of Georgiana Hastings? A.— 
es. 

Q.—Did she pay? A.—No; she was ex- 
empt for some reason. 

Q.—What was it? A.—Well, I don’t know. 
She is a very peculiar woman. I think 
that a good many go there who would not 
like to see their names in the paper. When 
I took the precinct, I was given a tip that 
if I did not want to burn my fingers, I had 
better let her alone. 

Q.—Who gave you the tip? A.—I think it 
was Capt. Devery, who had been in the 
precinct before. 

Q.—You understood that public officials 
went there? A.—Yes. 

Q.—Some who grace the bench? A.—Yes. 

Q.—Some who hold commissions? A.—yYes. 

Mr. Goff said he did not wish to bring 
in the names of any public officials unless 
it was absolutely necessary for the pub- 
lic interests. It had been very difficult, he 
explained, to serve a subpoena on the Hast- 
ings woman, but the facts about her house 
had been known -to the committee for a 
long time. One night, when a subpoena was 
sent there, a Judge of this city, not of a 
civil court, was there and another official, 
but Mr. Goff said it was not the inten- 
tion of the committee to besmirch the char- 
acter of any man unless it was absolutely 
necessary. 

Chairman Lexow agreed with this view. 

‘But it was because of the interest these 
high officials took in the Hastings woman 
that kept her from paying tribute?” he 
asked. 

“That's right,” replied the Captain. 

Mr. Goff returned to the Tenderloin Dis- 
trict. 

Q.—Now how much money did you collect 
in the Tenderloin? A.—Oh, very little, 

Q.—Well, how much? A.—Oh, not more 
than $200 per month. 

Q— id you divide this money with any- 
body? A.—With no superior. 

Capt. Schmittberger said that Detective 
Burns, the one who was broken, had re- 
ceived his 20 per cent. The Tenderloin was 
in Inspector McAvoy’s district. The Cap- 
tain denied that he ever collected any 
money from Madison Square Garden. He 
said that Brady had brought his name in 
without any reason. de had never got a

He had never known ot 
any money being paid by the Madison 
Square Garden people, except that police. 
men were given $1 for supper money. 


That $500 from Forget. 


“Did you get $500 from Agent Forget of 
the French Line?” Mr. Gort asked. 

Capt. Schmittberger looked confused an¢ 
irritated for almost the first time during 
his long examination. It was upon the 
charge that he had been bribed by Agent 
Forget with $500 that he is under indtct- 
ment. 

“Mr. Forget made me a New Year’s pres: 
ent of $500. It was not a bribe. The dis: 
charge of police duties was not involved ir 
any way,” he replied. 

Capt. Schmittberger wanted to insist upor 
the fact that this was not paid him asa bribe 
Mr. Goff did not probe any deeper. He said 
that he simply wanted to get the Captair 
on record. He then went back to the com 
sideration of Capt. Schmittberger’s recoré 
up town. 


Q.—Were you ever told to take care oj 
A.—Capt 
Devery asked me to take care of Lil5 
Clifton. 

Q.—Why? A.—Because of her services t¢ 
him in the Gardner case. : 


Contributions to Martin and Sheehan 


Q.—Did you at any time pay any money 
to anybody that you have not so far mem 
tioned? A.—To Mr. Martin and to Mr. Shee 
han. I gave $150 to Martin last year, an¢ 
$100 to Sheehan. They were political com 
tributions, 

Q.—Why did you not give the money di 
rectly to the party? A.—These were the dis 
trict leaders, 

Q.—Were you told to give them_ th 
money? A.—I got a tip that it would bé 
well for me to do so. 

This was all the money Capt Schmitt 
berger paid out to anybody, he said. 

Q.—Can you tell us anything about pay 
ments for promotion? A.—Well, when Cap 
Martens was a patrolman in my district 
when I was Sergeant, he was a candidat 
for Roundsman. He came to me and asked 
me to help him. I told him I could not dé 
anything unless he paid for it. He said 
he would do that, and I went to Capt. Wilk 
jams, and he said he would promote hi 
for $300. I got $300 from Martens ang 
handed it to Williams, and he promtote¢ 
Martens. 

Q.—How long after you got the money 
from Martens was he promoted? A.—Thé¢ 
same day. Martens then became a candi: 
date for Sergeant and came to me. 
saw Williams again, and he said it woulé 
cost $1,600. Martens gave me the $1,600 
and handed it to Williams. Marten) 
was not appointed right away, and he began 
coming around to my house and kicking 
so I went to Williams and asked him fo} 
the money. I told him that Martens coulg 
not be held off any longer. Williams pu 
on his hat and coat and went to Mead 
quarters, and Martens was promoted thal 
day. I had a conversation with Mariens 
when he was a candidate for Captain, and 
Williams told me that it would cost $14,000 

Q.—Did you “have anything to do with 
this promotion. A.—I did not. 

Q.—Who held the money in that case? A 
-—I heard it was Inspector Williams and 
Charley Grant. 

Capt. Schmittberger said that he had 
heard that Liebers had paid $3,000 to be ap: 
pointed Sergeant. A policéman named 
Whittle had boasted openly that he ha¢ 
paid $300 to get on the force. Thé Captair 
said that Whittle claimed that anybody 
could get on who paid for it. He though; 
Whittle was now in the Morrisania Dis- 
trict. 

Mr. Goff then asked Capt. Schmittberger 
if there was anything in regard to corrup- 
tion in the department that he knew of 
about which he had not testified. 

“T have made a clean breast of every- 
thing,” said Capt. Schmittberger. ‘‘I came 
here to tell the truth, and to tell everything 
I know.” 

“Tf there is anything that you think of 
later you will tell me about it, won’t you?” 
asked Mr. Goff. 

“TI will,” said the Captain. 

“You have done here to-day what will 
subject you to criticism, haye you not?” 

“TI am sure of it, but I feel that the 
pillars of the church have fallen, and that 
in justice to my wife and children I should 
tell everything I know.” 

There was considerable merriment over 
the designation of the police-political fabric 
which Capt. Schmittberger had described 
during his testimony as a “ church.” 

“You mean by the ‘church’ the struct; 
ure, or the temple, I suppose,’ said Mr.

In reply to the questions of Chairman 
Lexow and other members of the commit-

“How do you account for the fact that 
you did not pay for your own promotion?”

Capt. Schmittberger had been closely 
questioned during the earlier part of the 
day as to his career on the police force and 
his knowledge of the methods that pre- 
vailed in extorting money in the ‘“ Tender- 
loin’? precinct. After he had told of his 
promotions up to his present rank. Mr. Goff 
asked: 


Q.—As to your appointment as Captain, 
when were you appointed? A.—Dec. 8, 
1890, 

Q.—Who appointed you? 
sioner Voorhis. : 

Q.—How much did you pay for the ap- 
pointment? A.—Not one cent. I paid 
nothing, and was not asked to pay any- 
thing. I was at the head of the eligible list 
of Sergeants, and went to see Mr. Voorhis. 
He did not tell me that he would appoint 
me, but said he would give my case con- 
sideration. I believe Mr. Voorhis to be an 
honest man, despite the testimony in the 
Creeden case. 

Q.—Do you say that you were promoted 
solely upon your merits? A.-—I do, most as- 
suredly. 

Q.—But you had some political influence? 
A.—I had a strong letter of recommendation 
from Oswald Ottendorfer of The Staatz- 
Zeitung and Hermann Oelrichs, and several 
other gentlemen were interested in my case. 

.—What was the first assigmment you 
had as Captain? <A.—To the steamboat 
squad. 

Q.—Did you know of the custom of the 
patrolmen on the docks dividing the fees 
and gratuities they received with the Cap- 
tain? A.—I was informed of it by Detective 
Robert Vail, who told me that it had been 
the custom for years. He said he had been 
the collector for Capt. Gastlin and for 
ee Taylor, whom I succeeded. 

Q. as there any understanding, either 
expressed, or implied, about this collection 
of money with any police official when you 
were appointed. A.—There was not.

Steamboat Squad Revenue. 


Q.—When Vail told you of the custom, 
what did you do? A.—I didn’t want to have 
anything to do with the arrangement at 
first, but he said: ‘‘ You are a — fool if 
ou don’t take it. Everybody takes it, and 
he men on the docks are used to giving 
a Then I told him to go ahead, but 

ght here I want to say that when Vail 
testifiéd that I wanted the whole of the 
money collected he testified falsely. I want 
to brand that as a lie. 

Q.—But you agreed with Vail to continue 
the practice? A.—I did. He made the col- 
lections for two months. I think it was 
about $180 or $190 a month. I gave Vail 
20 per cent. of the amount collected. He 
told me that was the custom. 

Q.—Who collected the money after Vail? 
A.--I detailed Gannon for special duty in 
citizens’ clothes, and he made the collec: 
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in that precinct. 

Q.--Did you pay any of this money to 
any police official? A.—No. Sir, never. 

A.—Didn't you have a conversation with 
Inspector Steers after your assignment «as 
Captain to the steamboat squad? A.-—I 
did. He said there wasn’t much in the 
precinct, and therefore he would not expect 
anything from me. 
self. There was no other source o 
nue in that precinct. 

.Q.—How did you come to leave that pre- 
cinct? A.—I requested Commissioner Voor- 
his to have me transferred. I was living at 
the time at Mount Hope, Tremont, and I 
wanted to be near my home. I was trans- 
ferred to the Twenty-fifth Precinct, in East 
Sixty-seventh Street. 

Q.—Did you pay any money for that trans- 
fer? A.--I did not. 

Q.—Who were.the ward men there at that 
time? A.—Campbell and Martin, but soon 
after I had them remanded to patrol duty, 
and had Gannon transferred from the 
steamboat squid to my command, That 
Was the usual practice at that time, for the 
Captain to select his ward man, whose prin- 
cipal duty was to make collections for the 
Captain. 


Bribed by the Policy Shops. 


Q.—How about the Twenty-fifth Precinct? 
A.—There was nothing there but some policy 
shops. There were ten policy shops, which 
were taxed $20 a month each. That was 
the custom. 

Q.—How did you discover that? A.—The 
policy shops in the up-town district were all 
under a man named Parker, and it was an 
old-established custom that he should pay 
$20 for each shop 

Q.—Wasn’t there an understanding that 
for this:tax Parker had the monopoly of 
poe shops in that district? A.—I don’t 

now positively about that, but there were 
no other policy shops but Parker’s in the 
precinct. That $20 a month was an old- 
established price. It had been understood 
so for a long time.

Q.—Was there any other source of reve- | 
the Bo-' 


nue in that precinct? <A.—Yes, 
hemian Liquor Dealers’ Association paid $80 
a month. There were no disorderly houses 
in the precinct, and no other source of reve- 
nue. 

Q.—You received all the money collected 
by Gannon? A.—All but the 20 per cent. I 
paid Gannon for collecting. 


Gave the Money to Williams. 


Q.—Did you give any of this money to any 
other police official? A.—I gave part of 
that money to Inspector Williams, who 
was Inspector of the district. 

This was the second allusion to Inspector 
Williams made by Schmittberger during 
the day. It caused a decided sensation 
in the courtroom. 

Q.—How did you come to give this money 
to Inspector Williams? .—I succeeded 
Capt. Gunner when he was retired. The 
first day that I was in command Capt. 
Gunner came to the station house. I hada 
confidential talk with htm, and he told me 
of the sources of revenue in the precinct, 
and that he had been in the habit of giv- 
ing Inspector Williams from $50 to $75 
@ month. He told me he usually put the 
money in an envelope, and his ward man 
took the envelope to Police Headquarters 
and gave it to Sergt. Price, who was de- 
tailed in Inspector Williams’s office, I didn’t 
want to be behind in my regard for In- 
spector Williams, so I continued the pay- 
ment of this money, but as I knew In- 
spector Williams ery I didn’t think 
that I needed an intermediary, so I took 
the money myself and gave it to Williams. 
The first payment I made was $50. I said 
nothing to Williams when I handed him 
the money, and he said nothing to me, 

@.—Did you sce Parker about the pay- 
ments for the policy shops? A.—He called 
on me at the station house a day or two 
after I took command, and said that he 
had been paying $20 a month for each of 
his shops in the precinct, and asked me 
if it was all right, and I told him it was, 
and he continued to make the payments 
as long as I was in the precinct. 

q.—Was any person aware of the money 
you gave to Williams? A.—No person but 
Gannon. I dor’t know positively whether 
Gannon knew of it, but I think he did. 
I gave this money to Williams for the 
three months I was in command of that pre- 
cinct. One month I gave him $100, because 
I thought it was due him. I wanted to 
stand well with him. 

Q.—Wky did you give this money to 
Williams? A.—It was in his power to 
send men to raid these places over my 
head, and by the receipt of this money he 
would be induced not to do so. 


Why He Paid the Inspector. 


Q.—Inspector Williams had a force of his 
own for this purpose? A.—He had a Ser- 
geant and a Roundsman in his office, and 
he had the authority also to call in officers 
from other precincts and from the Cen- 
tral Office to do this work if he desired. 
I parted with this money in consideration 
that he would allow me to continue the col- 
lections and not interfere with the policy 
shops. 

Q.—Was there not an understanding that 
the money should be paid in bills, so that 
they could not be traced? A.—That was 
the understanding. 

@.—Did you deposit any of this money in 
bank? A.—I don’t remember now wh ‘ther 
I had a bank account at that time, but I 
think I did. 

Q.—Did you “pay any money to any other 
police official? A.—I did not. 

Q.—For what purpose was the money 
paid by the Bohemian Liquor Dealers’ As- 
sociation? A.—For the privilege of selling 
liquor on Sunday. 

Q.—To allow them to violate the excise 
law? A.—That is so. 

@.—Did you report the existence of the 
policy shops in your precinct? A.—I did 
not. 

@.—Then the reports you made to Police 
Headquarters about the existence of gam- 
bling shops were false? A.—They were. 

Q.—To whom did these reports go? A.— 
To Inspector Williams. 

Q.—Did he have any knowledge of the ex- 
istence of these poder shops? A.—I as- 
sume he had. He could have easily found 
out for himself. It was his duty to do so. 

q.—Did he ever charge you with neglect 
of duty in failing to raid these policy chops? 
A.—He never did. 

Q.—Could policy shops exist in a pre- 
cinct without the knowledge of the Cap- 
tain? A.—They might for a short while. 

Q.—Couldn’t they be suppressed? A.—It 
is a very difficult matter to suppress them, 
but they could be driven from place to 
place, and that would break up their busi- 
hess to a great extent. 

Q.—Did Williams ever talk to you about 
suppressing the policy shops? A.—He did 
not. He knew I was taking money for al- 
lowing them to exist. 

Q.—Were you ever instructed by Inspector 
Williams to enforce the excise law? A.— 
I received general instructions to make ex- 
cise arrests. 

Q.—But as you were taking money from 
liquor dealers you did not regard these in- 
structions as intended to enforce the law? 
A.—I did not. 

Q.—And as long as you paid Williams 
money you regarded yourself safe as far 
as he was concerned? A.—I certainly did. 
I had good reason for the belief. 

Q.—How long were you in command of the 
Twenty-fifth Precinct? A.—From Jan. 7, 
1892, to April 13 of that year. I was sent 
to the Twenty-seventh Precinct in East 
Eighty-eighth Street. I was there from 
April to December. 


$800 in This Precinct. 


Q.—What were the sources of revenue in 
this precinct? A.—There were ten policy 
shops which paid $20 a month each, and 
three poolrooms which paid $200 a month 
each, in all $800 per month. 

Q.—Where were these poolrooms? A.— 
One at Highty-sixth Street and Third Ave- 
nue, one at Highty-fifth Street and Second 
Avenue, and the third at One Hundred and 
Sixth Street and Third Avenue. 

Q.—Who was your collector in that pre- 
cinct? A.—Gannon, whom I had had trans- 
ferred. 

Q.—How did you proceed in this case? 
A.—As before Parker called on me and 
told me the number of places he had in the 

recinct, and where they were situated. 

e pave me a list of them. The proprietors 
of the poolrooms came to see Gannon, and 
made the same arrangements that had been 
made with my predecessor, 

Q.—Who was your predecessor? A.—Capt. 
Carpenter, who is now retired. 

Q.—Any other source of revenue in that 
precinct? A.—No. I didn’t touch the liquor 
dealers. 

Q.—Why? A.—I didn’t want to touch them 
because knew that Capt. Carpenter had 
trouble with them. 

Q.—Isn’t it true that peace had been made: 
with the liquor dealers, and they were told 
that they must not pay any more money 
to the police, but must pay to Tammany 
Hall? A.—I don’t know that of my own 
knowledge, but that was the impression 
in the department. 

.—Didn’t you know that the Nquor deal- 
e re paying money to the police? 
A. i. 


A Deal with Tammany Understood. 


a ane were you not told that they 
had been warned that these paymients must 
stop, and that they must support Tam- 
many Hall, financially, and politically by 
reason of being relieved of this tax? A.— 
I had no positive knowledge, but that was 
the understanding.of the matter. 

Q.—The revenue from the Twenty-fifth 
Precinct was $800 a month. How did you 
dispose of it? A.—I gave 20 per cent. to 
Gannon for paar e. and gave Inspector 
wiles $200 a month, and the rest I kept 
myself. 


$200 for Williams Each Month. 


Q.—How did Williams get this money? 
A.—I delivered it to him personally some- 
times at Police Headquarters and some- 
times he called at the station house for it. 

Q.—What transpired at these interviews? 
A.—I would say: ** Inspector, here’s some- 
thing for you,” and he would take the en- 
velope say: “ All right.”’ 

@ Did he know the poolrooms were run- 
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ning? A.—Of course, he did. They couldn't 
have existed without his knowledge. He 
was the Inspector of the district. It was 
his duty to ascertain whether the Captains 
were enforcing the law in their precincts. 
I was responsible to him directly if I made 
a false report. It was his duty to ascer- 
tain that fact and make charges against 
me. 

Q.—He never made charges against you 
about these poolrooms? A.—He did not. 

Q.—They were running openly? A.—They 
were in the rear room of liquor saloons. 
They were notorious in the precinct. 

Q.—You made quarterly reports to him? 
A.=I did. 

Q*—And all these reports were false? A.— 
They were. 

Q.—Did Inspector Williams take any steps 
to ascertain whether they were true or 
false? A.—-He did not. 

Q.—And you swear that you paid the 
money to Inspector Williams as his share 
of the bribes received by you to allow 
others to violate the law? A.—I do. 

Q.—How long were you in the Twenty- 
seventh Precinct? A.—For nine- months. 

Q.—And during that. time, you paid to 
Inspector Williams $1,800? A,—Yes. 

Q.—Have you any personal knowledge 
that other Captains paid money to the In- 
spectors? A.—No, but it was an undérstood 
thing. 


PAID INSPECTOR McAVOY, TOO. 


Schmittherger Swears He Got Part of 
a Bribery Fund. 


Schmittberger said that he was trans- 
ferred from the Twenty-seventh Precinct 
because of his interference with the liquor 
men. He declared that he carried out Su- 
perintendent Byrnes’s orders to the letter, 
and his activity cost him the place. 


Q.—Who ordered the transfer? A.—I was 
told that I was transferred by order of 
Commissioner Martin on complaint of the 
President of the Liquor Dealers’ Associa- 
tion. Friends of two policemen, who were 
also transferred, asked Commissioner Mar- 
tin why it had been done, He said that 
they were transferred for blackmailing 
liquor dealers. 

Q@.—To where were you transferred? A.— 
To the Fifth Precinct—the Leonard Street 
Station. I was told that Commissioner Mar- 
tin insisted on my transfer. Commissioner 
Sheehan told me. 

.—What collections did you make in the 
Fifth Precinct? A.—Only from two pool- 
rooms. 

Q.—How about the merchants who incum- 
bered sidewalks? A,—I had nothing to do 
with them. I was not there long enough to 
get acquainted. 

Capt. Schmittberger said that the two pool- 
rooms were in Canal Street. He collected 
$200 a month from each. 

Q.—Did you pay any of that money to 
any person? A.—Yes, to Inspector McAvoy. 

@.—Did you ever pay any money to him 
before? A.—No. - 

Q.—How did you know that he would ac- 
cept it? A.—Well, he did not refuse. 

Q.—What was the first time? A,—In Jan- 
uary. 

Q.—Where was it? A.—I think I put the 
money in an envelope, and left it on his 
desk at Headquarters. 

Q.—Was there any address on the envel- 
ope? A.—No; I just laid the envelope on 
the desk. 

Q.—Was he there? A.—Yes; I laid it in 
front of him. ‘ 

Capt. Schmittberger testified that noth- 
ing was said at the time. He paid In- 
spector McAvoy money every month, he 
declared, in all two or three times, The 
money was paid under the same conditions 
that existed in the precinct in which he 
had paid Inspector Williams. The pool- 
rooms could not have existed, he said, with- 
out his knowledge or without the knowl- 
edge of Inspector McAvoy. The money was 
collected by his ward men, McDermott and 
Keough. 


Q.—These poolrooms gave you this money 
through your ward men so that they could 
violate the law? <A.—Yes, 

Q.—Why did you divide that money with 
Inspector McAvoy? A.—So that the pool- 
rooms would not be interfered with. 

Q.—You paid the Inspector certain money, 
then, as a bribe, so that the poolrooms 
could violate the law? A,—Yes, 


The Captain said he was-transferred from 
the Fifth to the Ninth Precinct. He staid 
there one month, and made no collections. 
He wanted to go up town. His ambition 
was satisfied by his transfer at the end of 
the month to the Twenty-second Precinct, 
at the Forty-second Street Station House. 


APPLICANTS RULED BY POLITICS. 


Men Who Pay for Places Make Poor 
Patrolmen, Says Schmittberger. 


When Capt. Schmittberger came into the 
courtroom, he took a seat near the counsel’s 
table, next to the one occupied by Police 
Justice Voorhis. 

The Police Justice and the indicted Police 
Captain shook hands.. Schmittberger ap- 
peared to be unwilling to talk, but Justice 
Voorhis kept looking at him in a curious 
way, as if trying to fathom the workings 
of his mind, 

As soon as Mr. Goff entered he called Capt. 
Schmittberger to the stand. The Captain 
had already been sworn, and Mr. Goff 
started in upon his examination without 
delay. 

“You are called here, Capt. Schmitt- 
berger,”’ said Mr. Goff, ‘‘as a witness: for 
the State of New-York to testify about 
matters connected with the Police Depart- 
ment of the city. In taking the oath do 
you recognize its obligations?" 

“Yes; I do,”. said the Captain in a low 
voice. 

“You know that your oath is binding on 
your conscience, do you?”’ 

ee Yes.” 


“And you have come here to tell the 
truth, the whole truth, and nothing but the 
truth, without a reward or a promise of a 
reward having been made to you?” 

“T have.” 

“Now, the law extends certain privileges 
to you,” went on Mr. Goff. ‘‘ Outside of 
these privileges are you prepared to tell 


everything without hope of any reward?” 

“Tam.” 

Mr. Goff asked Chairman Lexow to state 
to the witness the attitude of the commit- 
tee toward him. Chairman Lexow said: 

“We have proved certain corruptions to 
exist in the Police Department of this city, 
but we are here to prove that a system of 
corruption exists and not that any indi- 
vidual corruption exists. If any witness 
comes here to aid us in the work of dis- 
covering this system, we consider it out ob- 


ligation and duty as Senators and indi- 
vidual citizens to throw about him every 
protection that we can. If you decide to 
tell unreservedly all you know about the 
corruptions which exist; we shall see to it 
that all the immunities shall be thrown 
about you. We believe that an individual 
case of corruption is insignificant compared 
with the whole question involved.”’ 

Capt. Schmittberger said he joined the 
force Jan. 28, 1874, when he was twenty- 
two years old, He was married at that 
time, and had previously been a confec- 
tioner., 

“Did you pay anything for your appoint- 
ment as a patrolman?" asked Mr. Goff. 


“The practice had not been mm 
at that time?” ” ne 
ay No ” 


“The civil service system was not in ex- 
istence then, either, was it?” 
Capt. Schmattb 
apt. Sc ttberger said he was first con- 
nected with the old Twenty-ninth Precinct, 
now called the Tenderloin, where he was a 
potvetnens for three years. He said he had 
ecome well acquainted with the methods of 
the police, and with the wickedness which 
was prevalent in that district. 


Favorites Among Patroimen. 


“Were there any favorites among the 
patrolmen at that time?” asked Mr. Goff. 

‘Oh, yes; there are always favorites.’’ 

“ They got considerations of one kind and 
another?’ 

“ Yes.”’ 

Q.—What were these? A.—Well, being ex-

Q.--Who are’ these assignments made by? 
A.—Usually by the Sergeant, sometimes. by 
the Captain. 

Q.—Are patrolmen ever issatisfied with 
the assignments they receive? A.—They 
are. 

Q.—What effect does this favoritism have 
on the force? A.—It is not conducive to 
good discipline. 

Q.—What are the causes for it? A.—Well,, 
a Sergeant might be more interested in 
one man than another. There are other 
reasons. I don’t know that I could give 
any others, though. 

Q.—We have been told that politics had 
something to do with the making of these 
assignments? A.—It has a great deal to do 
with it. 

Q.—What is the effect of this? A.—It is 
decidedly detrimental. ‘ 

Q.—Under such circumstances, then, the 
Sergeant becomes the mouthpiece of the 
politician, does he? A.—Yes. 

Q.—The politician goes to the Sergeant 
to get him to extend favors to his political 
friends? A.—Yes, that’s the way of it. 

Q.—The Sergeant must realize that the 

olitician has some influence over him if 

e does that? A.—Undoubtedly, 

Q.—With whom? A.—With his superior 
officers. 

Q.—And this might result in his removal 
if he disobeyed the politicians? , A.—Yes. 

Q.—When he applies for promotion, does 
he not rely upon politics to help him? A.— 
Yes, he relies more on his political “‘ pull” 
than on his record as a policeman. 

Q.—We have been informed that the Ser- 
geants have also been influenced by other 
considerations than political ones, such as 
the financial consideration, in making the 
assignments of patrolmen to certain posts, 
or in excusing them from duty? A.—I do 
not know of such a practice. I have never 
known them to give anything more than 
cigars. Such a case niever came under my 
personal consideration; but I have heard 
of such cases. 


Do Not Make Good Policemen. 


Q.—How does the class of men appointed 
on the police force during the last ten 
years, from 1884 to 1894, compare with 
those appointed during the years from 
1874 to 1884? A.—Those who were appointed 
during the previous ten years are better 
patrolmen. 

.Q2.—Why? A.—Well, the men who have 
been appointed during the last ten years 
do not appear to be so strong and able. 
notwithstanding the civil service exam- 
ination. They don’t seem to ‘catch on” 
to their duties. They are better politi- 
cians than policemen. 

Q.—We “have heard that applicants for 
ositions on the police force have to pay 
or their appointments; is that so? A.— 
Yes, it is a matter of common rumor. 

Q.—Would that tend to the deterioration 
of the force? A.—It would. 

Q.—Can you give us any information on 
that subject? A.—I cannot tell you anything 
about payment for appointments on the 
force, but I can about payment for pro- 
motions: 

Q.—We have heard that ‘“ go-betweens ”’ 
got the money paid by policemen? A.— 
Yes, I have heard of that. Their names 
are very well known. 

Q.—Can you give any of their names? 
A.—Charley Grant, Commissioner McClave’s 
secretary. 

Capt. Schmittberger said he had read 
about a’ man named Kelly or O'Kelly, and 
that he had heard of a tailor named Myers, 
near the Metropole Hotel, as a “ go-be- 
tween,’’ but had never known of Alderman 
Parks, except through the newspapers. 

Q.—So far as the discipline of the force 
is considered, what is your experience 
with men who have paid for their appoint- 
ments as to their reliabilty and good serv- 
ice? A.—They make poor policemen. They 
feel as if when they had paid for. their 
appointment they had certain rights which 
the others didn’t have. 

@.—Are they more disposed'to do clubbing 
than the older men? A.—Yes. They have 
more independence, and don’t seem to care. 
They don’t obey orders as well as the 
older men. 

Q.—Suppose these men break the laws and 
are brought to trial, what is their attitude? 
A.—They feel that they have a right to 
protection because they have paid _ for 
their appointment. ‘They depend more on 
their political ‘‘ pull’ than on their defense. 


WHY HE JOINED THE PEQUOD. 


Suggested, with Sheehan President, It 
Might Be of Benefit. 


While waiting for the committee to reas- 
semble, after a recess, Capt. Schmittber- 
ger sat at the counsel's table, in consulta- 
tion with his lawyer, William F. Howe. 
Father Ducey came in and took a seat at 
the table beside the Captain, and engaged 
in an animated conversation with him. 

The Captain showed distinctly the strain 
under which he was laboring. His face 
was flushed, and there were dark rings 
under his eyes. When called to the wit- 
ness stand, he obeyed with alacrity, and 
settled down for a long siege. 

Mr. Goff resumed the examination by ask- 
ing the Captain about his efforts to enforce 


discipline among the patrolmen of his 
command, 


Q.—Can you give us any instances where 
patrolmen under you have violated the 
rules of the department and defied your 
attempts at enforcing them? A.—I cannot 
recall any such cases in my experience. 

Q.—Were there not men in your command 
who expressed a confidence in the ‘ pulj”” 
they had to get an acquittal of the charges 
against them? A.—I don’t know that of 
my personal knowledge. It was never 
said to me, but I have heard talk of it in 
the department. ; 

Q.—You have attended a great many trials 
at Police Headquarters, and haven't you 
heard of patrolmen defying their superior 
officers? A.—Yes, to a certain extent that 
is true. 

Q.—Does this insubordination come from 
political influence? A.—Yes, most of these 
officers belong to political organizaticns 
and clubs, 

Q.—Now, take the Pequod Club, for in- 
stance. Do you know many lice officers 
who belong to that club? .—There are 
many police officers in the club. I was in- 
duced to join the club by suggestions from 
various sources. It was sujgested that it 
might benefit me to belong to the club, as 
Police Commissioner Shee! n was its Pres- 
ident. This was without zard to my po- 
litical affiliations. I was @uly in the club- 
house three or four times. I joined simply 
because I thought it would benefit me. It 
was the Tammany Hall club of the Thir- 
teenth District, and was in sympathy with 
that party to a certain extent. Capts. 
Devery, Price, and Schultz were members 
of the club, and there were also quite a 
number of Sergeants and patrolmen who 
belonged to it. 


Did Not Look After Protection. 


Q.—Did you ever hear of the patrolmen 
in that district being paid their salaries in 
advance, so that they could enjoy the out- 
ings of the Pequod Club? A.—I never heard 
of it. I attended but one of these outings. 
I bought four or five tickets at $5 a ticket. 
I have heard of tickets for these outings be- 
ing sold to liquor dealers by policemen, 
There was a liquor dealer in the Twentieth 
Precinct complained to me that a police- 
man tried to force him to buy tickets from 
him, notwithstanding that the liquor dealer 
was himself a member of the club, and had 
already purchased tickets. 

Q.—Under what Captains were you a pa- 
trolman in the Nineteenth Precinct? — 
Under the elder McCullagh, Steers, Will- 
jams, Berghold, and Williams again. I was 
made a ward detective by Capt. Steers, and 
served in the same capacity under Capt. 
Williams. 

Q.—What conversation did you have with 
Capt. Steers when he detailed you as ward 
detective? A.—Not any conversation at all. 

Q.—When you were detailed there, was 
there not an understanding that certain 
houses were “ protected”’ by the payment 
of money? A.—I had nothing to do with 
that. There was a ward man named Dun- 
lap who attended to that business. Dun- 
lap is now dead. His place was taken by 
James K. Price, now Captain of the Twen- 
tieth Precinct. He was selected for the 
place by Capt. Williams. 

Q.—Wasn't it the practice of the Captains 
to select their ward men? A.—It was. 
never knew of my knowledge that ward men 
were* kept in any precinct against the 
wishes of the. Captain, although I have 


heard of such cases, where the Captain’ 


wanted other men and couldn’t get them. 

Q.—Going back to the Pequod Club, wasn’t 
it brought to your knowledge that liquor 
stores were compelled to buy the mineral 
waters manufactured by Louis Munzinger, 
the cretary of the Pequod Club? A,—I 
have ‘been told so. Nearly all the liquor 
stores in the district kept his goods. I have 
no knowledge of liquor store keepers being 
oppressed by the police because they re- 
fused to patronize Munzinger, but I have 
heard so. Munzinger came to me and asked? 
me tO interest myself in getting liquor 
dealers to patronize him... 


WITH WILLIAMS AS CAPTAIN. 


He Got the Revenue from Evil Re- 
_ sorts, Says Sclimittberger. 


After finishing examining the witness on 
the Pequod Club, Mr. Goff asked Capt. 
Schmittberger about thé ‘‘ Tenderloin ”’ Pre- 
cinct under Capt. Williams. He inquired: 

“When Williams was in charge of the 
distriet and Price was his ward man a great 
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many disorderly houses and evil resorts 
flourished there? ”’ 

“They did.’’ 

Q.—Why did they flourish? A.—Because 
they were protected by the police and paid 
for protection. There were the Haymarket, 
Tom Gould’s San Souci, the Star and Gar- 
ter, the Newport, the Cremorne, the Arion, 
and St. Lawrence Hall. 

Q.—The last named was changed to a 
church? A.—First a theatre, then a church. 

“It is a curious fact,’’ said Mr. Goff, 
‘*that in that church 1 was publicly prayed 
for, and I suppose I needed it at the time. 
I happened to be the attorney for the mort- 
gagee, and the good man who was at the 
head of the church said that notwithstand- 
ing all my sins of omission and commission 
I was not past praying for.’’ 

Q.—All these places flourished, and there 
was no pretense of enforcing the law in 
them? A.—They were open all the time. 
The ‘‘ dives’’ were the resort of the crim- 
inals from al) parts of the country. That 
portion of the city was the criminal centre 
of the country. ‘‘Shang’”’ Draper was run- 
ning a place where “ sepnay ” Irving 
was killed. ‘‘ Billy’’ Porter also kept a 
place and “Jim” Irving’s Empire was 
running full blast, and all were protected by 
the police. 


Money Went to Williams, He Says. 


Q.—Who is the man to whom the money 
went directly for this protection? A.— 
Capt. Williams. 

Q.—Can you recall any case where the 
officers on patrol interfered with thése 
places and were reprimanded? A.—I can- 
not. The officers on post did not interfere 
with these places because they were in- 
structed not to, The men on post at these 
places were selected by the ward man, and 
were instructed by him what to do. The 
patrolman takes it for granted that the in- 
structions come from the Captain, and nat- 
urally he would close his eyes to the viola- 
tions of law in these places under protec- 
tion. If he interfered, his post would be 
changed or he might be sent to some other 
precinct. 

Q.—Were not these men instructed to co- 
operate with the keepers of these “ dives” 
in suppressing news of knowledge of out- 
rages committed in them? A.—The officers 
on post would know what,to do if any- 
thing of that kind occurred in a protected 
place. They would not interfere if they 
knew that the place was under protection. 

Q.—Do you remember the murder of a 
ward man in that precinct? A,—I do not. 

Q.—Don’t you know about the case of a 

oliceman named Coleman? A.—I have 
1eard about that. I was in the ‘precinct at 
the tame. Capt. O’Conngr was the com- 
mander of the precinct. ‘there was a good 
deal of mystery about it. I heard that he 
was killed in front of a disorderly house on 
Seventh Avenue, but I think that was on 
the Twentieth Precinct side of the avenue, 

“There has been no inquest in that case,” 
said Mr. Goff, ‘‘ and there was no investiga- 
tion of the man’s death, and no one was 
arrested on account of it.’’ 

His Death Not Investigated. 

Q.—Were you asked to exact any money 
for protection while in the precinct? A.—I 
was not. No money was ever paid to me. 

Q.—When were you made a Roundsman? 
A.—On March 2, 1880. 

Q.—Who made you Roundsman? A.—Com- 
missioner Wheeler. 

Q.—How much money did you pay for the 
place? A.—Not one cent. I was made 
Roundsman for finding Commissioner 
Wheeler’s dog. [Laughter.] The Commis- 
sioner was very friendly to me. He lived 
at the Gilsey House at the time, and often 
came to the station house. I never did 
regular Roundsman’s duty, but remained 
a detective with the rank of Roundsman, 

Q.—Do you know that an arrangement 
was made with the thieves by which they 
were allowed to frequent the resorts in that 
precinct? A.—I had no knowledge of it. Of 
course, some of these thieves were used as 
‘stool pigeons’ to get information against 
other thieves. : 

Q.—Have you knowledge of the relations 
cf Roundsmen to the patrolmen under them? 
A.—The Roundsmen all have their favorites. 
I never heard of patrolmen paying money 
to Roundsmen for immunity from com- 
plaints. It is possible that such a state of 
things existed, but I never heard of it. 


Driven from the Station House. 


Q.—Do you remember the residents pro- 
testing against the houses in a certain 
street? A.—There was an association of 
business men and residents of West Twen- 
ty-seventh Street formed to have the no- 
torious houses on that street closed. A man 
named O’Malley was at the head of it. He 
eame to the station house, and there was a 
great row between him and Capt. Williams. 
O'Malley was driven out of the station 
house. That’s all the satisfaction he got. 
I remember a notorious house kept by 
Aimé Plattel, but I can’t recall that it was 
called the Captain’s house. There was an 
art gallery there, and people were brought 
from all parts of the country to see the 
pictures. I have no recollection of Capt. 
Williams taking guests there. This house 
was one of those under protection. 

Q.—When were you promoted to Sergeant? 
A.—On March 6, 1885. 

Q.—How much did you pay for your Ser- 
geantcy? A.—Not one cent. I was promoted 
on my record. Commissioners French and 
Matthews were instrumental in my promo- 
tion, but the promotion was credited to the 
full board. 


FORGED COMMITTEE SUBPOENAS, 


Mr. Goff’s Statement as to Looking 
into Citizens’ Private Affairs. 


In opening the session of the committee 
yesterday, Adolph Reinert, living at 443 
West Thirteenth Street, was called to tell 
that on the night before he had been 
served with a subpoena purporting to be 
signed by John W. Goff, summoning him to 
appear befere the Senators to testify in 
the case of the people against John Town- 
send, the policeman. 

Reinert said he knew Townsend, but knew 
of né reason why anybody should try to 
play a practical joke upon him, The sub- 
poena was not made out on the form used 
by the Lexow committee, put was similar 
to those used in the courts of this city. 

Mr. Goff said that he had called this 
witness because it was an illustration of 
many smilar cases. He said the counsel 
and members of the committee had re- 
ceived many letters asking them to call 
as witnesses certain people and to ask 
of them certain questions. When these wit- 
nesses had not been called, the counsel 
had been accused of being bought up by 
the persons who were suggested as wit- 
nesses. 

Mr. Goff said that it seemed to be the 
impression with a great many people that 
the committee could be used for purposes 
of private vengeance, and he wished it 
distinctly understood that the functions of 
the committee were not to smirch any 
man’s private character. The line had abso- 
lutely been drawn between a_ witness’s 
public and private character, and no ques- 
tion had been asked of a witness concern- 
ing his private life, although the coun- 
sel had been sorely tempted at times to 
do so. 

Edward Shalvey, a policeman who had 
been a ward man, but was reduced to the 
ranks under the recent order abolishing 
ward men, was asked a number of questions 
about the property he owned. He said he 
had three lots in Westchester County, the 
leasehold of 192 Monroe Street, which runs 
for twenty-one years, and for which he 
paid $4,000, and accounts in the Bowery, 
Citizens,’ Emigrants’, and Dry. Dock Banks, 
He testified that he had been the detective 
in the Twelfth Precinct and a partner of 
Hussey. He had been ward man for 
eighteen or twenty years. He was told to 
bring his bank books and deeds at the next 
Session. 

Mrs. Julia Holland, wife of Charles H. 
Holland, a merchant tailor at 1,931 Am- 
sterdam Avenue, and a relative of ex-In- 
spector Steers, said that the only prop- 
erty her husband owned was a half in- 
terest in some lots on Amsterdam Avenue, 
between One Hundred and Fifty-third and 
One Hundred and Fifty-fourth Streets. 

Mr. Holland gave the same testimony. He 
said that he had been in business for 
fifteen years on his own account, and dur- 
ing. that time had bought and sold a cot- 
tage worth $6,000, a flat building worth 
$20,500, pret lots on Forty-second Street, 
and four lots on One Hundred and Forty- 
sixth Street. He said that A. M. Bradley, 
who was connected with Bloomingdale 
Asylum, was in partnership with him in 
some of these transactions, and that Ogden 
K. Tinnebery had furnished the money for 
the purchase of the lots on Forty-second 
Street. ay 

Mr. Moss said he would clinch the testi- 
meny against Policeman Gill im regard to 
the recent arrest of Miss Rosenthal. He 
ealled Howard McDona!ld to the stand. 
MeDonald said he lived at 1,455 Avenue <A, 
but worked on One Hundred and Twenty- 
fifth Street. He declared that he knew

SENATOR O’CONNOR MAKES DENIAL 


Says the Committee Fully Indorses 


Lawyer Goff’s Course. 


A great deal of interest was displayed be- 
fore the committee’s proceedings began as 
to what course the members and the coun- 
sel would take in regard to statements pub- 
lished that Senator O’Connor had expressed 
dissatisfaction with the conduct, of the in- 
vestigation by Mr. Goff, and that the ses- 
sions were likely to be concluded yesterday. 

It was claimed in an alleged interview 
that Senator O’Connor had said that the 
committee did not propose to “go higher 
up,’”’ and that the investigation had resulted 
in all that was expected or desired, 

Mr. Jerome of the associate counsel was 
the first to put the stamp of disapproval 
upon this interview by declaring that Su- 
perintendent Brynes would be called to the 
witness chair, and that he Would be ques- 
tioned with the same freedom as other 
witnesses have who have appeared before 
the committee. ; 

Mr. Goff would not express any opinion 
as to the probability of the calling of any 
witness. He has made it an invariable rule 
not to give any information as to the future 
proceedings of the committee. 

Police Justice Voorhis arrived early, and 
as soon as he could gain the attention of 
Senator Lexow he put in another appeal for 
permission to go on the stand and vindi- 
cate himself. e was overheard to say to 
Chairman Lexow that he wanted to have 
the investigation of himself ‘‘ wide open 
and thorough.’ He had nothing to conceal, 
he said. It is understood that Police Justice 
Voorhis has sent his bank books and other 
private papers to the counsel of the com- 
mittee for examination. 

As soon as the committee was called to 
order, Senator O’Connor denied the alleged 
interview with him. 


He Commends Mr. Goff, 


““Thadatalk with a reporter of the news- 
paper,”’ he said, ‘‘in the Hotel Metropole. 
A part of what I said is contained in the 
interview; the rest of it was made up by 
the reporter—that part of the interview 
which I said does not represent me at all. 
I have no hesitation in saying that every 
member of the committee feels that what 
has been done by the counsel has our 
earnest indorsement. Whatever has been 
done has been done with our approval. 


When we came down here we felt that cor- 
ruption and bad government existed, and we 
were pledged to get at the bottom of it. 
We feel that the committee has been suc- 
cessful. 

“We have ::0 apologies to make for what 
has been called the ‘bulldozing of wit- 
nesses,’ but we commend Mr. Goff for the 
course he has taken in the examination of 
witnesses. We know that many of the 
things which have been done here would 
not be permitted in a court of law, but we 
have found a new way of examining wit- 
nesses, and it was the only way in which 
to get at the truth. We endeavored to 
show up the whole system from the centre 
to the circumference.”’ 

“The same article seems to throw the 
responsibility for what has been done and 
what will be done on Mr. Goff,”’ said Chair- 
man Lexow. “I think this is not right. 
The committee stands by Mr. Goff in every- 
thing that he has done and in everything 
that will be done, and is willing to share 
with the counsel whatever responsibility 
there may be.”’ 

‘“*T can say further, said Mr. Goff, “‘ that 
when I was made the counsel for this com- 
mittee I told you that I should not put on 
white gloves in handling witnesses. I 
think it was Senator Pound who said to me 
that I could stick a knife in and turn it 
around. In all cases that were deserving 
of kind treatment I believe that the counsel 
has not been lacking in it, but, on the other 
hand, where witnesses have manifestly 
been lying, the counsel has asked pointed 
questions, and will continue under the same 
circumstances to act in the same manner.”’ 

“The committee will also continue,’’ put 
in Chairman Lexow, ‘‘to have confidence 
in you, Mr. Goff.’’ 

“Thank you,” said Mr. Goff. 


Williams Has Nothing to Say. 


Inspector Alexander §. Williams was 
visited at his house, 109 East Tenth Street, 
last night to a reporter for The New-York 
Times and asked if he had any statement 
to make regarding Capt, Schmittberger’s 
charges before the Lexow committee. 

The Inspector, who was not in a very 
jovial mood, replied: . 

“No, I have not anything to say. I have 
not seen the testimony. I do not want tq 
talk about it anyhow.” 

Commissioner Martin, who had been -im- 


plicated by the testimony of Schmittberger, 
could not be found last night. 

For the first time in a long period Capt. 
Price was not present when his men an- 
swered roll call at midnight at the West 
Thirty-seventh Street Station. 

An effort was made to see Inspector Mc- 
Avoy at his residence, as well as at places 
where he is usvally to be found at night, 
but without success. 


Should Call Martin First, He Says. 


Charles Stewart Smith, who was among 
the first to agitate an investigation of the 
Police Department, said yesterday: 

“TIT think Mr. Martin should be called on 
the stand before Superintendent Byrnes, as 
he is President of the board: He could give 
his information, and then they [the com- 
mittee] should be governed in their exam- 
ination of the Superintendent by what Mr. 
Martin says and by what Mr. Sheehan has 
already said, That is my impression. 

“TI will say further that I think it is 
quite probable that Superintendent Byrnes 
would give the public the benefit of any 
explanation which he has in regard to his 
Detective Bureau, and I have no doubt that 
Mr. Byrnes would be very giad to. throw 
any light that he can upon the whole sub- 
ject of the reorganization of the police 
force, its present state, and the remedy for 
the corruption that exists. I don’t think 
Mr. Byrnes will dodge any responsibility 
which is encumbered upon him.” 


To Sit Again Next Week. 


At the conclusion of Schmittberger’s tes- 
timony last evening, Chairman Lexow said 
that he thought it was hardly necessary to 
make any further investigation into the 
corruption which had been proved to exist. 


Pvidence enough had already been adduced 
upon which to base remedial legislation. 
He suggested that it would be necessary 
for the committee to formulate its report. 
This would take a good many days. 

Mr. Goff said that it would be necessary 
to go on with the examination of some wit- 
nesses, and adjournment was taken until 
Wednesday morning at 10:30, 


May Consider Police Next Month. 


The matter of further police. indictments, 
it was stated, will be considered by a spe- 
cial Grand Jury to be chosen in January. 
When the present jury reported yesterday 


in Part I. Judge Martine said he was sorry 
he could not give the members a holiday to 
the end of the month.

Mr. Warner even 
harks back to the dance of the -variety 
hall “artist,” called Carmencita, in John 
Sargent’s studio, which was supposed to 
have set “ society ” agog, and to have given 
it a new kine of thrill, some years ago. 
Mr. Matthews had already celebrated this 
event in a story. 

The body of fiction which Mr. Warner 
has thus enriched derives a large measure 
of dignity, quite apart from its merit, which 
is not to be lightly dismissed, from its uni- 
formity of tone and thought and the like- 
ness of its scenes and characters. This'is 
Mot the result of collaboration, or, in any 
case, so far as we may judge, of deliberate 
imitation. And each New-York novel of the 
authors named may, therefore, be taken 
as corroborative proof of the essential truth 
to the subject of all the others. Therefore, 
We have already at hand a body of ficti- 
tious literature that wili beof priceless value 
to the future historian for the pictures it 
provides of social customs, and the idea 
it gives of social spirit and commercial 
Ways, in the metropolis of this Republic in 
the last years of the nineteenth century. 

The value of ‘‘ The Golden House,” as a 
“document”? thus having been disposed 
of, it remains only to briefly consider it as 
a work of literary art. As. such it is more 
than respectable. Mr. Warner is an able 
writer, with a command of wit, and the 
power of graphic description. His plot 
is slight, but serviceable, .and his _ per- 
fonages are many and of varied traits. 
His scene encompasses all of New-York 
that comes under the eye of fashionable 
folks, and some of it that is not often men- 
tioned at dinner tables. We refer, of course, 
to the crowded tenement districts of the 
east side, a portion of this town which one 
Small set of writers for the periodicals is 
constantly holding up as its most pictur- 
esque part, and that most neglected in 
fiction, while another set is diligently at 
work all the time translating all its grimy 
facts and all its odors into an endless ‘sup- 
ply of reading matter for the polite. 

Mr. Warner treats of the misery of the 
New-York poor with gentle sympathy and 
no trace of mock sentimentality. Of the 
poetic charm of his episodic romance among 
the helpers of the poor, in which an ascetic 
Anglican priest and a female physician are 
involved, we cannot speak too highly, 
though we should not care to commit our- 
selves to an opinion of its truth to nature, 
because of a lack of familiarity with the 
sentimental qualities of ascetic Anglicans 
and ladies who practice medicine. 

But the main drift of the story is all 
in familiar channels, and no one can doubt 
its truth. The ‘‘swell’’ husband, who is 
forced to battle along with a cold and heart- 

‘less world on a beggarly yearly income of 
, $20,000; the sweet, patient, charitable wife 
whom he neglects; the questionable wife 
of the great financier, who uses this couple 
to get into “ society,’’ and in return opens 
@ way to profitable speculation for the 
*“ swell,’’ which leaves him penniless in the 
dénouement; the financier, himself, who 
is a wonderfully impressive figure, and 
mo more to be understood than financiers 
usually are; the beautiful, discontented 
spinster, and all the other personages at the 
afternoon teas and evening ‘“ functions,” 
that Mr. Warner describes, are interesting 
and recognizable. 

Mr. Smedley’s pictures add much to the 
interest of the story. They are charming 
pictures and apt illustrations, and each pro- 
vides an excellent object lesson in deport- 
ment for people about to go into New-York 
* society.” 


DR. GOULD’S MEDICAL DICTIONARY 


AN ILLUSTRATED DICTIONARY OF MEDI- 
CINE, BIOLOGY, AND ALLIED SCIENCES, 
By George M. Gould, A. M., M. D. Based 
upon Recent Scientific Literature. 4to. Phila- 
delphia: F. Blakiston, Son & Co. 


Dr. Gould’s former contributions to med- 
feal literature long since gave him rank 
among the foremost medical instructors. 
His dictionaries have been widely dis- 
tributed and widely liked. It scarcely need 
be said that a new and larger dictionary 
from his hands vas certain of warm and 
extended welcome. 

How great is the advance he has made 
over former dictionaries will be indicated 
from a mere account of the dimensions of 
the present work. It is a quarto of nearly the 
size of Lippincott’s Gazetteer. The pages 
number 1,613, and they are closely printed, 
double columns to the page. The book is 
bound in black half morocco, and has a 
strong and elastic back. It opens with 
facility, and lies open without seeming to 
be in pain. A large book more easy of 
handling we seldom see. ; 

Dr. Gould explains that his purpose has 
been ‘‘ to give the greatest possible amount 
of lexicographic and encyclopedic knowledge 
within the limits of a single volume, con- 
densed so much as is consistent with clear- 
ness.”’ In the furtherance of this purpose 
he has given “many thousands of new 
words and terms that have been introduced 
into medicine during the last few years, 
marked as they have been by unparalleled 
scientific activity and progress.’’ This has 
involved the examination of ‘‘an almost 
countless number of volumes and period- 
icals’’ by not only himself, but a “ tireless 
corps of friends and assistants.’’ Hence the 
work, instead of being an “ inexcusable 
compilation and copying from the many 
word-books already published,’ becomes 
**a fresh gathering from the living literature 
of the day.” 

Dr. Gould has aimed not only to embrace 
medicine, but also biology and such allied 
sciences as bacteriology, microscopy, bot- 
any, zoology, dentistry, electricity, and vet- 
erinary medicine... Scientific practitioners 
having now recognized that general bio- 
logical science is ‘“‘the foundation of gen- 
uine and progressive medical science,” 
and sinc the best schools now recognize 
and frequently make obligatory a prelimi- 
mary biological course of study, Dr. Gould 
decided to include all the more commonly 
used terms of biology. Here will be found 
one of the special merits of the book, ele- 
vating it to a place apart as a medical pub- 
lication. 

The work not only defines words, but 
gives their pronunciation and derivation, 
with their logical relation and importance. 
Illustrations are given, but not in cumber- 
some number. They occur in cases only 
where they can make clear what words 
could not. In many instances new engrav- 
ings from original drawings are supplied. 


MAXIMS FROM MODERN FRENCH. 

#RENCH FOLLY IN MAXIMS. Translated and 
edited by Henri Pene du Bois. 3 vols., 24mo. 
New-York: Brentano’s. $2.25 for the set. 


One might describe these charming little 
volumes as quivers full of arrows, or belts 
crammed with cartridges, or three hives, 
in which buzz the bees, and an occasional 
hornet. You may take the contents as you 
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you may get a sting and allay the pain by 
a taste of the honey. Mr. Du Bois’s irtro- 
ductions are in his happiest manner. You 
must not always look for the sincerity of 
the individual ‘n the brilliant phrase he 
fashions. The skillful jeweler has a fair 
stone, not the very choicest, but the trinket 
he makes is beyond price, because of the 
setting of it. It is the prentice hand who, 
taking a superb gem, lessens not its value, 
but its acceptance, through want of knowl- 
edge of his calling. 

In the first volume, devoted to the maxims 
of philosophy, there are displays of fire- 
works. A savage—that is, an Anglo Saxon— 
throws some kind of a dull light across a 
murky sky by means of a lantern. Your 
Frenchman shoots skyrockets, and there 
is a blaze of light with scintillations. May- 
be it is all in the language, the vivacity, 
the snap of it—its flexibility, elasticity, 
Which gives the French phrase the pro- 
pelling power. 

There is no choice in the three volumes, 
but that on art is surprisingly good. There 
is a saying of Victor Hugo’s which is quite 
as applicable to literature as it is to art. 
“There are people who criticise the Him- 
alaya Mountains, stone” by stone.” Much 
English literary criticism is of this char- 
acter—overattention to details, with entire 
absence of thought in relation to the mass; 
criticism for the sake of criticism, with 
forgetfulness of the object to be criticised. 
What a perfect truth is that of Pailleron’s, 
who says: ‘‘ Beware of an artist who talks 
too well of his art. He wastes his art in 
talk.”” Another is, ‘‘ Have success and there 
shall always be fools to say that you have 
talent.”’ 

Citations innumerable could be made from 
these volumes. Your brain can be made 
dizzy by the whirl the reading imparts. 
Here are pins, needles, flowers, ribbons, col- 


‘ors, and decorations, such as anybody may 


want to use. We see an arsenal of small 
arms of precision. When you want such 
you can go to Mr. Du Bois for fresh equip- 
ment. For a big, thundrous discharge, say 
the bomb, you may go to the Sam Johnson 
foundry. ‘ 

What the compiler is to be thanked for is 
his research, the numerous illustrations he 
has found, and, above all, for the ease, the 
alertness, the cleverness of the Englishing 
of these difficult French maxims. They 
have, as Mr. Du Bois collects them, a kind 
of spontaneity about them. They take kindly 
to. their new habiliments.

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|THE NEW CURRENCY BILL 


— 


Read in the House and Sent to 
the Government Printer. 


IT IS OFFERED AS A SUBSTITUTE 


Mr. Springer Confident that the 
New Measure Will Meet Ob- 
jections Made to the 
Pending Bill. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 21.—The friends of 
the Carlisle Currency bill expressed more 
confidence to-day of the passage of the bill 
than they had entertained in preceding days. 
Their increase of hope was trace®ble in 
large measure to the changes they expected 
would be made in the bill at the suggestion 


of Mr. Carlisle. These changes appear in 
the su*»stitute bill introduced this afternoon, 
and they are believed by Mr. Springer to 
meet the most important criticisms made 
against the original measure. 

It is yet too early to know what the effect 
of the changes, will be in the House. If the 
Democrats can be mustered for it, the Re- 
publican opposition will not avail to defeat 
it. The menace to the measure hitherto 
his been in the division of the Democratic 
side. If the House does not soon dispose 
of the bill in one way or another, the 
Senate will kill it, for the Republicans have 
only to say, in the feeble attitude of the 
Senate majority toward the rules, that a 
thing shall not be done, and it may not be 
done. The minority rules the Senate. 

The discussion in the House to-day chiefly 
bore upon the old bill, for the new bill was 
not introduced till late in the afternoon. 

Mr. Russell (Rep., Conn.,) opposed the bill. 
It was intended to kill the national system 
of banking and currency. It was distinctly 
and emphatically a Democratic measure. 
No such plan had been proposed or sug- 
gested until after the late election, and it 
was drawn to favor that section of the 
country in which, until that time, it had 
been supposed the Democratic Party was 
impregnable and forever intrenched. Com- 
pared with the haste with which this bill 
had been and was being rushed through the 
House, Mr. Russell said, the Wilson bill, in 
its inception, consideration, and passage, 
was unpartisan. ¢ 

Mr. Sickles (Dem., N. Y.,) was the next 
speaker. The burden of his speech was @ 
plea to his party to place the currency of 
the country on a stable footing. The sub- 
stance of his speech he gave when he said: 

“T rise mainly to express the hope that 
the Democratic Party, now in control of the 
Government, will signalize its pjossession of 
power by the adoption of a permanent and 
solid measure of currency reform which 
shall place the finances of this country sub- 
stantially on the basis where they rested 
before the war. I.think the Republican 
Party owed this duty to the people, but they 
have not performed it, and they have left 
to the Democratic Party the opportunity 
and the honor of rendering this great public 
service.”’ 

The General said he had no criticism to 
make upon the financial policy of the Re- 
publican Party in the war times, but when 
the war was over it should have returned 
to the policy that prevailed in the days of 
Jackson and Van Buren, when the Govern- 
ment was divorced from the banking sys- 
tem of the country. The General intimated 
that he was not satisfied fully with the 
bill before the House, but expected that in 
the end a bill would be perfected which he 
could approve and vote for. 

In the midst of Gen. Sickles’s remarks an 
interruption occurred leading to a colloquy 


between Mr. Walker (Rep., Mass.,) and Mr. 
Warner (Dem., N. Y.,) respecting the cause 
of the stopping of the retirement of green- 
backs, the latter asserting that it was due 
to the Sherman proviso of the act:of 1878. 

Mr. Walker, (ironically)—Well, if there 
was ever a financial evil from which this 
country suffered that was not chargable to 
John Sherman I never heard of it. 

Mr. Warner—Nor I. either. [Laughter.] 

Mr. Sickles said that without knowing 
very much of John Sherman’s financial 
record, he believed that if he could get a 
chance to do it he would vote to retire the 
greenbacks. 

Mr. Walker—If the gentleman will give us 
one-third of the votes on his side of the 
House we will secure it. 

Later the question of partisanship toward 
the measure was raised, and Mr. Sickles 
said that if the House would take hold of 
the propositions, not as partisans, but as 
Americans, it would be peeasd, and the 
evils of the present would be triumphed 
over. He spoke for himself only, he said, 
and he dealt with all such questions as an 
American and not as a partisan. 

The retirement of all paper notes of 
smaller denominations than $10 was a feat- 
ure that met Mr. Sickels’s approval. 

“The only use I know for them,” he said, 
‘“‘ig to remit subscriptions to the papers. 
Every subscrib keeps a supply of them 
on hand with which to send his subscrip- 
tion money to the editors.’”’ [(Laughter.] 

Mr. McLauren (Dem., S. C.,) followed with 
a speech advocating free coinage of silver 
as the demand of the hour and duty of 
Congress. 

Mr. Rawlins, .(Dem., Utah.,) the last 
speaker of the afternoon, also made a plea 
for the free coinage of silver. That, he 
said, would settle the financial troubles of 
the country. : 

When Mr. Rawlins was done talking, Mr, 
Springer presented his substitute bill. He 
explained the important changes that had 
been made and their-effect, in substance, as 
follows: 

‘“ First—Permitting the deposit of currency 
certificates issued under Section 5,193 of the 
Revised Statutes to secure circulation as 
well as the deposit of legal-tender notes 
and Treasury notes. These certificates rep- 
resent legal-tender notes actually held in 
the Treasury, and the effect of depositing 
certificates is, therefore, the same precisely 
as to require the deposit of notes. 

** Second—So amending the present law as 
to permit State banks to deposit legal-tender 
notes and procure currency certificates in 
the same manner that national banks are 
now permitted to do so. 

PS Third--Dispensing with the _ provision 
which authorizes an assessment upon the 
national banks to replenish the safety fund 
for the redemption of the notes of failed 
banks, and in place of this provision insert- 
ing one providing that the collection of the 
one-fourth of 1 per cent. tax for each half 
year shall be resumed when the safety fund 
is impaired and continued until the safety 
fund is restored. 

“ Fourth—Authorizing the Controllerof the 
Currency, instead of the banks themselves 
to designate the agencies at which national 
bank notes shall be redeemed. The effect 
of this will be to secure the redemption, not 
only at the office of the bank, but at the 
other places accessible to noteholders. 

“Fifth—Dispensing with theprovision cormn- 
pelling existing national banks to withdraw 
their bonds now on deposit and take out 
circulation under the new system, and in 
lieu of that provision inserting one permit- 
ting the banks to withdraw their bonds, if 
they see proper to do so, or depositing law- 
ful money, as now provided by law, and 
then to take out circulation under the new 
system if they choose to do so. 

“ Sixth—Providing that the notes of failed 
national banks whieh are not redeemed on 
demand at the office of the Treasurer of the 
United States, or an Assistant Treasurer of 
the United States, shall bear interest at the 
rate of 6 per cent. per annum from the date 
of the suspension of the bank until thirty 
days after public notice has been given that 
funds are on for their redemption. 
This imposes no obligation upon the part 
of the United States to use its own funds 
for the redemption, as the safety fund is 
in the hands of the Treasurer, and he will 
redeem notes out of that fund. 

“It is not necessary to repeal the repealing 
clause in Section 7 as reconstructed, because 
Section 1, as proposed to be amended, re- 
peals all bond requirements as to banks 
taking out circulation under the proposed 
bill; nor is it necessary, in Section 7, to 
set out how the notes of existing banks 
shall be redeemed when lawful money has 
been deposited, because the present law 
provides for all that. 

“In regard to the provision making the 
notes of failed banks bear interest, it is 
absolutely necessary to require their presen- 
tation at some place before they b to 
bear interest, otherwise it is impossible to 
frame a clause which would not make all 
of its notes bear interest from the date 
of suspension, even though there might be 
funds on hand to pay them. There are 
ten Sub-Treasuries in the United States, 
and there will be no difficulty in presenting 
the notes if the holder of them has any 
doubt about their immediate redemption, 
and thus make them bear interest.” 

To wakeuite consideration of the bill, 
Mr. r ep., Mass.,) suggested that 
submitted at once for the 
. th agreed to. 
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It was agreed, however, that it should_be 
rinted in bill form and published in The 
ecord. 

Unanimous consent was also given for 
members to print remarks on the Currency 
bill in The Record at any time during the 
session. 


THE SUBSTITUTE MEASURE: 


Text of the Currency Bill Which the 
House Must Consider Now. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 21.—The following 
is the proposed substitute for the pending 
Banking and Currency bill: 


Be it enacted by the Sénate and House of 
Representatives of the United States of 
America, in Congress assembled, that so 
much of all acts and parts of acts as re- 
quire or authorize the deposit of United 
States bonds to secure circulating notes is- 
sued by national banking associations, or 
as require such associations to deposit or 
keep on deposit United States bonds for 
any purpose except as security for public 
money, be, and the same are, hereby re- 

ealed as to associations taking out g@rcu- 
ation under this act, and such notes shall 
not contain the statement that they are 
so secured. 

Sec. 2.—That any national banking asso- 
ciation organized as now provided by law, 
and any national banking association here- 
after organized, may take out circulating 
notes to an amount not exceeding 75 per 
centum of its paid-up and unimpaired cap- 
ital upon depositing with the Treasurer of 
the United States currency certificates is- 
sued ‘under Section 5,193 of the Revised 
Statutes of the United States, or United 
States legal-tender notes, including Treasury 
notes issued under the act approved July 
14, 1890, entitled ‘“‘ An act directing the pur- 
chase of silver bullion and the issue of 
Treasury notes thereon, and for other pur- 
poses,’ as a guarantee fund equal to 30 per 
centum of the circulating notes applied for. 

The association making such deposit shall 
be entitled to receive from the Controller 
of the Currency circulating notes in de- 
nominations of $10 and multiples thereof, in 
blank, registered and countersigned, as pro- 
vided by law, and all such notes shall con- 
stitute, and are hereby declared to be, a first 
lien upon all the assets of the association 
issuing the same. 

All circulating notes furnished to na- 
tional banking associations under this act 
shall be uniform in design, but any asso- 
ciation desiring to redeem its circulating 
notes in gold may have them made payable 
in that coin; and the Controller of the Cur- 
rency is hereby authorized and directed to 
have prepared and keep on hand, ready for 
delivery on application, a reserve of blank 
notes for each national banking association 
having circulation, but such reserve for each 
bank shall at no time be in excess of the 
difference between the amount of its notes 
then outstanding and the total amount 
which it is by this act authorized to re- 


celve. 

Sec. 8.—That, in lieu of all existing 
taxes, each national banking association 
(taking out circulation under this act) shall 
pay to the Treasurer of the United States, 
in the months of January and July of each 
year, a duty of one-fourth of 1 per centum 
for each half year upon the average amount 
of its notes in circulation, and, in computing 
such average, all notes issued by such 
association and not actually retired from 
circulation, in the manner hereinafter pro- 
vided, shall be included. 

Sec. 4.—That each national 
association shali redeem its 
par on presentation at its own office 
and at such agencies as may be des- 
ignated for that purpose by the Controller 
of the Currency, and whenever such asso- 
ciation desires to retire the whole or any 
part of its circulation, the notes to be re- 
tired shall be forwarded to the Controller 
of the Currency for cancellation, and there- 
upon a sum equal to 30 per centum of such 
canceled notes shall be returned to the asso- 
ciation in lawful money of the United 
States. Defaced and mutilated notes and 
notes otherwise unfit for circulation. which 
have been redeemed by any association may 
be returned to the Controller of the Cur- 
rency for destruction and reissue, as now 
provided by law. 

Sec. 5. That in order to provide a safety 
fund for the prompt redemption of the 
cireulating notes of failed national banking 
associations each such association now 
organized, or hereafter organized, and re- 
ceiving circulation under this act, shall pay 
to.the Treasurer of the United States in 
the months of January and July in each 
year a tax of one-fourth of 1 per centum for 
each half year upon the average amount of 
its circulating notes outstanding, to be com- 
puted as heréinbefore provided, until the 
said fund amounts to a sum equal to 5 per 
centum upon the total amount of such na- 
tional bank notes outstanding, and thereupon 
the collection of said tax shall be suspendefl. 

Each association hereafter applying for 
circulating notes shall, before receiving the 
same, pay its pro rata share into the said 
fund; but an association retiring or reducing 
its circulation shall not be entitled to with- 
draw any part of said fund, 

When a national banking association be- 
comes insolvent its guaranty fund held on 
deposit shall be transferred to the safety 
fund herein provided for and applied to the 
redemption of its outstanding notes; and in 
ease the said last-mentioned fund should | 
at any time be impaired by the redemption 
of the notes of failed national banks, and 
the immediate available assets of said banks 
are not sufficient to reimburse it the 
collection of said tax of one-fourth of 1 per 
centum for each half year shall be resumed 
and continued until the said fund is re- 
stored to an amount equal to 5 per centum 
upon the total circulation outstanding. 

All circulating notes of failed national 
banks not redeemed on presentation to the 
Treasurer of the United States, or an As- 
sistant Treasurer of the United States, shall 
bear interest at the rate of 6 per centum 
per annum from the date of the suspension 
of the bank until thirty days after public 
notice has been given that funds are on 
hand for their redemption, and such notes 
shall constitute a first lien upon all moneys 
thereafter received into the safety fund. 

Sec. 6. That the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury may from time to time invest any 
money belinging to the safety fund in 
United States bonds, and the bonds so pur- 
chased, and the interest accruing thereon, 
shall be held as part of the said fund. Such 
bonds may be sold when necessary and the 
proceeds used for the redemption of the 
circulating notes of failed national banks. 

Sec. 7. That every national banking 
association heretofore organized and having 
bonds on deposit to secure circulation may 
withdraw such bonds upon the deposit of 
lawful money of the United States, as noa 
provided by law, and thereafter such asso- 
ciation may take out circulation under this 
act and be entitled to all the rights, priv- 
ileges, and immunities herein conferred. 

ec. 8 That the whole of Section 9, 
and so much of Section 12 of the act ap- 
proved July 12, 1882, entitled “An Act to 
enable national banking associations to 
extend their corporate existence and for 
ether purposes,” as directs the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury to receive deposits of 
gold and to issue certificates thereon, be 
and the same are hereby repealed; and 
Section 81 of the act approved June 3, 
1864, entitled “An Act to provide a na- 
tional currency secured by a pledge of 
/United States bonds, and to provide for 
the circulation and redemption thereof,” 
and all acts and-parts of acts amendatory 
thereof be and the same are hereby re- 
pealed. 

Sec. 9. That the Secretary of the 
Treasury may, in his descretion, use from 
time to time any surplus revenue of the 
United States in the redemption and re- 
tirement of United States legal-tender notes,

but the amount of such notes retired shall 
not in the aggregate exceed an amount 
equal to 70 per centum of the additional 
circulation taken out by national banks and 
State banks under the provision of this 
act; and heretofore no United States notes, 
national bank notes, or Treasury notes 
authorized by the act of July 14, 1890, en- 
titled ‘‘An act directing the purchase of 
silver bullion and the issue of Treasury 
notes thereon, and for other purposes,” of 
a less denomination than $10 shall be is- 
sued, and as rapidly as such notes of de- 
nominations less than $10 shall be received 
into the Treasury they shall be canceled 
and an equal amount of notes of like 
character, but in denominations of $10 or 
multiples thereof, shall be issued in their 
places, but nothing in this act shall be so 
construed as to repeal or in any manner af- 
fect the second section of the said act of 
July 14, 1890. 

“Sec. 10. That the use of circulating 
notes issued by a banking corporation duly 
organized under the laws of any State, and 
which transacts no other than a banking 
business, shall be exempt from taxation 
under the laws of the United States when it 
is shown to the satisfaction of the Secreta- 
ry of the Treasury and the Controller of 
the Currency: 

“1. That such bank has at no time had 
outstanding its circulating notes in excess 
of per cent. of its paid-up and unim- 

aired capital. 

Pe 2. That its stockholders are individually 
liable for the redemption of its circulating 
notes to the full extent of their ownership 
of stock; but this shall not be required in 
the case of persons holding stock as exec- 
utors, administrators, guardians, or trustees 
if the assets and funds in their hands are 
liable in ike manner and to the same ex- 
tent as the testator, intestate, ward, or per- 
son interested in such funds-would be if liv- 
ing and competent to act and hold the 
stock in his own name. 

“8 That the circulating notes constitute 
by law a first len upon all the assets of the 
bank. 

“4. That the bank has at all times kept 
on deposit with an officer of the State au- 
thorized by law to receive and hold the 
same.as guarantee fund in currency certifi- 
cates issued under Section 5,198 of the Re- 
vised Statutes of the United States, United 
States legal-tender notes, including Treas- 
ury notes of 1890, equal to 30 per centum 
of its outstanding circulating notes, and 

“5. That it has promptly redeemed its 
notes at par on demand at its principal 
office, or at one or more if its branch of- 
fices, if it has branches. 

‘“ Whenever the Secretary of the Treasury 
and the Controller of the Currency shall be 
satisfied that any banking corporation duly 
organized under the laws of any State and 
which transacts no other than a banking 
business, as provided in this section, has 
been incorporated under the laws of the 
State in ‘which it is located, which laws 
require that the stockholders shall be in- 
dividually Hable for the redemption of its 
circulating notes to the full extent of their 
ownership of stock, and that such laws. re- 
quire that the circulating notes thereof 
shall constitute a first lien upon all the as- 
sets of the bank, and also that such laws 
require such bank to keep on deposit at all 
times with an official of the State author- 
ized by law to receive and hold the same 
a guarantee fund, as required in the 
fourth paragraph of this section, they shall 
issue to sald bank a certificate to that 
effect. 

‘Thereupon said bank may issue its notes 
as provided in this act, and thereafter the 
tax of 10 per centum heretofore imposed 
by law upon the circulation of the notes 
of State banks shall not be assessed or col- 
lected upon the notes of such bank unless 
it appears that said bank has issued cir- 
culating notes in excess of 75 per centum 
of its paid-up and unimpaired capital, or 
that its capital is impaired and has re- 
mained so for thirty days, or that the bank 
has not kept on deposit with the State offi- 
cial authorized by law to receive and hold 
the same a guarantee fund as required in 
the fourth paragraph of this section, or 
that said bank has not promptly redeemed 
its notes in lawful money at par on de- 
mand at its principal office or at one or 
more of its branch offices, if it has branch 
offices; and that no person or corporation 
other than the bank issuing such notes in 
violation of the provisions of this act shall 
be Hable to the tax of 10 per centum upon 
the circulating notes of State banks as now 
provided by law. 

“ Séce, 11. That any banking association or- 

anized under the laws of any State may 
Tepoait with the Treasurer of the United 
States legal-tender notes and receive certifi- 
eates therefor, in the manner provided in 
Section 5,193 of the Revised Statutes of the 
United States, and the Secretary of the 
Treasury may, under proper rules and reg- 
ulations to be established by him, permit 
such banks to procure and use in the prep- 
aration of their notes the distinctive paper 
used in printing United States securities; 
but no state bank shall print or engrave 
its notes in similitude of a United States 
note or certificate or national bank note.”’ 


House Votes for a Recess. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 21.—In the House 
to-day Mr. Sayers (Dem., Texas,) presented 
the concurrent resolution providing for a 


recess of Congress from Saturday, Dec. 22, 
to Thursday, Jan. 3, and on its passage 
Mr. English (Dem., N. J.,) demanded a di- 
vision. Mr. Sayers asked for a vote by 
yeas and nays, and it was ordered, result- 
ng: Yeas, 172; nays, 12. 


DEATH TO THE JACK RABBIT 


Colorado Hunters Killed 1,000 Thurs- 
day—The Slaughter to Continue. 


DENVER, Col., Dec. 21.—Ten score hunt- 
ers went forth yesterday on the plains 
around Lamar, in the southern part of 
Colorado, and slaughtered jack rabbits 
until dark put a stop to the fun. The count 
will not be completed before to-morrow, 
when the game will be stacked up and 


photographed. Over 1,000 head were brought 
in this evening, and almost ten times that 
number are exp*cted to be slaughtered 
to-day. The start was made about noon. 
The record of the day is held by four 
Pueblo sportsmen, who killed 225 jacks in 
two hours. After the hunters come in, the 
result of their gunning will be shipped to 
the poor of Denver, where it will be dis- 
tributed Christmas morning. 

In the southern part of the State the rab- 
bit has become a mere that cannot be com- 
pared with anything outside of the Aus- 
tralian States, and the farmers suffer se- 
verely from their depredations. They esti- 
mate their annual loss by thousands of 
dollars, and the railroads cheerfully help 
them to make war on the rabbit by giving 
the sportsmen a nominal rate to the fields, 
besides hauling free of charge whatever 
‘game they may bag. 


Must Give the Navy Three Years More. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 21.—The Attorney 
General has rendered a decision in the case 
of Commander Joshua Bishop, on duty at 


the Naval Observatory, which will keep that 
officer on the active list of the navy three 
years. Commander Bishop recently applied 
for retirement after forty years of service. 
It appeared that he had been out of the navy 
for three years and one month, by sentence 
of court-martial, but had been restored by 
special act of Congress. The Attorney Gen- 
eral holds that his service can only be 
counted as the time he was actually in the 
navy.

THE GOULD-SAGE SIDE TOLD 


ANSWER FILED IN THE SUIT OF THE 
SOLDIERS’ ORPHANS’ HOME. 


All Charges of Wrongdoing Are De- 
nied and the Statute of Limita- 
tions Is Pleaded. 


The Gould-Sage side of the Kansas Pa- 
cific bond controversy was presented in 
court yesterday. On behalf of Russell 
Sage, George J. Gould, Howard Gould, Ed- 
win Gould, and Helen M. Gould, an answer 
to the suit of the Soldiers’ Orphans’ 
Home of St. Louis was filed in the Supreme 
Court by the defendant’s attorneys. 

In the complaint it was charged that 
Jay Gould and Russell Sage misappropriat- 
ed trust funds which were in their cus- 
tody while acting as trustees for the 
Kansas Pacific bondholders. These funds 
consisted of 29,986 shares of Denver Pacific 
Railway and Telegraph stock, the value 
of which, with accumulated interest, it 
is asserted is now $11,000,000. The Soldiers’ 
Orphans’ Home is the owner of $10,000 
worth of the Kansas’ Pacific bonds, and 
sues on its own account and the account 
of other bondholders to compel the restora- 
tion of the $11,000,000. 

In their answer the defendants deny that 
any of the stock which was issued to the 
Trustees was fraudulent or unlawfully ap- 
propriated to their own use. They also deny 


all charges of misappropriation or miscon- ' 


duct in the administration of the trust es- 


tate. Mr. Sage individually denies that any 
stock was issued to him to which he was 
not lawfully entitled and for which full 
and adequate consideration was not paid. 

The answer, continuing, says that the 
mortgaged property and estate covered by 
the deed of trust executed on May 1, 1879, 
are sufficient, aside from the 29,986 shares 
of Denver Pacific Railway and Telegraph 
Company’s stock, to pay all outstanding 
bonds in interest. 

It is alleged that the Trustees, under a 
decree of the Supreme Court, on Jan. 23, 
1880, delivered the certificate of 29,986. shares 
of Denver Pacific stock-in good faith, and 
without fraud or wrong, to the Kansas 
Pacific Railway Company, and under that 
judgment this stock was adjudged to be 
released from the trust created b the 
deed of trust executed on May 1, 1879, and 
all the rights of the Kansas Pacific Rail- 
way Company to the stock were transferred 
to .the Union Pacific Railway Company, 
which was formed by the consolidation of 
the Union Pacific, the Kansas Pacific, and 
the Denver Pacific Railway and Telegraph 
Company. The Union Pacific Company is- 
sued $4,000,000 of stock of its road in re- 
turn for this stock, and sold and disposed 
of it for the benefit of the consolidated com- 
pany, 

In Octber, 1893, the Union Pacific Com- 
pany passed into the hands of receivers ap- 
potated by the Supreme Court of the United 

tates of Nebraska, and in July last, in a 
suit brought by Russell Sage and George 
J. Gould, for the foreclosure of the mort- 
gage of the Kansas Pacific Railway Com- 
pany, the mortgaged property was also 
placed in the hands of receivers. 

The children of Jay Gould declare that 
their father was not guilty of any misap- 
propriation or misconduct in the admin- 
istration of the trust, and that he acted 
under the judgment of the Supreme Court 
in delivering up the stock, and that that 
judgment was valid and effective. 

It is insisted that before a final determina- 
tion of this action can be had and- the 
rights of all parties adjudicated the Union 
Pacific Railway Company and its receivers 
will have to be brought in and made par- 
ties to the action. 

Sage and the Gould children set up the 
statute of limitations as a bar to the claim 
in suit, asserting that, if any cause of ac- 
tion did arise, the Soldiers’ Orphans’ Home 
had an adequate remedy at law upon it, 
but failed to prosecute any such right with- 
in the time allowed by law, and therefore 
this action cannot be maintained. It is also 
insisted that if there is any cause of action 
at all it is within the jurisdiction of 
the Kansas courts, which have undertaken 
the administration of the trust and all the 
controversies and applications respecting it. 


LUNING’S WIFE WINS A SUIT. 


It Recalls the Young Millionaire’s 
Cruise on His Yacht Alert. 


John N. Luning figured in public again 
yesterday. His wife, Mrs. Nettie Luning, 
appeared as plaintiff in the Supreme Court, 
before Justice Beach, against Richard Mor- 
gan Olcott, a New Street shipping merchant 
and former friend of Mr. Luning. Mrs. 
Luning sued to recover the value of a note 
for $40,000, given by Mr. Olcott. There was 
no defense, and judgment was given for the 
plaintiff for the full amount with $3,800 in- 
terest. 


Luning’s father was a San Francisco 
banker, and died some _ years ago, 
leaving an estate of about $10,000,000. 
Young Luning was very liberal in 
the expenditure of his fortune. He pur- 
chased the yacht Alert, and with a number 
of his friends went on an extended cruise. 
Richard M. and William T. Olcott were 


two of his companions. Luning’s con- 
dition became such that he was taken off 
at Nice and removed to an institution near 
London. He subsequently obtained his re- 
— and came to this city about two years 

oO. 

His yacht arrived several months later. 
Some time after his arrival here he mar- 
ried a widow, who had gone abroad to 
care for him while he was sick. He had 
given Richard M. Olcott a general power 
of attorney while he was ill, but subse- 
quently Luning and Olcott has a disagree- 
ment, and their friendship came to an 
end. Then Olcott sued him in the Supreme 
Court to recover $53,878, alleged to be due 
for money loaned, and obtained an ‘attach- 
ment against the Alert. 

At that time Luning’s wife declared that 
instead of her husband owing anything to 
Olcott, the latter was indebted to him for 
money borrowed while on the cruise. Lun- 
ing gave the yacht to his wife as a gift 
after his arrival here. 

Mrs. Luning’s testimony, taken yester- 
day, was very brief. She stated that her 
husband gave her the note the day after 
her wedding as a wedding gift. She has 
had possession of it ever since. She de- 
manded payment of it, but it was not paid. 
Mrs. Luning’s lawyer said the note was 
given by Olcott to Luning for money loaned. 


DEFEAT FOR THE WHISKY TRUST. 


Obliged to Allow to E. W. Ashley the 
Rebates Which Had Been Agreed. 


The Whisky Trust and its peculiar meth- 
ods for crushing out competition was on 
exhibition yesterday in the Supreme Court, 
before Justice Patterson. 

The American Distributing Company, sell- 
ing agents for the trust, sued Edgar W. 
Ashley to recover for a bill of whisky pur- 
chased. The amount claimed was $3,366.76. 
Under the agreement Ashley was not to 
purchase goods from any one else, and he 
was to get them from the company at $1.07 
a gallon, although the market price was 


$1.22% a gallon. The company billed the 
goods to Ashley at $1.224% with the under- 
standing that when the settlement was 
—— he would receive the rebate arranged 
or. 

It was asserted by the company that Ash- 
ley violated the terms of, the agreement and 
purchased goods from another firm. Sub- 
sequently, when he wanted to settle the 
bill, the company demanded the full amount 
of $1.22% a gallon. This he refused to pay 
and he tendered the $1.07 a gallon, as agreed 
upon. The company would not accept this 
and brought suit to recover the full amount 
of the bill, $3,366.76. The jury gave a ver- 
dict for the company for $2,864.90, the 
amount which Ashley had offered to pay.

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THE RELIEF OF THE TREASURY. 


Congress will adjourn to-day for the 
holidays and will not meet again until 
the 3d of January. The resolution for 
the recess will probably be adopted by 
less than a quorum, as no actual quorum 
has been present for two days. This 
fact alone shows the curious infelicity of 
Mr. Springer’s notion that the banking 
system of the United States could be 
revolutionized in a week, under the guid- 
ance of a committee that could not get a 
majority of its own members for any, 
single measure, or for any single provis- 
ion of the measure finally reported for 
debate only, and under the pressure of a 
rule which neither the Banking Commit- 
tee nor the Committee on Rules could 
agree upon. 

In the meantime the Treasury gold 
reserve, which at the opening of business 
yesterday was $91,598,541, will be re- 
duced by to-day by $2,150,000, and the 
Treasury will go into the week with a 
little over $89,000,000. According to the 
latest published returns of the receipts 
of various kinds of money for customs at 
this port, not a dollar of gold was com- 
ing in, and within five weeks the per- 
centage of legal tenders (greenbacks and 
Treasury notes) had fallen from 72.9 per 
cent. to 60.8 per cent., and that of silver 
certificates had risen from 27.1 per cent 
to 89.2 per cent. During this period the 
Government had borrowed $58,000,000 of 
gold on 5 per cent. ten-year bonds, which 
will cost the taxpayers of the country 
$25,000,000 in interest. Of that $58,000,- 
000, at least one-half has already been 
drawn from the Treasury. This situation 
presents several perfectly plain and very 
important features. One is a percepti- 
bly increasing distrust of the currency in 
the minds of our own people, which in- 
duces them to pay into the Treasury the 
weakest sort of notes—the silver certifi- 
cates. The second, which is the conse- 
quence of the first, is the steadily-in- 
creasing difficulty the Treasury finds in 
carrying out the avowed policy of the 
Government to maintain the parity of 
gold and silver and the representatives 
of these The third is the very 
great and unreasonable cost of the ef- 
forts the Treasury is compelled to make 
to perform the duty imposed upon it—a 
duty absolutely imperative for the safety 
of private as well as of public credit. It 
is clear enough for anybody, we should 
say, that this situation is not a desirable 
one, that it ought to be met as promptly 
as possible and in the simplest way. 

The one urgent necessity is to relieve 
the strain on the Treasury gold reserve. 
This can be done by reducing the volume 
of the notes which the reserve must be 
used to redeem. As we have repeatedly 
pointed out, and as all experienced and 
intelligent observers are agreed, the best 
and practically the only way to do this 
is by the payment and cancellation of 
the United States legal-tender notes. As 
there is no money in the Treasury for 
this purpose, and will be none in a long 
time, it must be borrowed, or, what 
amounts to the same thing, the notes 
must be funded in bonds bearing the 
lowest rate of interest for’ which par can 
be obtained. There will be objection to 
this. There ought to be none, for it is a 
matter of sheer necessity, and would 
only be doing cheaply, surely, and per- 
manently what the Treasury has been 
trying, with poor success and in an un- 
certain fashion, to do temporarily at 
great cost. The objection will come, 
however, from those who are possessed 
with the notion that any contraction of 
the currency is mischievous and an in- 
jury to the larger part of the population. 
That objection can be met by providing 
that bank notes may be issued on the 
funding bonds to the par value of the 
bonds, and subject to a tax of one-half 
of 1 per cent. yearly. 

Such issues would unquestionably be 
made promptly to the full amount that 
the demands of trade might require. 
When made they would be in every pos- 
sible way a perfect currency. They 
would. be entirely safe in the hands of 
the noteholders. They would be of full 
and undoubted value in every corner of 
the land. They would need no new ma- 
chinery for their management. They 
would introduce no novel element in the 
currency. They would not anywhere or 
at any time create a ripple of disturb- 
ance or anxiety or doubt in the public 
mind. No one could complain that there 
was any arbitrary contraction or infla- 
tion of the currency from such issues. 
We do not present this suggestion as 
providing a perfect or permanent system 
of bank issues. It would not do so. With 
the growth of the country and the return 
of commercial activity, the time would 
surely come when even the bonds issued 
to fund the greenbacks would be an in- 
adequate basis’ for bank issues. But 
what we insist ought to be considered is 
the fact that this perfectly simple plan 
would immediately begin to relieve the 
strain on the Treasury, would, therefore, 
immediately promote confidence and

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INSPECTOR WILLIAMS ACCUSED, 

When Capt. Schmittberger testified yes- 
terday that he had personally and re- 
peatedly put police blackmail money into 
the outstretched palm of Alexander S. 
Williams, a great many persons must 
have felt that the Lexow committee in- 
vestigation had reached, if not its cul- 
mination, at least a point of great his- 
toric and moral interest, long deferred. 

It may be that merciless fate dea]s with 
Inspector Williams more hardly than he 
deserves. That question is, or will be, 
sub judice, and’ may not be determined 
now. But it is a matter of common noto- 
riety that incriminating rumor has been 
freest with his name; that in public opin- 
ion’s rough-and-ready apportionment of 
praise and blame he, of all police officers 
below the grade of Commissioner, has 
been credited with sins enough to put 
him highest in the list of the suspected, 
and that there has been a general convic- 
tion that if the committee stopped any- 
where before it had uncovered all the 
rottenness in the department it would 
stop just short of Williams, 

It cannot stop now. Schmittberger has 
made that impossible. He testifies that 
he caused to be collected the customary 
toll from policy shops and poolrooms, and 
that the specified monthly percentage 
thereof, sometimes $50, sometimes $200, 
he paid over to Williams. Schmittberger 
is himself under indictment for the crime 
of bribery, and his trial is set down for 
Jan. 7. Williams must shortly be in- 
dicted on Schmittberger’s testimony, and 
then the citizens of New-York will wit- 
ness one of the most interesting criminal 
trials in the history of the city. It will 
not be any the less interesting for having 
been such an unconscionable time a-com- 
ing. 


SUGAR TRUST AND EXPORT TRADE. 

Some of the Republican Senators whose 
solicitude for the welfare of the Sugar 
Trust led them to vote, a few days ago, 
against even the consideration of the 
pending bill for the repeal of the discrim- 
inating duty on sugar from Germany are 
now beginning to find out that their con- 
stituents do not approve of their action. 
Exporters of meat products cannot see 
why their trade with Germany—and with 
certain other adjacent countries which 
are under German influence—should be 
sacrificed in order that the Sugar Trust 
may exact from them and all other con- 
sumers of refined sugar in the United 
States a ring price for its product. Now 
that the slaughterers and packers and 
shippers of beef and the owners of live 
stock in the West have been enlightened 
as to the nature and purpose of the com- 
bination made by the Republicans of the 
Senate (under the direction of Mr. Ald- 
rich) with Mr. Gorman and his little 
group of Sugar Trust Democrats, we may 
reasonably expect that the growers of 
wheat, cotton, and tobacco will soon un- 
derstand that the Republicans of the Sen- 
ate have undertaken to protect and in- 
sure the profits of the Sugar Trust at 
their expense, and at the cost of very 
serious injury to the export trade of the 
United States. 

The value of our exports last year was 
nearly $870,000,000, and agricultural 
products supplied 72 per cent. of this 
value. The leading items were cotton, 
$210,000,000; grain and flour, $166,000,- 
000; meats, $145,000,000; cattle, $33,000,- 
000; tobacco, $24,000,000; oil cake and oil- 
cake meal, $8,800,000; cottonseed oil, 
$6,000,000; seeds, $8,000,000. In some 
agricultural products we have recently 
had a large and growing trade with Ger- 
many, our exports to that country hav- 
ing been $82,000,000 in 1893. We have 
shown heretofore how the German policy 
of retaliation, suggested by the discrim- 
inating duty on raw beet sugar from that 
country, (the imports having been about 
$16,000,000 last year,) and stimulated by 
the German agrarian interest, promises 
to affect very injuriously our export trade 
in several important agricultural prod- 
ucts with that country, and also with 
other neighboring countries which cheer- 
fully follow the example set by the Ger- 
man Government. 

The United States cannot monopolize 
the export trade in agricultural products 
with European countries. In these days 
we have new competitors. Our wheat 
growers have discovered the effect of 
Argentine competition upon the Euro- 
pean market and our own. The rapid 
growth of the export trade in meats 
and dairy produce from Australia and 
New-Zealand reveals a new compet- 
itor for the export trade 
ions. 
pean Governments by violating com- 
mercial treaties and by imposing discrim- 
inating duties on such agricultural prod- 
ucts as they may be able to sell to us. 
Surely we cannot afford to refuse even to 
discuss in Congress the question whether 
such duties have been justly imposed 
and to insist upon the refusal in the in- 
terest of such an organization as the 
Sugar Trust. 

We think it will be admitted that the 
effect of this discriminating duty was not 
foreseen by those who imposed it. The 
makers of the Senate Tariff bill re-enact- 
ed the discriminating provision of the 
McKinley act. In that act, however, it 
was applicable only to refined sugar, and 
we presume the Democratic Senators did 
not realize that the application of the 
same provision to raw sugar w@€ld have 
a very different and a far-reaching effect. 
Whether they did or not, however, 
everybody knows that now, since the 
German protest has been made formally 
and the dangerous commercial hostility 
of Germany has been exhibited, nearly 
all of the Democratic Senators are will- 
ing and ‘ready to repeal the duty. 

The attitude of the Democratic Party 
toward this question has been clearly 
shown. The President has very earnestly 
recommended the removal of the duty. 
The. Democrats of the House have re-

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such a duty. And when the Senate was 
asked by a Democratic Senator a few 
days ago to take up and to vote upon 
the pending bill for the removal of this 
discriminating tax, all but a very few 
of the Democrats stood by him. All of 
the twenty-three votes recorded in sup- 
port of the motion were cast by Demo- 
crats. But all the Republicans were on 
the other side, and, with the help of three 
Democrats and three Populists, they 
saved the Trust and insured a continu- 
ance of German retaliatory action. 

We admit that the Trust would suffer 
very little loss by the repeal of this dis- 
criminating duty of 1-10 of a cent a 
pound. Why, then, do we say that it 
was in the interest of the Trust that the 
Republicans voted in the negative? Sim- 
ply because the Trust fears that if the 
discriminating duty of 1-10 of:a cent 
should be repealed the differential pro- 
tective duty of 1-8 of a cent, worth more 
than $3,000,000 a year to the greedy com- 
bination, would go with it. Therefore 
the Sugar Trust is opposed to even the 
consideration of the question whether the 
discriminating duty ought to stand, and 
therefore the Republicans of the Senate, 
maintaining last session’s Sugar Trust 
alliance with Gorman, are opposed to the 
consideration of that question. To serve 
the interests promoted by that shameful 
alliance, they have been willing to see 
their country’s great export trade in agri- 
cultural products obstructed and dimin- 
ished. They are as anxious to enrich the 
Sugar Trust now as they were when they 
fought for the Trust against a Republic- 
an House, four years ago, successfully 
demanding a subsidy greater than the 
House had given in the McKinley bill, or 
as they were last Summer, when they 
asked the Democratic tariff makers to 
substitute the Sugar Trust schedule of 
the McKinley act for all other schedules 
proposed or the one finally adopted. 

There are some indications, however, 
that the time is coming when it will not 
be possible for Mr. Aldrich and Mr. Gor- 
man to hold all of the Republicans to the

THE WAY TO SETILE THE QUESTION, 


The Board of Estimate and Apportion- 
ment, in considering the final estimates 
for next year, has made an increased al- 
lowance for the care of the insane which 
may fairly be characterized as trifling, 
considering the needs of the institutions. 
The State Commissioners in Lunacy, in 
their latest published report, say of the 
New-York City asylums for the insane 
that while their medical supervision, 
discipline, and order are “highly com- 
mendable,” the facilities provided for 
the care and treatment of the inmates 
are ‘“‘ woefully deficient.’ They declare 
that not only should the allowance for 
maintenance be “very greatly in- 
creased,” but ‘ provision for largely in- 
creased accommodations should be 
speedily made, in order to relieve the 
dangerously overcrowded condition of 
the buildings.” This overcrowded condi- 
tion and lack of necessary facilities they 
pronounce “inhumane, unjust to the 
medical officers, and a disgrace to the 
community which permits a continuance 
of its existence.” 

This is expert judgment, delivered 
after a careful examination of-the insti- 
tutions, to be set against Commissioner 
Porter’s statement before the Board of 
Estimate that no asylums for the insane 
in the country are better managed. 
There have been many complaints, not 
so much against the management as 
against the condition and the inade- 
quate facilities of these institutions. 
The Commissioners of Charities and Cor- 


an, 


rection have been wont to throw the re- 
sponsibility upon the Board of Estimate 
and Apportionment, because sufficient al- 
lowance of public money is not made to 
meet the requirements for additional ac- 
commodations, proper repairs, increased 
appliances, and better service. It is evi- 
dent that largely increased expense is 
necessary to put these institutions in 
proper condition. - 

Even that would not ‘be sufficient. 
Commissioner Porter confessed to some 
sensitiveness on the question of trans- 
ferring the care of the insane to the 
State, because he thought the Board of 
Charities and Correction had been un- 
justly attacked. Possibly it has been, 
but it is not a question of personal or 
official sensitiveness. The ‘“ board” is 
not properly constituted to have charge 
of the-care and treatment of the insane. 
Those interested in public charities have 
long been urgen@y advocating a division 
of the department, so that the care of 
charitable and of penal institutions shall 
be entirely separated and placed in 
charge of 2 different set of officers. The 
Commission in Lunacy goes further, and 
“unhesitatingly affirms” that if the 
‘objectionable system of county care” 
for the dependent insane is to be con- 
tinued by the its management 
should be ‘‘absolutely separated from 
the other local charities and corrections.” 

As the city cannot escape its share of 
the expense of the State system in any 
case, and as that burden affords an ex- 
cuse for the grinding economy displayed 
in supporting there 
would seem to be one very simple and 
effectual way of settling the whole diffi- 
culty, and that is by turning the care of 
the indigent insane over to the State. 
It would then be relieved of the separate 
expense of its own institutions and the 
cost of the needed improvements, and 
would obtain a fair equivalent in some 
form for the property now devoted to 
this use; its departmental service would 
be simplified to some extent, and the in- 
sane would receive the full benefit of the 
State system in ‘return for the city’s 
ghare in the expense of maintaining it. 
All the arguments appear to be on one 
side of this question.

Verdi’s noble music drama ‘Otello’ was 
again performed at the Opera House last 
night, in the presence of an audience of fair 
size. It seems that the dramatic serious- 
ness of this work and the few opportunities 
it offers for display of what may be called 
the graces of vocal art militate against its 
popularity in a community whose musical 
taste is for lyric delicacies. Yet the fine 
dramatic strength of the opera and the ad- 
mirable manner in which this is brought out 
by the artists of the Metropolitan Opera 
House company never fail to arouse those 
who do attend the performances of ‘‘Otello.’’ 
The cast last night was the same as it has 
been heretofore, and the same excellence 
and defects were to be noced. 

Signor Tamagno, as usual, sang most of 
the first act off the key, but redeemed him- 


self by his superb declamation, his sweeping 
passion, and his eloquent acting in the later 
scenes. His last act is without doubt one 
of the most thrilling pieces of work ever 
seen on the operatic stage. M. Maurel’s 
Iago bears repetition extremely well. It is 
such a carefully thought out and artistically 
detailed performance that it bears con- 
tinued study. The finesse which he puts 
into his singing is alone worthy of a 
thoughful music lover’s attention.

The second recital of Bernhard Staven- 
hagen, pianist, and Jean Gerardy, ’cellist, 
took place last night at Carnegie Hall. It 
is a pleasure to record the fact that the 
audience was considerably larger than it 
was at the first recital. This is as it should 
be. These two artists deserve public atten- 
tion. The programme last night was one of 
no small interest. Mr. Stavenhagen’s num- 
bers were Schumann’s C-minor fantasy, the 
Chopin “Chant Polonais,” and Liszt’s ‘La 
Chasse” and “La Campanella.” Gerardy’s 
numbers were Servais’ fantasy on Schu- 
bert’s ‘“‘Le Desir’’ waltz, a berceuse by 
Godard, and Popper’s ‘“Tarantelle.” To- 
gether the two artists played Beethoven’s 
‘third sonata for piano and ‘cello. 

This was undoubtedly the most interest- 
ing feature of the entertainment, though it 
suffered from undeniable drawbacks. Car- 
negie Hall is too large for a chamber music 
performance. The piano, as a matter of 
course, drowned out the ‘cello in many 
passages and destroyed the apparent bal- 
ance of the performance. This was not the 
fault of the players, for both of them play- 
ed admirably. Gerardy’s work suffered 
most by reason of the largeness of the hall, 
but Mr. Stavenhagen’s reading of the piano 
part was simply masterly. It was a fine 
specimen of pure, scholarly Beethoven 
playing. Gerardy was heard to the best 
advantage in his remarkable rendering of 
the Servais fantasy. Mr. Stavenhagen’s 
treatment of the Schumann fantasy was not 
good. It was technically marred by a too 
free use of the pedal, and it lacked sym- 
pathy with Schumann’s. thought. 


A NEW TOBACCO TARIFF IN PERU 


Increased Rates on American Cigars 
and Cigarettes, 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 21.—The Bureau of 
the American Republics has received official 
information to the effect that the President 
of Peru has announced that, in order to 
meet the financial necessities of the country, 
an additional tax shall be levied on all to- 
bacco, cigars, and cigarettes sold in the re- 
public. 

The duty on all kinds of tobacco imported 
from the United States will be $1 per kilo- 


gramme, (2.20 pounds;) cigars, $3.50 per Kilo- 
gramme. Cigarettes made of tobacco from 
the United States must pay $50 per 1,000 
packages. Foreign tobacco for chewing, 
snuff, cut, and fibred tobacco ready for use, 
will pay, per kilogramme, $1.50, 

This law will go into effect Jan. 1, 1895.

THE PROBLEM OF POLICE LEGISLATION 


By Dorman B. Eaton, 
. Vv. 

There is much contradiction in the ex- 
planations of those who would vest an 
absolute power over the police in a single 
officer. This officer must be either the 
Mayor, or a Superintendent, whom he is to 
appoint and remove. If, as some _ insist, 
the Superintendent should be removable 
only for cause and after a hearing, the 
Mayor cou! not control him so far as to 
be justly held responsible for current ad- 
ministration, and, therefore, the theory upon 
which the summary removal of the existing 
Commissioners is urged would be repudiated. 
But if the Mayor is to remove as well as 
to appoint the Superintendent at his mere 
pleasure, then the Mayor would be ab- 
solute, and the Superintendent would be his 
mere lieutenant and agent. This would 
make the Mayor a despot over the whole 
police force, which he could use for his re- 
election. He could not only be such a police 
despot as Mayor Wood was in 1857, but, so 
far as the police force is concerned, such 
a despot as Caesar was at Rome. The 
Mayor could remove all police officers at 
pleasure, define the power and duties of 
each, use them in his own interest, repeal 
or amend every one of the 850 police rules, 
and control the whole machinery of elec- 
tions. To say nothing of the utter inability 
of a Mayor of this vast city to use such 
powers intelligently, it is quite absurd to 
suppose that a free people would long 
tolerate such a despotism. 

This absolute power in a Mayor would in- 
vole the whole police force, and power 
in every Mayoralty contest; and only saint- 
ly Mayors would forbear to use their 
powers for their own re-election. Every 
officer on the police force, and the Superin- 
tendent and laborers as well, would feel 
that their places were staked on the re- 
sult of every Mayoralty election, and they 
would inevitably make common cause with 
their chief—the Mayor—for keeping him in 
power. A 

The supreme evil has been that party 
spirit, party methods, and party power, have 
degraded the Police Commissioners into a 
mischievous dependence upon the results 
of elections, and now, when a non-partisan 
policy has triumphed, it has become 
possible to have an independent non-parti- 
San Police Board—men for Commissioners 
who are not mere partisan-politicians—it is 
deliberately proposed to drag the whole 
police force into party politics, by making 
the tenure of every officer in it utterly de- 
pendent upon the mere pleasure and am- 
bition of every Mayor which a party may 
elect—upon the result of every city elec- 
tion. No scheme could be better contrived 
than this for stimulating the life and 
activity of the Tammany Democrats; for 
it tells them that if they can only elect a 
Mayor they can capture and control the 
whole police force.. This policy seems little 
short of treachery to the cause of municipal 
reform. 

Most of the plausible arguments for a 
So-called single head of the police force have 
grown out of confusion of thought on 
the subject. What is meant by the head 
of the police force? Is it the Police Board 
or the Police Superintendent? What, by the 
head of a bank? The Bank Directors, or 
the President? In a sense, each is the 
head. Assuming that. Presidents are the 
heads of banks and other corporations, the 
Chamber of Commerce is said to have 
been much impressed with the argument 
that it is as absurd to have four Presi- 
dents at the head of a bank as to have 
four Commissioners at the head of the 
police force. This is merely specious. The 
only true analogy is between having sev- 
eral Directors of a bank and several Com- 
missioners of the Police. No one any more 
proposes to have more than one Super- 
intendent of the Police or more than one 
President of a bank. Who would say that 
a bank should have no Directors, or that 
the whole banking power and authority 
should be conferred on the President alone? 
Those who now propose to confer the whole 
police power and authority upon a single 
head, the Superintendent, or Mayor, would 
not dare propose to give all authority over 
a bank to its President, and have no 
Directors. Who would trust a corporation 
in which the President was not responsible 
to the Directors? Yet it is proposed to in- 
trust the stupendous police powers to a 
single executive officer, responsible tono body 
analagous to a Board of Directors—respon- 
sible, in fact, to nothing but the victor in 
a popular election. 

We, of course, must have only a single 
Police Superintendent, (as we have only a 
single bank President.) The powers of the 
Superintendent at present are very in- 
definite, and I think should be increased. 
But who is to define these powers, who is 
to see that the Superintendent does not 
exceed them, who is—if we have no 
commission—to decide as to general policy? 
Who is to make and repeal rules and 
regulations which the Superintendent is to 
enforce, and to call him to account if he 
fails to enforce them? Who is to try delin- 
quents on charges made by him, and of 
which he is to make the proof? 
said the Mayor is to do it all, I answer that 
this would be quite impossible, much be- 
yond his means of knowledge or capacity 
for labor—indeed, altogether chimerical. 

We are thoughtlessly told that such ab- 
solute power in a Mayor or Superintendent 
over police officers is in close analogy to 
that military discipline and authority which 
we greatly need. This is a grave miscon- 
ception. No military officer can be arbi- 
trarily discharged, nor can he be punished 
without.a formal and fair trial, an oppor- 
tunity to be heard, and a right of appeal. 
The articles of war and the procedure of 
courts-marshal, which no Colonel, Brigadier 
General, or Major General can control, regu- 
late the trial of every military officer 
charged with an offense, and nothing anala- 
gous to the proposed despotism of the Mayor 
over the police force exists any where'in 
our military or naval service, nor, we may 
add, in any service, civil or military, of any 
enlightened nation. To-morrow I shall con- 
sider some other phases of this proposed po- 
lice despotism. 


Andrew Ingraham’s Public Bequests. 


HARTFORD, Conn., Dec. 21.—The will of 
Andrew Ingraham of Bristol, one of the 
founders of the clock industry in this 
country, made many public bequests. He 
directs that a valuable section of land on 
Maple Street be sold and the proceeds 
divided equally between the American Mis- 
sionary Association, the Connecticut Bible 
Association, the town of Bristol for library 
purposes, the American Home Missionary 
Society, and the American Board of Com- 
missioners of Foreign Missions. The life 
use of his homestead is given to Mrs. Esther 
Newell. At her death the property is to be 
sold and the proceeds divided equally be- 
tween the American Home Missionary 
Society and the American Missionary Asso- 
ciation. 


Is Congressman Jenkins Eligible? 


WEST SUPERIOR, Wis., Dec. 21.—The 
report that John J. Jenkins, Republican, 
elected to succeed Nils P. Haughen in 
Congress from this district, is not a citizen,

George ‘Edward Ellis. 1 

The Rev. George E. Ellis, D. D., LL. Da 
died suddenly from an attack of apoplexy 
at Boston Thursday night. 

George Edward Ellis was born in Boston 
Aug. 8, 1814. He was graduated from Har- 
vard in 1836, and after two years’ travel in 
Europe, was ordained on March 11, 1840, as 
pastor of the Harvard Unitarian Church, 
Charlestown, Mass. From 1857 to 1863 he 
was Professor of Systematic Theology in 
Harvard Divinity School. In 1864 he deliv- 
ered before the Lowell Institute a course 
of lectures on the ‘“ Evidences of Chris- 
tianity,”’ in 1871 a course on the “‘ Provincial 
History of Massachusetts,’’ and in 1879 a 
course on the ‘‘Red Men and the White 
Men in North America.” He resigned the 
pastorate of Harvard Church on Feb. 2, 
1869, 

Mr. Ellis had occupied editorial positions 
with The Christian Register and Christian 
Examiner, and was President of the Mas- 
Sachusetts Historical Society and a mem- 
ber of the Board of Overseers of Harvard 
in 1850-54, serving for one year as its Secre- 
tary. Harvard gave him the degree of D, 
D. in 1857, and that of LL. D. in 1883. Mr, 
Ellis was the fourth person to receive both 
these degrees from Harvard. 

Mr. Ellis had published Lives of John 
Mason, _ (1844,) Anne Hutchinson, (1845,) 
and William Penn (1847) in Sparks’s 
“American Biography ”; “ Half Century of 
the Unitarian Controversy,” (1851;) ‘* Me- 
moir of Dr. Luther Y. Bell,’”’ (1863;) “ The 
Aims and Purposes of the Founders of Mas- 
Sachusetts and Their Treatment of In- 
truders and Dissentients’’; ‘* Life of Ben- 
jamin Thompson, Count Rumford,” in con- 
neotion with an edition of Rumford’s come 
plete works, issued by the American Acad- 
emy of Arts and Science,” (1871;) “ History 
of _the Massachusetts General Hospital,’* 
(1872;) *‘ History of the Battle of Bunker 
Hill,” (875;) an “ Address on the Centen- 
nial of the Evacuation by the British 
Army, with an account of the siege of 
Boston, | (1876;) “Memoir of Charles W. 
Upham, (1877;) ** Memoir of Jacob Bige- 
low, (1880;) “‘ Memoir of Nathaniel Thay- 
~er,”’ (1885,) and numerous sermons and ad- 
dresses. He also printed privately memoirs 
of Charles Wentworth Upham and Edward 
Wigglesworth, (1877.) Mr. Ellis wrote three 
historical chapters for the ‘‘ Memorial His- 
tory of Boston,” (1880-81;) “The Red Men 
and the White Men of North America,” 
(1882;) ‘‘An Address on the Eighty-seeond 
Anniversary of the New-York Historical So- 
ciety, . (1886;) “The Religious Element in 
New-England,” and other chapters in the 

Narrative and Critical History of Amer- 
ica,’’ and several articles for the ninth edi- 
tion of the Encyclopaedia Britannica, and 
had contributed liberally to periodicals. 


Joseph P. Thompson, 


Bishop Joseph P. Thompson, M. D., D. D., 
of the African Methodist Episcopal Zion 
Church in this country died at his residence, 
in Newburg, N. Y., yesterday in his seven- 
ty-sixth year. 

Bishop Thompson was born in slavery at 
Winchester, Va., Dec. 20, 1818. He ran 
away at the age of sixteen, and after 
many narrow escapes reached Williamsport, 
Penn., where he learned the trade of a 
blacksmith. At nineteen years of age he 
was unable to read or to write his own 
name. In 1841 he married Catherine Gil- 
christ. Of their three children but one sure 
vives—Mrs. D. B. Alsdorf. of Newburg. In 
that year he became a preacher in the 
Zion Methodist Episcopal Church and was 
stationed successively at Lyons and Elmira, 
N. Y.; Elizabeth, N. J.; Newburg, N. Y., 
and Halifax, N. 8. He went to the last- 
named place from fear of being captured 
and returned to slavery. In the meantime 
he had improved all opportunities to get an 
education, and when at Middletown Point, 
now Matawan, N. J., he studied medicine. 
He was graduated from the University of 
Medicine, Philadelphia, with the degree of 
M. D., April 1, 1858. He was also subse- 
quently made a Doctor of Divinity. In 
July, 1876, he was consecrated to the office 
of Bishop in his denomination at the Centra] 
Conference held in Louisville, Ky. In per- 
forming the duties of this position, he trave 
eled through the country, and was partice 
ularly well known in the Southern States, 
where he organized several Conferences. He 
also organized the principal Conference in 
the Bahama ‘Islands. He was one of the 
founders of Livingston College, in Salisbury 
N. C. In September, 1881, he was one o 
the delegates chosen to represent Method- 
ism at the Ecumenical Conference held in 
London. Three years ago the Bishop and 
Mrs. Thompson celebrated their golden wed- 
ding. The wife died last year. 

3ishop Thompson’s last active work was 
at the Genesee Conference of his denomina- 
tion in September, 1893, at Auburn, N. Y. 
He was made a Royal Arch Mason in. Nova 
Scotia, and visited St. John’s Lodge, New- 
York City. He had been Treasurer of 
Home and Foreign Missionary Societies in 
America, of the New-York Annual Confer- 
ence, of the bookroom of his denomina- 
tion, and an honorary member of the Sons 
of New-York and various other societies,

Chang-Yin-Huan Is the Emperor's 
Envoy to the Conquerors. 


FORMER MINISTER AT WASHINGTON 


State Department Officials Are Con- 
fident that the Negotiations 

Will Be 

by January. 


Concluded 


LONDON, Dec. 21.—A_ dispatch from Tien- 
Tsin, under date of Dec. 20, says: 

“The Emperor has granted plenipoten- 
tiary powers to Chang-Yin-Huan, Vice Pres- 
ident of the Tsung-li-Yamen, to make peace 
with Japan. He will take his departure at 
once for Japan.”’ 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 21.—State Depart- 
ment officials preserve the customary reti- 
cence ag to their official knowledge of 
Chang-Yin-Huan’s departure from Pekin 
to sue for peace, but it is well understood 
throughout the department that Minister 
Denby has informed Secretary Gresham 
that the appointment has been made, and 
the impression exists that Minister Dun 
has questioned the Japanese Govern- 
ment as to its readiness to receive Chang- 
Yin-Huan as peace Ambassador and has re- 
ceived a favorable reply. 

In fact, it now appears that the corre- 
Spondence between Mr. Denby and Mr. 
Dun caused the recall of Commissioner 
Detring, the Japanese refusing to receive 
an official of secondary rank, and that the 
two American Ministers have skillfully ar- 
ranged for the dispatch and reception of 
the Vice President of the Tsung-li-Yamen: 
State Department officials are significantly 
confident of -the success of the Ambassa- 
dor’s mission, which they think will be ac- 
complished by the ist of January. 

Tt is said that Chang-Yin-Huan would 
probably reach Tokio by Christmas if he 
reached Tien-Tsin to-day, and it is not 
thought that any great delay could occur 
in arriving at a conclusion. It is not be- 
lieved that Japan would consent to re- 
ceive the Ambassador nor China to send 
him unless the preliminaries had been sgat- 
isfactorily arranged by the American rep- 
resentatives. 

The new Ambassador is very well known 
In Washington, where he resided for four 
years, commencing in April, 1886, as the 
Chinese Minister. While here his name was 
printed on the diplomatic list as Chang- 
Yen-Hoon, but the correct spelling ap- 
pears to be Chang-Yin-Huan. 

The Navy Department has received a re- 
port from Admiral Carpenter on the great 
Yalu naval battle in the Chinese war. The 
Admiral’s report clearly shows the great 
value of battle Ships. After describing the 
preliminary evolutions the report continues: 

The Japanese fire was now mainly direct- 
ed against the two battle ships, and it is 
said to have been terrific, the Chen. Yuen 
being hit about 400 times and catching fire 
several times, while the Ting Yuen was 
badly set on fire forward, ,.which was extin- 

uished with difficulty. The Chen Yuen 

ere gallantly placed herself between the 
Japanese vessels and the Ting Yuen, taking 
the fire of the fleet, while her flagship ex- 
tinguished the flames. This manoeuvring 
brought the two Japanese squadrons circling 
in opposite directions, the Chao Yuen sink- 
ing about this time. The Chinese smaller 
ships now commenced escaping to the north- 
ward and westward, and were chased by the 
leading squadron, which succeeded in sink- 
ing the Lai Yuen. The main squadron con- 
tinued the action with the battle ship, but 
although their projectiles hit time and time 
again the fourteen-inch armor was more 
than a match for the Japanese light guns. 
During this stage of the action, (about 3:30 
P. M., the fight having commenced at 12:30 
P. M.,). while the Matsushima and Chen 
Yuen were abreast of each other, a twelve- 
inch shell struck the former’s barbette, do- 
ing much damage, setting her on fire and 
killing and wounding several men. A few 
minutes later the Chin Yuen sank. The 
battle ships then went after the fleeing 


ships, which they joined at 5 P. M., and the 
Japanese suspended battle. 


Naval officers who have stutlied the report 
Geclare that the Chinese battle ships would 
have easily defeated the Japanese fleet had 
their crews been well drilled and had their 
tommanders demonstrated more capability.

Insistent 
and 


Reiteration of Christians 
Protest of Moslem. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 21.—The State De- 
partment has not learned that the Ottoman 
Porte has given the requested sanction for 
Consul Jewett to accompany a commission 
to Armenia as ai independent Commis- 
sioner, as directed by the President, or 
that Turkey has reached any definite con- 
clusion in the matter. It is officially known, 
however, that Minister Terrell is, with his 
usual vigor, pressing the Grand Vizier for 
action on the President’s proposition. It is 
quite clear that up to this time nothing 
has been definitely determined upon _ be- 
tween the Porte and Minister Terrell. 

BOSTON, Dec. 21.—Another description 
of the cruelty to which Armenians are fre- 
quently subjected in their efforts to escape 
from the Sultan’s dominions is related by 
Bedros Keijlk, an Armenian, twenty-two 
years old, who has resided in Boston sever- 
al years. He says: 

_ Until 1889 I lived in my father's home 
in Harpoot. Five years ago I, with my two 
older brothers, started to come to America. 
We had a draft on an Alexandrian bank, 
our baggage, and enough money to reach 
Alexandria. To get to Alexandria we had 
to go first a journey of 450 miles to the 
City of Antab, then take a steamer. We 
journeyed on _ horseback to Antab, and 
reached there in ten days. 

It was necessary to get passports in 
Asia Minor, even to go from one town to 
another, and unless you are a merchant it 
is very difficult to get a passport to go out 
of the country. We did net get passports 
at Harpoot, but hoped to get them at An- 
tab by bribing the officials. We gave the 
officials at Antab as much money as we 
could spare, but it- was not sufficient to 
satisfy them, and we were arrested and 
thrown into prison, After several days we 
were taken out, and, after being hand- 
cuffed, were given over to two zaptie 
(soldiers,) who were, to escort us back to 
Harpoot. 

Twelve Christian prisoners went with 
us. They were Armenians and Bulgarians 
who had been sentenced to serve all their 
lives in the copper mines near Harpoot. 
The zaptie were mounted on good horses 
and well armed, but we were told we would 
have to walk back. A terrible journey, and 
I shall never forget it. We walked about 
forty miles a day. The sun beat down upon 
us, the ground was scorching, but we had 
to march on. 

When we halted we were struck and 
goaded with pointed sticks. In two days 
our boots had been worn off, and the hot 
ground being unbearable we had to tear 
off our clothes and bandage our feet. After 
three days we came to a city, and were 
put in prison again to await fresh soldiers. 

At the City of Belagoog, on the banks 
of the Euphrates River, we had. to stay 
four days. I think this prison was the 
worst we had experienced. On one side of 
it was the river, and there were stone 
walls on the other three sides. All prison- 
ers were put in one great dark hole, no 
distinction being made between murderers, 
thieves, or so-called political prisoners. I 
saw several old men who had been confined 
there for many years. who had not been out- 
side the walls. The atmosphere was ter- 


rible. 

Our baggage had been left behind at 
Antab, and our money was stolen in the 
prison while we were asleep, but we kept 
our draft on the Alexandria bank. At last, 
all bleeding, we came near Harpoot. At 
this place we had friends. The officials 
were bribed to release us, and we were free 
again. 

We were still determined to come to 
America, so we obtained clothes and money, 
and, after we had recovered from our 
wounds, started again. This time we went 
round by the mountains, where by bribing 
the officials we at last obtained passports. 
We took a French steamer to Alexandria, 
and after cashing our draft we sailed to 
New-York. 

Mr. Keljik says he has recently received 
letters from Harpoot, stating that the pris- 
ons there are full of Armenians from the 
surrounding villages, who are unable to pay 
the heavy taxes levied. The crops were 
almost a failure this year, and the little 
grain which was gathered in was burned 
by the Turks. The punishment to delin- 
quent taxpayers is often frightful. 

He tells of an old man unable to pay his 
taxes, who was manacled and fastened upon | 
a raised platform with his face turned to- 
ward the sun; his face and hands were 
smeared with grease, which attracted 
thousands of poisonous bugs and flies. He 
was taken down the next day, but died 
inside of a week. 

PATERSON, N. J., Dec. 21.—Association 
Hall held about 300 persons to-night when 
the mass meeting, held under the auspices 
of the Evangelical Alliance, to protest 
against the atrocities committed by the 
Turkish soldiery in Armenia was called 
to order. 

The Rev. Dr. Charles D, Shaw was cho- 
sen to act as Chairman, and the Rev. Solo- 
mon Parsons officiated as Secretary. In 
taking the chair, Dr. Shaw briefly outlined 
the purpose of the meeting, and introduced 
the Rev. Hervey Wood, who declared that 
the whole civilized world was protesting 
against the barbarous and inhuman butch- 
ery of Christians in Armenia, Statesmen like 
William Ewart Gladstone were emphatic in 
their denunciation. Armenia was ever fore- 
most in proffering help for the suffering. 
The Jews in Russia and the famine-strick- 
en population of Ireland had been assisted 
in their hour of need. England had failed 
in her bounden duty and should be shamed 
into action. f 

The Rev. J, H. Robinson briefly expressed 
his sympathy, and the Rev. J. B. Galla- 
way made an extended and eloquent address, 
describing in a thrilling way the massacre 
at Sassoun. The protest of the Christian 
world should be recorded against such acts 
of unparalleled flendish brutality. The Ar- 
menians were members of the Christian 
family, though they were thousands of miles 
away, and should be guaranteed protection 
from such barbarous practices, 

Drs. Abkarian and M. 8. Gabriel of New- 
York City and the Rey. Dr. Michaelis, the 
latter an eye witness of barbarities com- 
mitted three months ago in Armenia, relat- 
ed incidents of. deviltry which caused the 
audience to shudder with horror, Sheriff 
James Johnston and the Revs. Hervey Wood 
and J. H. Robinson, the Resolutions Com- 
mittee, presented the following, which was 
carried by a rising vote: 

Resolved, That we, citizens of Paterson 
and vicinity, in mass meeting assembled, 
extend our warmest sympathy to the Chris- 
tian people of Armenia, who have again and 
again been plundered, violated, and killed 
for their religious faith, with no prospect 
of redress or of any cessation of the out- 
rages to which they are subject under 
Turkish rule, except through the interven- 
tion of the great Christian powers, ‘There- 
fore, we call upon the signatory powers of 
the treaty of Berlin to enforce without fur- 
ther delay the provisions of the sixty-first 
article of said treaty, and we call particu- 
larly upon the British Government to fulfill 
the obligations which it further assumed 
by the Cyprus convention and provide such 
measures which will render the repetition 
of similar outrages and slaughters impossi- 
ble in the Turkish domain. , 

Resolved, That we earnestly appeal to 
our Government to take, in the name of our 
common humanity, all the measures possi- 
ble in order to suppress the civil and relig- 
ious persecution for which the Turkish Gov- 
ernment is responsible, and that we urge 
immediate and effective consideration of 
these resolutions. 

Resolved, That a certified copy of these 
resolutionS’ be sent to the President of the 
United States, with the request that the 
same be communicated through the Depart- 
ment of State to the representatives of the 
signatory powers. 

Dr, Cutujian of New-York was then in- 
troduced, and in a graphic, interesting way 
he portrayed the intolerance of the rks. 
Reading a letter received this morning from 
Armenia, a story was detailed of 200 
women, giris, and children who fled to 
the mountains to escape the brutal sol- 
diery. They were pursued, and _ the 
wife of Missionary Kirkinos, ascending 
a steep eminence overlooking a precipice, 
called upon her sisters to choose death 
rather than dishonor, and precipitated her- 
self to the rocks, 300 feet below. All but 
three of the heroic women followed. These 
were captured and killed by pouring boiling 
water on their heads, while they were cru- 
cified with stakes driven in the ground. Dr. 
Cutujian has recently returned from Arme- 
nia, and was earnestly requested to deliver 
a lecture here on the conclusion of his inter- 
esting description. 

LONDON, Dec. 21.—A meeting was held 
in the Moslem oniony of London to-day, at 
which it was resolved to address a memorial 
to. Lord Kimberley, Forelgn Recretary, ro- 
testing against the yroee misrepresentations 
of Moslem law and religion made for po- 
litical purp6ses in connection with the al- 
leged Armenian atrocities. 

VIENNA, Dec. 21,—-A man) named Popa- 
gin, who was imprisoned as an Anarchist 


in Bucharest some time ago, has. proved to 
be an Armenian agitator. He confessed 
yesterday that he was a member of a wide- 
Spread conspiracy which was designed to 
overthrow rkish rule in Armenia and 
make the province independent. His state- 
ments have implicated several other Arme- 
nians, who have been arrested... 

CONSTANTINOPLE, Dec. 21.—The Gov- 
ernment denies the report spread by Arme- 
nians that the Bishop of Moosh has been 
arrested, 

ODESSA, Dec. 21.—Russian newspapers 
print a London despatch to the effect that 
the Duke of Teck has been mentioned as 
a possible Prince of Armenia in case ‘that 
province be made autonomous. 


ACCIDENTS TO THREE VESSELS. 


Steamer Munster Injured in Collision 
in the Dark in the Channel, 


ANTWERP, Dec. 21.—The German steam- 
er Canadia, Capt. Halm, at Antwerp, from 
Baltimore, encountered a gale on Dec. 9, 
during the prevalence of which some of 
her cattle pens were smashed. 

LONDON, Dee, 21.—The British ship Roy- 
al George, Capt. Taggart, which sailed 
hence Dec. 19 for San Francisco, has re- 
turned, haying lost her port rails and miz- 
zen rigging in collision with the British 
steamer Bengal. The Jatter vessel sustained 
no material damage and proceeded on her 
voyage. 

The steamer Munster, conveying the mails 
and a full complement of passengers from 
Holyhead to Kingstown, came into collision 
in the Channel at an early hour this morn- 
ing with an unknown steamer, The stran-. 
ger struck the Munster on the port side, 
carrying away her port wheel, and vanished 
in the darkness. The shock disarranged 
the wires on board the Munster, extinguish- 
ing her electric lights. There was great 
consternation among the passengers and the 
confusion was increased by the fact that 
the boat was in such total darkness that 
the extent of the damage sustained could 
not be readily ascertained. The Munster, 
completely disabled, drifted about in a per- 
ilous position for several hours. Some time 
after daylight she was sighted by a yes- 
sel, which came to her assistance,and towed 
her to Holyhead. Several of the passengers 
and crew were hurt by flying splinters, but 
none of them was seriously injured. 


NICARAGUA CANAL ENTERPRISE. 


Confidence that It May Be Successful 
Without American Aid. 


LONDON, Dec. 21.—John R. Bartlett, 
Chairman of the Stockholders’ Reorganiza- 
tion Committee of the Nicaragua Canal, in 
an interview to-day said that the whole of 
the Nicaragua shares at his disposal had 
been taken in England. He said he could 
have sold many times the amount of shares 
he possessed had they been available; that 
he will sail for New-York next week to or- 
ganize a new construction company and 
complete arrangements to place the securi- 
ties of the company in the United. States 
and Europe; that active work upon the 
canal will begin soon, and that there will 
necessarily be a short delay in awaiting 
the report from the London committee, 
‘among whose members are some of the 
ablest of the leading English politicians, 
scientists, engineers, and shipowners.’”’ The 
result of his visit here, Mr, Bartlett says, 
has been so satisfactory that there is noth- 
ing left to be done, ‘“‘ and the building of the 
canal, with or without the assistance of the 
United States Congress, has become a cer- 
tainty.”’ 


Powell Succeeds Prof. Froude, 


LONDON, Dec. 21.—Frederick York Pow- 
ell has been appointed Regius Professor 
of Modern History at Oxford. He takes the 
place left vacant by the death of James 
Anthony Froude. 


Mr. Powell was graduated at Christ 
Church, Oxford, in 1872; called to the 
bar at the Middle Temple; a law lecturer 
at Christ Church; a historical lecturer at 
Trinity College; the editor of ‘English His- 
tory from Contemporary Writers,’’ and is 
the author of several valuable works, 
among which are *‘ Early England Up To 
the Norman Conquest,” ‘‘ Old Stories from 
British History,’’ and ‘“ History of England 
for the Use of Middle Forms of Schools.” 


Convicted of Fraud by Hypnotism. 


MUNICH, Dee. 21.—The trial of Czestans 
Czynski, the teacher of languages and 
lecturer on mesmerism,: who was arrested 
a short time ago, charged with hypnotizing 
the wealthy Countess Zedlitz at Neukirch 
and compelling her to marry him, ended 
yesterday in his conviction. The trial lasted 
several days, and a large number of wit- 
nesses was examined, including several 
specialists in hypnotism. Czynski was con- 
victed of offending public order, and also 
of forgery. He was also charged with im- 
morality, but of that charge he was ac- 
quitted. The court sentenced him to three 
years’ imprisonment. 


Sentence of a German Spy. 


PARIS, Dec. 21.—Von Schoeneback, the 
former cavalry officer in the German Army 
who was arrested five weeks ago charged 
with espionage, was condemned to-day to 


five years’ imprisonment by default. Von 
Schoeneback, who was at liberty on bail, 
surrendered himself to the authorities in 
order to obtain a new trial when he should 
have completed the preparation of his line 
of defense. 


Vatican Appeals to the Powers, 


ROME, Dec, 21.—The Pope has addressed 
a confidential message to the Cabinets of 
the several European powers calling atten- 
tion to the troubles in Italy and inviting 
the support of the powers in the event of 
complications.

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“TO BENEFIT THE SHIP OWNERS 


AN IMPORTANT MEASURE REPORT- 
ED TO THE HOUSE. 


It Proposes to Reduce the Net Tou- 
nage of Vessels, Thus Working 
a Saving in, Registry Fees. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 21.— The House 
Committee on Merchant Marine and Fish- 
eries to-day ordered a favorable report upon 
@ measure of great importance to those en- 
gaged in the shipping trade. 

The bill removes the present limits of 5 
per cent. for crew space and of 50 per cent. 
for all deductions, including propelling 
power. The removal of these limitations 
conduces to the comfort and health of 
crews and to the construction of speedy ves- 
sels. It prescribes that spaces for the 
berthing of the crew shall be constructed 
and cared for with regard to the health and 
comfort of its members. There is now no 
statutory regulation in this country govern- 
ing the construction and space of the quar- 
ters of the crew. The various deductions 
for propelling power, sail room, navigation 
spaces, &c., correspond with the deductions 
permitted by Great Britain and Norway 
and other nations. 

It is proposed that the bill shall go into 
The 
owners of vessels having taken out docu- 
ments before that date are thereafter to 


have the option of availing themselves of 
its benefits or retaining their present certifi- 
cates of measurement. Provision is made 
for an international appendix designed to 
give American vessels in foréign ports the 
full advantage of any decrease in net ton- 
nage which may be established hereafter 
by the laws of other nations. Under the 
French law net tonnage is considerably 
lower than under the British law, and by 
means of the instrument proposed the 
Treasury Department can secure for Ameri- 
can vessels any benefit which may accrue 
from modifications of foreign measurement 
laws. This provision has been incorporated 
in a distinct bill, (House Regular 8,712,) 
which has already been reported by the 
committee. ‘ 

A prominent member of the committee, in 
discussing the bill, said that the measure- 
ment laws of the United States are based 
on the measurement laws of Great Britain, 
put, since their enactment May 6, 1864, and 
amendment Aug. 5, 1882, the law of Great 
Britain has been modified in various par- 
ticulars, suggested by changes and advances 
in methods of ship building. Other maritime 
nations, aS a rule, have followed this ex- 
ample, but this country has made no ad- 
vance since 1882. The bill brings the laws 
of the United States into substantial accord 
with the laws of Great Britain and other 
powers. It does not materially affect gross 
tonnage, but makes considerable reductions 
in net tonnage. Net tonnage is the basis 
on which many navigation charges are 
imposed, both at home and abroad. The 
net tonnage of a steamship, ascertained ac- 
cording to the present law of the United 
States, is much greater than the net ton- 
nage of the same vessel ascertained accord- 
ing to the law of Great Britain. Conse- 
quently under the law of the United States 
a vessel is required at home and abroad to 
pay heavier charges in so far as such 
charges are based on net tonnage. 

While other nations allow an American 
vessel to be measured according to their 
respective laws and thus to obtain the ben- 
efit of lower net_tonnage and lower taxes, 
still this involves delay and expense, and 
the custom of American masters appears 
to be to pay charges on the tonnage stated 
in their American registers. ‘ 

The reduction of net tonnage proposed 
by this bill will, in effect, reduce the oper- 
ating expenses of every American vessel en- 
gaged hereafter in foreign trade.

CUP RACE IS ASSURED 


Yachtsmen on Both Sides of the Atlan- 
tic Are Confident. 


MEETING OF THE SQUADRON CALLED 


“Will Ratify the Challenge January 5 
— Opinions of ex-Commodore 
J. D. Smith and Lord 


Dunraven. 


The agreement on the part of the Cup 
Committee to make the date of the first 
race eight months from the date of the 
Royal Yacht Squadron’s notice that they 
indorse the deed of gift, has pleased the 
British yachtsmen very much, and partic- 
ularly Lord Dunraven. H. Maitland Kersey 
received a cablegram yesterday from Lord 
Dunraven which said that a meeting of 
the Royal Yacht Squadron had been called 
for Jan. 5, and that the terms of the chal- 
lenge would then be discussed. Mr, Ker- 
sey at once telegraphed the contents of 
the message to Commodore James D. 
Smith, at Stamford. ° 

Mr. Kersey now thinks that there will be 
@ yacht race next year. Speaking of the 
outlook at present, he said: ‘‘It is my opin- 
jon that there will be a race for the Amer- 
ica’s Cup next year. I firmly believe that 
at the meeting of the members of the 
Royal Yacht Squadron called for Jan. 5 
the challenge willbe ratified. The Amer- 
ica’s Cup Committee has shown such a 
sportsmanlike spirit and has really done 
so much to bring about a race that I am 
-convinced that the Royal Yacht Squadron 
will agree to sign a receipt for the cup, if 
won by their representative, and hold it 
in accordance witth the provisions of the 
deed of gift of 1887.” 

Commodore James D. Smith was seen at 
his home at Stamford, and he, too, said he 
was confident that there would be an in- 
ternational race next September. He said: 


“The cable message to-day from Lord 
Dunraven to Kersey, announcing that the 
Royal Yacht Squadron will be called to- 
gether Jan. 5, shows that they have acted 
early on our message of yesterday, which 
was our ultimatum, but unless there is 
something in their by-laws preventing a call 
for a meeting at an earlier date, it should 
not take fifteen days, @ecause the earlier 
we have the decision he better for us, 
since we gave them eight months instead 
of ten. But, to be sure not to hurry them, 
We gave them till Jan. 15. 

‘“‘T am aware that the press of the coun- 
try had about concluded there was 
not much chance for a_  =*race, _ but, 
knowing it was quite an_ intelligent 
body of yachtsmen on each end of 
the line, one side asking everything and 
the other side wines to ant what it 
could, reasonably, fairly, and loyally to the 
“New-York Yacht Club, I thought they 
would at length get together. They may 
ask something else, but I don’t know what 
it could be. You know it is not easy to 
think of everything at one time when one 
has determined to ask for a great many 
things, as has been the case with British 
yachtsmen in this challenge business. Still, 
they may have gotten through with their 
requests, which, if so, brings us much near- 
er a match than ever before during the 
present negotiations, 

“We have granted many requests to 
make a race, but take my word for it that 
under the present régime that cup, if won, 
will be receipted for and held under the 
deed of gift of 1887, and that will be agreed 
to before we start, too, or there will be no 
race. My decided opinion is that there will 
be a race in 1895.” 

All that has to be done now is for the 
Royal Yacht Squadron to agree to sign the 
necessary receipt for the cup, should the 
Valkyrie win, and then both the challengers 
and the challenged will have their yachts 
‘built as soon as possible. 

There has been some talk of another syn- 
dicate being formed by New-York yachts- 
men to build a second boat for the defense 
of the cup. R. Suydam Palmer, who was 
one of the Pilgrim syndicate, has agreed 
to put up $18,000 if four other yachtsmen 
will agree to put up as much each. This 
would only make $90,000, and this would 
not enough to build and race a ninety- 
footer. f Mr. Palmer is not successful in 
organizing the syndicate he will probably 
join with the Iselin-Belmont syndicate. 


THINKS THERE WILL BE A RACE 


Lord Dunraven Says Eight Months’ 
Agreement Changes the Situation. 


LONDON. Dec. 21.—In an interview with a re- 
porter for The Field, Lord Dunraven said to-day: 

“*A cablegram which I received yesterday from 
New-York contains an acceptance of the chal- 
lenge to race eight months from date. This 
alters the whole situation. I think now that 
there will be a race.’’ 

As to the receipt for the cup, Lord Dunraven’s 
utterances were very reserved, since this is a 
club question. 

If the Royal Yacht Squadron should decide to 
adhere to the committee’s decision of 1889, name- 
ly, not to back the challenge if a new deed of 
gift must be accepted, there would be no race. 
But if it should adopt the deed and accept the 
challenge under the mutual agreement clause on 


the same terms to which the New-York Club 
now agree, there would be a race. 

The Field will say to-morrow of the latter 
statement: 

*““We consider this course perfeetly satis- 
factory; only the terms must be set forth pre- 
cisely in the deed. The New-York Club ought 
to get legal opinion on the question whether its 
present liberal interpretation of the mutual 
agreement clause is allowable. As the case now 
stands, according to the New-York Club, every- 
thing contained in the deed can be waived—in 
fact, the race can be arranged as if no deed ex- 
isted. We feel sure that the mutual agree- 
ment clause never meant this. If it did, two 
clubs could agree to race one-raters, and we 
could send the boat aboard a steamer across the 
ocean, or could even build it in the United 
States. 

“The New-York Club should say authorita- 
tively what it regards as allowable under this 
clause. Its interpretation can then be attached 
to the deed as suggestions short of destroying 
the deed, which a club with a mistaken sense of 
amour propre declines to do. We do not see 
any other way out of the difficulty. The position 
certainly is more hopeful, and we trust the 
Royal Yacht Squadron will accept the deed, sub- 
ject to the conditions mentioned.’’ 

Lord Dunraven has informed The Field that 
the design of the new Valkyrie has not yet been 
decided on, although it is doubtless pretty well 
thought out. The material has not been ordered. 
This, remarks The Field, disproves the New- 
York Club’s assumption that Lord Dunraven had 
an advantage in time over the cup defenders. 

The St. James’s Gazette says a race is now 
Virtually assured. 


COMMITTEE ACTED WISELY. 


Boston Yachtsmen Say America’s Cup 
Should Not Be Belittled. 


BOSTON, Dec. 21.—The general opinion among 
yachtsmen in Boston is that the America’s Cup 
Committee has acted wisely. It has met Lord 
Dunraven in a most liberal way. The action of 
the committee in holding out for a receipt under 
the full terms of the deed meets with hearty ap- 
proval. All attempts to belittle the America’s 
Cup are strongly condemned. 

Gen. C. J. Paine says: ‘*I have the utmost 
confidence in the good judgment of the America’s 
Cup Committee. The members know whether 
they can get ready to meet Dunraven in eight 
months better than I do. As to the deed of 

, there can, of course, be but one opinion. 

here should be no race unless under its pro- 

visions. I am pleased that the prospects of a 
Tace seem so good.”’ 

Gen. Paine declined to say whether he would 
enter the Jubilee as a cup defender or whether 
another Boston yacht would be built for the 
contest. 

Charles Francis Adams, second, prominent as 
an amateur yachtsman, expressed himself much 
pleased at the outlook for 1895, and he thought 
that the America’s Cup Committee had shown 
great wisdom. 

Another prominent yachtsman says: ‘‘As I 
read the les between Secretary Grant and the 
New-York Yacht Club, the former assumes more 
power than he really has. On Aug. 4, 1889, he 
reissued a challenge from Lord Dunraven after 
it was withdrawn, and now he says the Royal 
Yacht Squadron will not demand the cup if Lord 
Dunraven wins, and in the next cable he says 
the squadron will hold a special meeting to see 
if it shall give a receipt for the cup. Mr. Grant is 
Secretary, and he should be careful not to act 
outside his authority. It is better to wait for 
the meeting of the ' squadron before taking 
Grant’s cables too seriously.” 


NEW YACHTS TO BE BUILT. 


‘A Big Steamer for R. H. White—Com- 
modore Brown’s Schooners. 


BATH, Me., Dec. 21.—The Bath Iron Works 
made a contract yesterday to build a steel steam 
yacht for R. H. White of Boston. The yacht 
will be. in design and finish a reproduction in 
‘most respects of the Slater yacht Dleanor, meas- 


151 feet over all, 120.4 feet on the load water 
line, and 22.6 feet beam, having 11 feet mean 
draught. . 

The vessel will be finished in mahogany and 
other choice woods, equipped with steam steer- 
ing gear, electric lights, powerful blowers for 


artificial ventilation, steam windlass, and all the 
latest ideas in marine architecture. She will 
have triple-expansion engines of 14, 21, and 34 
inch cylinders, with 24-inch stroke, developing 
700 horse power and giving the vessel a speed of 
sixteen miles per hour. Steam will be generated 
by three-furnace Scotch boilers of a working 
pressure of 160 pounds. 

The hull will be divided into six water-tight 
compartments, with air-tight bulkheads. The 
masts will be 75 feet in height, and will spread 
enough canvas to enable her to navigate easily 
under sail alone. The vessel will be completed 
in; about a year. 

TOMS RIVER, N. J., Dec. 21.—William P. 
Kirk, the boat builder, has received a contract 
to design and construct a schooner yacht for 
Francis S. Brown, Commodore of the Philadel- 
phia Yacht Club. The vessel will be 63 feet 4 
inches long, with 45 feet on the water line, 17 
feet beam, and 4 feet 6 inches draught. The 
boat will be built in modern style, with a centre- 
board and nine tons of lead keel ballast. The 
interior of the vessel will be finished in mahog- 
any. The schooner will register about 25 tons. 


FOURNIL FAR IN THE LEAD. 


He Played Brilliantly and Made the 
Best Run of the Match, 176. 


Fournil was in magnificent form last evening 
when he met Gallagher in the fifth of their six- 
evenings billiard play at the balk-line game.

CAUCUS OF DEMOCRATIC ALDERMEN-ELECT 


The Action Taken Not Made Public— 
O’Brien Democrats Absent. 


The fourteen Tammany Aldermen-elect 
held a caucus late yesterday afternoon in 
the Council Chamber to arrange plans for 
action next year, chiefly in relation to the 
organization of the board. 

The new board will be made up: of 14 
Tammany men, 14 Republicans, and Thom- 
as Dwyer of the Eighth Assembly District 
and Joseph Schilling of the Twenty-fourth 
District, who are classed as O’Brien Demo- 
crats. John Jeroloman, the President-elect, 
is a member of the State Democracy. 

The Tammany men sent invitations to 
Messrs. Jeroloman, Dwyer, and Schilling to 
attend the caucus as Democrats, but they 
did not respond. The men who were at the 
caucus were very secretive as to what took 


. place. 


Alderman Brown presided, and a commit- 
tee of five was appointed, probably to see 
what can be done toward securing a share 
of the patronage upon the organization of 
the board. 

It is evident that the two O’Brien Demo- 
crats are in possession of the situation. W. 
M. K. Olcott, who is to be the leader of the 
Republican members of the board, said that 
he was informed as to the steps being taken 
by the Tammany men, but that he was sat- 
isfied that the epublicans would organize 
the board. 

Alderman Jacob Wund said after he came 
out of the caucus that Chief Clerk Michael 
F. Bldke should be continued in his place 
on account of his experience with its re- 
quirements. 

It has been suggested that the fourteen 
Tammany men may seek to prevent the 
passage of resolutions requiring the. ex- 
penditure of money. Such resolutions re- 
quire a two-thirds vote. Some Republicans 
have already talked of getting the Legislat- 
ure to change this provision. 

While the caucus was in session the death 
of Alderman Cornelius Flynn was an- 
nounced, and an adjournment was taken on 
that account,

DOCK COMMISSIONERS NEGLIGENT 


An Official Report Says the City Has 


Lost Many Thousands of Dollars 
Through Carelessness. 


A report upon the accounts of the Dock 
Department was submitted to Mayor Gilroy 
yesterday by Commissioners of Accounts 
Charles G. F. Wahle and Edward Oliver. 

The examination of the receipts and ex- 
penditures of the department was made 
pursuant to directions, and covers the pe- 
riod from May 31, 1891, to April 30, 1894. 
The Commissioners also checked the ex- 
penditures and vouchers back to April 30, 
1888. 

The receipts and expenditures for the last 
three years, ending in each instance on 
April 30, were:

The amounts expended to acquire prop- 
erty during’ the same years were: 1892, 
$7,848.93; 1893, $1,079,653.12; 1894, $782,265.63. 

The method of collecting wharfage, the 
Commissioners declare, is loose and unsatis- 
factory, and should receive much consid- 
eration, as the Dockmasters are careless 
about making collections. For the year 
1893 there is still due the department for 
wharfage $7,880.60. From 1879 to April 30, 
1885, there is still unpaid $9,214.37, which 
has been improperly charged off by the 
Dock Commissioners by an act in excess of 
their powers. By negligence $17,094.97 has 
been lost to the department, the report says. 

The Dock Commissioners, the report de- 
clares, have been negligent In enforcing the 
law, and the methods pursued have re- 
sulted in the following Dockmasters being 
in arrears in their accounts: George A. 
Woods, Charles 8. Coye, E. Abeel, John J. 
Ryan, J. A. Monaghan, W. F. Coggéshall, 
B. F. Kenny, Maurice Stack, Joseph Mee- 
han, Charles Park, James J. eming, 
Thomas P. Walsh, and John J. Martin. 

The total gross revenue from leased prop- 
erty and wharfage from May 1, 1870, to 
April 80, 1894, was $25,044,142.71; the total 
expenditures during the same period were 
$25,579,614.21; from which it appears that 
the department is nearly self-supporting. 

The inaccurate method of keeping the 
wharfage accounts has made it impossible 
to show what the deficiencies actually are. 
Lapses occur in the accounts of Woods, 
Abeel, Ryan, Kenny, Coggeshall, Stack, 
Meehan, Carson, Monaghan, Walsh, Mar- 
tin, and Peck. There is no means of dis- 
covering how great the shortage is. 

There are unpaid judgments for wharfage 
and rents amounting to $121,457.46. 

The Commissioners of Accounts say: ‘‘We 
insist that the Dock Department establish 
such rules and regulations as will enable 
it to keep a proper check upon the re- 
turns of the Dockmasters, so as to avoid 
a repetition of the deficiences, as we 
have herein pointed out. The failure to dis- 
cover them is evidence of carelessness, just 
as the fact of their existence shows laches 
on behalf of the Dockmasters.”’ 


Mrs. Gougar Wants a Retrial. 


BOSTON, Dec. 21.—Mrs. Helen M. Gougar 
wants a retrial of her libel suit against 
Congressman Elijah A. Morse, in which a 
jury, a few weeks ago, gave a verdict for 
the defendant. A motion to this effect was 


argued before Judge Putnam, in the United 
States Circuit Court to-day. The legal point 
involved is whether or not it was essential 
for the plaintiff to prove her good reputa- 
tion as a public speaker. If a retrial is 
granted, it will probably be stipulated that 
aere, if secured, must be merely nomi- 
nal.

Proprietors Strongly Arrayed Against 


the Aldermen’s Resolution.: 


PRIVATE RIGHTS INVADED, THEY SAY 


Privilege to Keep One Public Car- 
riage in Front of Hotels Would 
Be Unjust and an Out- 
rage, They Maintain. 


The hotel men of New-York are confident 
that if justice and right prevail, Mayor Gil- 
roy will not sign the resolution passed by 
the Board of Aldermen allowing public cab- 
men to keep staneing in front of any hotel, 
one cab at a time 

The New-York City Hote] Men’s Associa- 
tion is to have a hearing on the question 


next Wednesday, and its members are cer- 
tain that the arguments they will offer 
will convince the Mayor that he should not 
sign the resolution. 

The proprietors of leading hotels were in- 
terviewed by a reporter for The New-York 
Times, and from them opinions were .ob- 
tained as to the effect the resolution would 
have on their business. 

Ernest Dorval,, President of the company 
that owns the St. James, Broadway and 
Twenty-sixth Street, declared that the 
signing of the resolution. would be an out- 
Tage. 

“The cabmen of this heuse,” he said, 
“have been here for*many years. The 
man who now ‘owns the. stand succeeded 
his father, and both have been in control 
at least twenty years. Our, patrons, are 
now sure that when they take a cab at our 
door they are safe and comfortable. They 
order carriages at the office, and we see 
that they are satisfied. There is no confu- 
sion and no interference. ° 

“Tf even one ‘hawk’ is allowed to stand 
in front of our doors at. once comes,confu- 
sion and lack of safety. As it is naw, we 
have men we can trust. As it will be if 
this resolution is signed, we will have men 
who must be distrusted, because ‘hawks’ 
are proverbial seekers after everything 
there can possibly be in their business. 

“A guest can now goto our carriages 
and avoid the annoyance of a crowd seek- 
ing his patronage. If the resolution passes 
. he is liable to get a regular Grand Central 


Station hackmen’s welcome, and for this, of | 


course, he will blame the hotel., 

“Then, too, supposing something is. lost 
or stolen from a carriage. Now’ *~we can 
trace things, and in case of theft the man 
who owns the stand must settle. Under the 
proposed plan there is no redress. 

“Public hackmen do a’ public business 
and carry all sorts of people without ques- 
tion. Supposing they carry: to a hospital a 
person suffering with a contagious disease. 
They do not use any of the precautions 
necessary to make their vehicles safe after 
such a passenger has left. Are we to have 
any such carriers of death germs in front 
ef our hotels? The Mayor may put them 


there, but he has no right to, and as far as 
the St. James is concerned I will see that 
any one of our guests who wants a carriage 
is escorted by one of our employes to a car- 
riage that we know something about.” 

At the Cambridge, Fifth Avenue and 
Thirty-third Street, there is an illustration 
even now of the way things will be should 
the Mayor give victory to the cabmien. In 
Thirty-third Street there are lines of cab- 
men all day and far into the night. 
Two of the lines are stationary, and the 
cabs in them are private. One is ‘of* car- 
riages attached to the’.Waldorf, .dnd one 
of the vehicles of the Cambridge. Another 
is. a «moving line, and its patrol is through 
Thirty-third Street, up or dOéwn Fifth Ave- 
nue, and back. 

H. A. Walter, son of Proprietor Henry 
Walter, said to the reporter: 

“If this resolution receives the Mayor’s 
signature, things will be much worse than 
anything you can see outside now. It is 
bad enough as it is, but none of these. out- 
side cabmen has the right to stop. If they 
had that right, it would simply be a case 
of. come early, get a good place, and stay 
until a fare is secured by competition with 
©ur men. Then there would be a race of all 
the public cabmen to get the vacant place. 

“We now have difficulty in keeping our 
antrances free from competing cabmen. It 
would be worse if the Mayor should sign 
this resolution.’’ 

L. E. Fuller of the Buckingham said: ‘If 
Mayor Gilroy signs that resolution it will 
be an outrage. The City Government has 
no right to give to cabmen the privilege of 
standing in front of a hotel. O. Mills 
has the house on the opposite corner. Has 
the City Government a right to give to pub- 
lic cabmen tle privilege of standing in 
front’ of his house and taking chances on 
his custom? We have as much right as 
have the owners of private, houses to say 
who shall do our business.” 

R. W. Frost, who manages the Broadway 
Central for Tilly Haynes, said: 

‘*T don’t see how the Mayor can possibly 
give his approval to such an unjust reso- 
lution. There is no equity in it. However, 
the Hotel Men’s Association has discovered 
that there is very little equity for hotel 
keepers unless somebdy is on the watch 
all the time. Why, if the association was 
not on guard in Albany and New-York, 
there would be legislation of such a charac- 
ter that every hotel proprietor here would 
be driven out of business. 

‘“As to the matter of cabs, it is just the 
same as it is in the matter of private 
trucks. Supposing the Mayor and Alder- 
men should pass a-resolution giving to 
public truckmen the. right to stah in 
front of the big wholesale places that own 
or control their trucks, would there be 
any equity in that? We hotel. men stand 
in-exactly the same position. If the Hotel 
Men’s Association is beaten it will not 
surrender.”’ ‘ 

Gen. Ferdinand P. Earle of the Nor- 
mandie, said: 

“Tt can’t believe there is any possibility 
of the Mayor signing this resolution. It is 
all injustice. We know and can trust our 
drivers now, and they are responsible. We 
know that if a woman or a child is to go 
for a drive, we can safely put them in a 
cab driven by one of our men. Can we do 
that if ‘hawks’ are allowed to locate at 
and patrol by our doors? They can‘t hurt 
us much, however, because all our car- 
riages come to the side door, and, as I un- 
derstand it, the public men will have no 
right to stand theré, and. anyway we ‘will 
see that our guests go’ to carriagés*that we 
can recommend.”’ ; : 

John McKay of the Oriental “has had ex- 
perience with cabmen in-Bostom; ‘where, he 
says, there is decency about the control of 
cabs: 

“T know what the passage of this reso- 
lution will mean to me,” he said, “ because 
J get illustrations of it every opera night 
when I have to fight to clear an entrance 
to my hotel for people who want to come 

ere. 

** But the worst thing about it will be the 
absolute lack of safety for our guests. 
When they give an order to us for a car- 
riage they know they will be all right. We 
give them a ticket. They do not have to 
pay the cabman, and consequently there is 
no wrangling at the end of the journey as 
to the fare. Our men are responsible for 
losses, and @ly last week we had a case 
where the proprietor of our stand settled 
for an article that was stolen from one of 
his carriages. 

‘“Then, too, strangers in the city will 
suffer if ‘hawks’ are allowed to fight for 
fares in front of our house. As it is now 
we can tell our men to look out for their 
fares, and feel perfectly satisfied that they 
will be excellent guardians.”’ 

The hotel men propose to make a good 
showing of argument next Wednesday, and, 
should they then be defeated, will continue 
the fight to the end. ®

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Merchants. Think the Spanish Minister's Ex- 


planation — Is Misleading — Early 


Change in Duties Looked For. 


Minister Murnaga’s interview, published 
in dispatches from Washington yesterday, 
in which he held that Spain had not un- 
justly discriminated against the United 
States in imposing high duties against 
goods from this country, was closely read 
here yesterday by merchants interested 
in the West India trade. 

They reached the conclusion that tne 
Minister had spoken as a diplomat and 
that his utterances did not modify the dis- 
tinct assurance from Cuba that the Span- 
ish Cortez would change the new schedule 
so that trade might be resumed. 

The Minister’s statement that Spanisa 
duties on American goods averaged only 40 
per cent. -was said by merchants to be per- 
haps literally true, but wholly misleading. 
As a whole, the schedule might average 40 
per cent., but im the chief articles of ex- 
port, constituting the bulk of trade, rates 
were much higher. In provisions they ran 
about 70 per cent., and in flour.100 per cent. 


Provisions and flour have outclassed ali 
other exports to Cuba. Exports of lard for 
September, Octuber, and November of this 
year were. 2,312,475 pounds, against 9,2ts,- 
260 pounds for the same months last year, 
and 9,970,980 pounds for the same months 
in 1892. The falling off this year came 
after Spain had imposed a duty of 4% cents 
per pound on lard, while the price here has 
been about 7 cents per pound. Cubans 
could not pay 11% cents per pound for it. 
Exports of flour. since Spain put on the 
present duty of $4.75 per barrel have ceased 
entirely. ‘ 

Merchants believe that Spain will rémove 
the high duties because of self-interest, re- 
gardless of other motives. Stocks of Amer- 
ican provisions in Cuba have run low and 
buyers wish to replenish: Their trade has 
become accustomed to American goods and 
demands them, not being satisfied with 
substitutes... Another reason for believing 
that obnoxious duties will be removed is 
that YO per cent. of the Cuban sugar crop 
is marketed here. If the market were 
withdrawn or made hard for Cuban sugar, 
that island would be in danger of bank- 
ruptey. 

While the President has no present in- 
tention to recommend or enforce reprisals, 
merchants think that Spain will not take 
the chances of conditions that might pro- 
voke a change of purpose in this respect.

READING MATTERS. 


Wanamaker’s Letter Relative to His 
Candidacy for President. 


Following is the text of John Wanamak- 
er’s letter in response to the request of the 
Clews committee that he become a candi- 
date for the Présidency of the Philadelphia 
and Reading Railroad: 

I beg to say that I thank you for your 
letter, and that it is true that petitions 
from New-York and Philadelphia to me 
on the subject of the Reading Railroad 
Company have been received, which, while 
very complimentary, are mainly signed by 
bondholders, It is proper for me to say 
that I am not now largely interested finan- 
cially. in the Reading system, though I 
have for twenty-five years believed the 
property to be a valuable one and capable 
of successful operation unless further load- 
ed with unnecessary debt and otherw.se 
hampered. .So far as I can judge, however, 
of the present situation, the stockholders, 
saye a few, have concluded their stock to 
be Of too little value for them to take the 
trouble of serious effort in reorganizing the 
compary. 

My interest. in the Reading problem, 
apart from its great importance commer- 
clally, has been wholly because of the 
pressure of fellow-citizens, who have urged 
upon me what they felt to be a claim of 
public duty, and I can only say now that 
thus fur the stockholders have not made 
the way plain for the performance of any 
such duty. 

James B Clews, in commenting on the 
genergl Reading situation yesterday, said: 
“T believe that no plan of reorganization 
that contemplates the annulment of. the 
stock-voting privileges will be successful. 
The only real value attached to a non-divi- 
dend: stock.is its power once a year to elect 
a Board of Managers. I am told that the 
reorganization committee is now consider- 
ing the advisability of modifying their plan 
to meet the wishes of the security holders 
in this respect. The 5. per cent. collateral 
bonds offered to the shareholders are an 
undoubted security, and, no doubt, would be 
liberally subscribed to by them in prefer- 
ence to paying a 8 per cent. assessment, if 
the non-vouing clause were eliminated. As 
for entering a decree of foreclosure under 
the terms of the general mortgage by the 
minority holders,: that need not worry any 
one.”’ 


Binghamton and State Line Road, 


BINGHAMTON, N._ Y., Dec. 21.—The 
Binghamton and State Line Railroad Com- 
pany, which has begun the construction of 
a road to connect this city and Williams- 
port, Penn.,’ is experiencing considerable 
difficulty in securing the right of way over 
the proposed route. on account of the ex- 
orbitant figures demanded by property own- 
ers. The line as surveyed is exceedingly 
tortuous, owing to the roughness of the 
country which it traverses. 

The projectors of the road are now con- 
sidering the advisability of using electricity 
instead of steam as a motive power, as an 
electric line could be operated on much 


steeper grades, and the distance thus con- 
siderably shortened. If the project is car- 
ried out, the new roed will be the first rail- 
way of any length to be operated by elec- 
tricity, and’ Binghamton, which was the 
first city in the State to operate an elec- 
tric street railway, will also gain the 
honor of being the pioneer in tne long- 
distance electrical movement. 


Boston and Maine’s Earnings. 


BOSTON, Dec. 21.—The. Directors of the 
Boston and Maine Railroad Company have 
declared the regular quarterly dividend of 
1% per cent., payable Feb. 15 to stock- 
holders of record Jan. 15. President Tuttle 
says that, reckoning from July 1, the be- 
ginning of the company’s fiscal year, the 
company has earned in five months its 
five months’ interest and sinking fund, and 
the twelve months’ dividend of 6 per cent. 

President Tuttle says that the earnings of 
the company are increasing, particularly in 


the freight traffic, and that this increase and 
the reduction of operating expenses are ac- 
countable for the good showing made. A 
Director of the comvany says that, in ad- 
dition to earning 6 per cent. on the stock 
since July 1, there was a surplus of be- 
tween $50,000 and $75,000 carried forward.

DR. M’GLYNN MAY HAVE A PARISH SOON 


His Friends Expect an Early Restora-

There are certain conditions which Dr.

THE RUSSIAN ARMOR CONTRACT 


The Navy Department Would Like to 
Know What the Price Is. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 21.—Deliveries of 
armor have been made promptly during Oc- 
tober and November, according to the rec- 
ords of the Naval Ordnance officers. Dur- 
ing those months about 1,300 tons of ma- 
terial were delivered. There are very few 
rejections and the armor has of late been 
of excellent quality. 

The Navy Department would like very. 
much to know if the Bethlehem Iron Com- 
pany actually secured the contract with 
the Russian. Government for armor.’ The 
published report of this valuable’ contract 
is somewhat discredited here. A few weeks 
ago, when it was known that such a contract 
was to be had, some of the Bethlehem peo- 


ple were asked concerning it, and at that 
time denied having obtained the order. 
The only interest the ordnance officers 
take in the matter is regarding the price 
received by the Bethlehem people from 
the Russian Government. This information 
would be valuable in basing compensation 
for the next order for armor from the 
United States. The information will proba- 
bly be refused by the Bethlehem people, 
and it is difficult to get such official in- 
telligence in St.. Petersburg, but it is likely 
our military attachés will be asked to look 
up the matter.

yesterday at the meeting of the Board of 
Estimate and Apportionment. 

The Police Department was the first im- 
portant department taken up. President 


James J. Martin and Commissioners Mur- 
ray and Kerwin were present,to explain the 
appropriations asked for. President Martin 
was spokesman. 

At the request of Mayor Gilroy, Mr. 
Martin explained to Mayor-elect Strong the 
various grades of salaries of patrolmen, 
which salaries were recently ‘increased by 
the Legislature. Mr. Strong listened atten- 
tively, but made no comment. 

The board then proceeded to consider the 
various police estimates. 

Two additional stenographers were asked 
for, but were not allowed, 

The item of horses was next considered. 
Controller Fitch said that the Fire Depart- 
ment, which usually gave $300, secured the 
horses at a lower figure this year. Presi- 
dent Martin said the Police Department 
never paid more than $250 for a_ horse. 
That price being acceptable to the board, 
the item was allowed. 

The sum of $16,000 was wanted for light- 
ing station houses with gas, and $400 for 
the care of lost children. These items were 


passed without discussion, and then came | 


a request for $35,000-to complete the police 
underground signal system. 

President Martin said that $51,000 had al- 
ready been expended on the system, and 
that many wires were still above ground. 
It was of the greatest concern to the city, 
he argued, that. the signal system: should 
be protected from vandals, and those who 


in time of riots would endeavor to inter- 


rupt communication between the precinct 
station houses and Headquarters. The sta- 
tion houses in the annexed district were not 
properly connected with the Central Office, 
and most of the $35,000 would:go to per- 
fecting the existing connections. 

Corporation Counsel Clark favored ask- 
ing the Legislature for the money. Mayor 
Gilroy said he would vote for $10,009 to be 
appropriated for the completion of the 
system on Manhattan Island, and the an- 
nexed district could be provided for when 
there was a more pressing demand, 


Controiler Fitch ,said thet judging from 


the small number of prisoners arraigned in 


the Morisania Police Court, crime was not 
rampant in the annexed district. 

The board finaily adopted the Mayor's 
suggestion, and voted $10,000. 

The Controller remarked that the ex- 
penses of the department were growing in 
all directions. 

The total appropriation for the 
Department was finally fixed at $5,864,822.3v.

$5, 189,147.54.

The cutter 
Hamilton of the Philadelphia station has 
been ordered to make her cruising ground 
extend from Cape Henry to Sandy Hook. 
The Long Island coast has been left un- 
covered.

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COL. FELLOWS IN CHARGE 
He Sueceeds Mr. Hale as Prose- 
cutor of Justice Divver. * 


WHAT MR. HALE DIDN'T DO IMPORTANT 


He Was After the $1,000 Reward 
Once Offered by Dr. Park- 
hurst for the Conviction 


of a Police Justice. 


District Attorney Fellows yesterday took 
charge of the case against Police Justice 
Patrick Divver and Lawyer HH. 
Hale retired to a back seat. 

There has been a good deal of curiosity 
as to why Mr. Haie, a Brooklyn man, 


should have undertaken the prosecution. 
He practically admitted yesterday that his 
purpose was to win the $1,000 reward which 
Dr. Parkhurst once said he would: give fos 
the conviction of a corrupt Police Justice. 

Mr. Hale’s failure tu make out a case 
had made the prosecution so ridiculous 
that, in sheer helplessness, he appealed to 
District Attorney Fellows. They conferred 
yesterday. Mr. Hale told Col. Fellows that 
he had tried in vain to secure the attend- 
ance of witnesses, and Col. Fellows prom- 
ised to do all he could in that direction. _ 

Morris Tekulsky was particularly wanted, 
and Col. Fellows issued a subpoena for 
him. The Colonel also promised to be om 
hand at 4 o’clock, when the trial of Justice 
Divver was to be continued, and he was” 
there. Mr. Hale was by his side, looking 
happy. Justice Divver sat beside ex-Surro- 
gate Rollins. 

Lawyer Hale announced that the Dise 
trict. Attorney had been called into the case 
because he (Hale) had failed in his efforts 
to enforce the attendance of witnesses. He 
called for Morris Tekulsky, but Mr. Tekul- 
sky was not present. 

“IT received notice yesterday,” said Col. 
Fellows, ‘‘ that my assistance was desired. 
I have paid only casual attention to this 
case. I understand the nature of the 
charges, but am utterly unfamiliar with the 
proof. Mr. Hale informed me of what he 
had done and what he had omitted to do, 
and I hope Mr. Hale will not deem me un- 
kind if.I say that what he omitted to do 
was of niuch more importance than what 
he did. 

“Tf Mr. Male had conferred with me 
at first we would have got on in a much 
more orderly way, and newspaper reports 
would not have been relied upon for proof. 
I am not disposed to shirk-my duty, and I 
am here ready to take up the case if I have 
an opportunity to get hold of it. I should not 
know now where to begin, and if the case 
is to go on it can only go on after a reason- 
able delay to give me an opportunity to ex- 


amine proofs.”’ 

Ex-Surrogate Rollins argued that, Mr. 
Hale having failed to substantiate his 
charges, the case should be dismissed. 

“Tt is apparent,” he said, ‘‘that the 
love of notoriety of this man has set these 
charges in motion.” 

““T- hope,” said Col. Fellows, “my friend 
will acquit me of a desire for further 
notoriety.’’ 

This caused a laugh. 

“Mr. Divver is not to be convicted and 
robbed of his office except on proper evi- 
dence,’ said Mr. Rollins. “ ‘ Feelings in the 
air’ are not evidence. These charges ought 
to be dismissed. It may be that, at some 
future time, Col. Fellows may find new 


| charges to bring against Mr. Divver, and 


he will then stand trial.’ 

Mr. Hale, replied that he had proved the 
charges of carelessness and inefficiency in 
the administration of Divver’s duties as a 
Police Justice, and also the charge of 
bribing voters bf offering a banner to the 
district C@ptain who got out the largest 
Tammany vote. 

Col. Fellows declared that between the 
two contentions of innocence and guilt he 
stood helpless. 

Mr. Rollins asked Mr. Hale when he first 
called upon the District Attorney to con- 
duct the case, but Mr. Hale refused to an- 
swer. 

The Judges held a consultation, and Chief 
Judge Daly asked Col. Fellows if he would 
be prepared to go on with the case by 
Wednesday or Thursday. 

“All I can do I will do,” replied Col. 
Fellows, ‘‘ but I don’t know what I have 
to do.’’ 

Mr. Rollins announced that Morris Te- 
kulsky had arrived, and suggested that he 
be examined. 

“The District Attorney is in charge of 
the case,” said Chief Judge Daly. “It is 
for him to say what shall be done.” 

Col. Fellows said he was not ready te 
examine Mr. Tekulsky. 

“Let us have an adjournment,” said Col. 
Fellows, ‘‘ and there will be no delay with 
witnesses. If get names, I'll see that 
the men get into court.” 

Adjournment was announced to next Fri- 
day at 4 P. M.

NEW-ORLEANS, Dec. 21.—The evidence 
in the case of the State vs. William J.

THE STATE OF TRADE. 


Dun’s Review will say to-day: 


But for the large exports of gold and the 
uncertainty about financial legislation, the in- 
dications would be more encouraging. Some 
increase is seen in orders given to manu- 
facturing works, ough until the year 
at work naturally 
diminishes. The holi ay trade has been 
rather poor at most points, partly owing 
to mild weather. There is distinctly more 
confidence shown about the future de- 
mand for industrial products, though prices 
are not better. Domestic exports increase 
a little, though exportable staples are not 
better in price. In November the excess of 
merchandise e rts over imports was $29,- 
573,891, besides $2,981,031 silver, and Decem- 
ber returns indicate as large an excess. 
For this very reason the exports of 
$5,332,071 in gold since last Friday, and the 
withdrawal of about three times as much 
gold from the Treasury are more noticéd. 
Larger orders for manufactured products 
have appeared, and yet, except in boots and 
shoes, the general tendency of prices is 
downward. teel billets sell at $15 at Pitts- 
burg, and Bessemer p.gs at $9.50 at valley 
mills, and. in other products the tone is on 
the whole weaker, Yet quite large transac- 
tions are reported in pig iron and billets, 
and improved demand for bar and nails, 
while nothing is doing in ra‘is, and business 
in sheets and plates is light. Competition 
between the works in operation for busi- 
ness, which is not enough to ag them em- 
ployed, pushes prices in many lines below 
the ordinary cost of production. Copper is 
strengthened by consumers’ demands, and 
the output in November, 12,644 tons domes- 
tic and 6,964 corse was the smallest since 
February. Lead has sold largely at 3.01c, 
and tin has been depressed 14c by specula- 
tion. In shoes, manufacturers are obtaining 
a good many orders, at 244@5c advance over 
last year’s prices, where still larger dif- 
ferences in cost of materials are claimed, 
but many jobbers hold off, as want of ‘en- 
tire agreement among ‘producers raises 
ae whether the advance will be -main- 
ained, ~ 

The heavy auction sale of cotton goods, 
resulting in prices about 10 per cent. be- 
low those previously current, and the an- 
nouncement of: numerous reductions in 
prices by agents, are by some deemed evi- 
ence that many mills -have accumulated 
larger stocks in advance. of consuming de- 
mand than has been supposed. Quite large 
sales have followed, but the market is still 
irregular and uncertain. Re-orders for 
Spring woolens have been more numerous, 
though relatively small for the time of year, 
and the opening of heavy-weight woolens 
for the next season discloses some reduc- 
tions in cheaper goods, with occasional ad- 
vance in goods of the better grades, The 
confidence of manufacturers seems to in- 
‘ae but purchasers of material are cau- 

ous 

Failures have -been somewhat more im- 
portant, the reported liabilities for the sec- 
ond week of December amounting to 
$2,714,607, and for the two weeks of De- 
cember the aggregate has been $6,840,401, 
of which manufacturing Nabilities were 
$2,466,114 and the trading. liabilities $4,071,- 
529. But lest year the liabilities in failures 
of the same two weeks were $11,679,996, of 
which no less than $5,174,494 were of manu- 
facturing, and only $5,301,784 of _tradin 
concerns. The failures for the past wee 
have been 349 in the United States, against 
344 last year, and 36 in Canada, against 37 
last ear, 

Bradstreet’s will say: 


The volume of general trade -comtinues 
small, as expected from evidences of shrink- 
age within the month. Unusually mild, un- 
seasonable weather continues to check dis- 
tribution of coal, heavy clothing, shoes, 
and rubber goods Northwest, South, and 
throughout the central West and Eastern 
States, although at larger cities the favor- 
able reports as to holiday goods and spe- 
Cilalties at retail are for the great part 
the outcome of bright, mild weather. The 
year 1894 naturally brings low quotations 
for staples and securities, a characteristic 
of years following those marked by panies. 
Lowest prices on record are, or recently 
have been, made for iron and steel, wheat 
and Indian corn, and cotton and wool. Im- 
provement in prices is recorded in only a 
few leading lines, wheat, copper, and lower 
grades of shoes, which have long sold at 
depressed figures. There are nine important 
staples with prices steady or firm—leather, 
hides, and lumber,. lard, live hogs, and 
coffee, naval stores and cotton and pig iron 
—at Chicago. When one considers the list of 
staples for which the week’s quotations are 
lower, it is found nearly .equal to those 
in which advances and steadiness in price 
are given. Cotton goods are weaker, and 
sales of moment are made only at conces- 
sions. The auction sale of cotton goods at 
New-York results favorably, indicating the 
trade will stock up at a price. Business in 
woolens is at a standstill, and will remain 
so until after Jan. 1, when new tariff provi- 
sions go into effect. Prices at which woolen 
mills are willing to take orders discount 
the prospective change in the tariff, and it 
ie declared American mills will hold their 
share of the trade. Sales of wool, too, are 
lower.
